While sports teams line up for taxpayer handouts, 
the needs of deteriorating cultural facilities go unmet 


Fixing broken art 


EN THE OWNERS of professional 
sports teams attempt to justify reach- 
ing into taxpayers’ pockets to pay for 

luxurious new facilities, they invariably offer an 
economic rationale. They claim that the public 
investment they’re seeking will pay for itself 
many times over in terms of development and 
increased business activity. 

More often than not, the 
argument works. The Patri- 
ots recently won a $70 mil- 
lion package to help them 
build a new stadium in 
Foxborough. The Red Sox 
may be seeking as much as 
$200 million to build a 
modern, larger version of 
Fenway Park that would 
have a severe negative im- 
pact on the surrounding 
neighborhood — and 
would, as it happens, force 
the Phoenix to move its headquarters (see the 
editorial “Fenway Fiasco,” News and Fea- 
tures, June 11). Despite this, the Sox, too, 
have received a respectful hearing so far from 
the political and business communities. 

Yet when arts advocates attempt to make 
the same case, few listen — even though they 
have even stronger evidence to present than do 
sports teams. 

The state legislature recently deferred action 
— yet again — on a proposal to create a 
$35 million fund to provide loans to fix up de- 
teriorating arts and cultural facilities. The 
fund, to be paid for through a four percent in- 
crease in the hotel/motel tax in the communi- 
ties that receive the loans, would represent just 
a small down payment on the estimated 
$500 million in infrastructure needs reported 
by some 400 arts and cultural organizations. 
Those needs range from a leaky roof at Rox- 
bury’s Museum of the National Center of 
Afro-American Artists to $30 million worth of 
restoration and repairs at Symphony Hall. But 
the proposal, following a hearing before the 
legislature’s Joint Committee on Taxation, was

The legislative leadership should pull this bill 
out of the mothballs and put it on the fast 
track to approval. 

According to a 1996 study by the Mas- 
sachusetts Cultural Council, the more than 
3000 nonprofit cultural organizations that 
make their homes in Massachusetts have a 

$2.56 billion annual impact 
on the state’s economy. 
These organizations em- 
ploy more than 45,000 
people, and pull in an audi- 
ence of some 45 million ev- 
ery year. Attendance at just 
three Boston museums — 
the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Museum of Science, 
and the New England 
Aquarium — exceeds the 
total combined audience of 
the Red Sox, the Celtics, 
and the Bruins. And, of course, all of this ac- 
tivity contributes greatly to the amount of 
money spent on meals, gas, tolls, and other 
items — which generates tax revenues that en- 
hance the state’s bottom line. 

But though the economic rationale for arts 
funding is strong, it is only part of the story. 
The arts are a vital part of enlightened civiliza- 
tion, and they have an educational value that 
no sports team can claim. Yes, the audience 
for arts events is much bigger than for ball 
games, but that’s important more for what it 
means than for the sheer numbers. At our 
core, we understand that culture is a more 
central part of our society than is mere fun and 
games. If only there were leather-lunged arts- 
radio hosts to bellow and demand money for 
museums and performance centers the way 
sports-radio pimps do for team owners! 

House Speaker Tom Finneran does deserve 
credit for driving a hard bargain with the Patri- 
ots: by some estimates, the state will actually 
pull in $3 million a year more than it will 
spend on the 25-year assistance package be- 
cause of income taxes, concessions, and fees 


own resources to strengthen their own agen- 
da. The civil war may theoretically be won by 
Sudan’s northern faction as financed by CSI. 
The United Nations acts on behalf of mul- 
tilateral interests, which means it makes 
choices based on what's best for the interna- 
tional community rather than on what’s best 
for one nation or one group. Although the 
UN is deactivating CSI’s role as a UN-ac- 
credited nongovernmental organization, it 
does not discredit the organization’s impor- 
tant mission and hard work in spreading the 
word about the grave situation in Sudan. Its 
decision to “de-accredit” CSI may seem un- 
fair to CSI and its supporters, but it may ac- 
tually be in the best interest of the interna- 
tional community.

But if Finneran, Birmingham, and Governor 
Paul Cellucci have shown that investing in pro- 
fessional sports can pay off when it’s done 
prudently, why does their vision go blurry 
when it comes to the investment needs of the 
arts-and-culture community? 

“The quality of attractions within the 
state effectively cloaks the reality that the 
infrastructure supporting them is crum- 
bling,” according to a recent statement by 
Representative Peter Larkin (D-Pittsfield), 
who is co-sponsoring the loan-fund mea- 
sure with Representative Kevin Fitzgerald 
(D-Boston). “The reality is that it’s easier 
for these attractions to pursue an aggressive 
capital campaign for a new wing or new 
building than to raise dollars to repair the 
roofing or plumbing systems.” 

This is the second time that state action on 
the deteriorating infrastructure for arts and 
cultural organizations has been postponed. 
Several years ago, an attempt to attach the 
loan fund to the bill approving the convention 
center failed. If the proposal is to be revived, 
the legislature needs to hear from you. Call, 
write, or e-mail your state representative and 
senator, and urge them to support House 
Bill 2248.

on firearms because I want to preserve the 
Second Amendment . 

Unfortunately, what I see and hear from 
both sides is a lot of irrational emotion, 
name-calling, disinformation, and nastiness. 

Handgun Control Inc. and similar anti-gun 
outfits claim to be interested in public safety 
and reasonable legislation, but their actual 
aims, as stated in their charters, are to abolish 
the Second Amendment and to outlaw the 
private ownership of firearms. They don’t 
want compromise; they want to erode the 
rights of gun owners piece by piece until 
those rights disappear. 

I resent any attack on any one of the 
amendments that make up the Bill of Rights. 
They fit together, like pieces in an interlock- 
ing puzzle box. Start to pull out sections, and 
the entire structure will collapse. 

This does not mean that we shouldn’t en- 
force sensible laws. I’ve been perfectly willing 
to undergo background checks, to endure 
certain inconveniences, to exercise responsi- 
bility in order to own and use firearms. I do 
not, however, trust the federal government to 
exercise equal responsibility. 

This battle between radicals has brought us 
nothing but ineffective legislation, hatred, and 
discontent. Where are the men and women of 
good will who are willing to work together for 
the common good? Many of them are mem- 
bers of the NRA, many of them are willing to 
compromise but not to surrender. I don’t 
think the members of Handgun Control Inc. 
can say that.

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HOT PLATES 
Do you want that burger really nuked? 


In the wake of several high-profile 
cases of E. coli in burgers, listeria in hot 
dogs, and other microbial food- 
poisoning scares, the idea of using 
radiation to wipe out such critters is 
gaining momentum. 

All the food-processing industry 
needs to do is get rid of the pesky 
TREATED WITH RADIATION labels, which 
scare away consumers. The US Food 
and Drug Administration is taking 
comments on the prospect of changing 
the way irradiated food is labeled: you 
have until July 19 to tell the FDA what 
you think. 

The idea of irradiating food — 
blasting it with gamma rays to kill 
bacteria and even insects — makes 
some activists and consumers lose their 
appetites (see “Meat Puppets,” Styles, 

February 13, 1998), but regulators and 
many scientists see it as a modern 
successor to the heating-and-cooling 
process Louis Pasteur devised long ago 
to prevent beer and wine spoilage. 

Still, most of us link the term “radiation” 
inextricably to cancer. That’s why industry 
groups such as the American Meat Institute and 
the National Food Processors Association prefer 
no labeling or something esoteric, like TREATED BY 
IONIZING PASTEURIZATION or even COLD- 
PASTEURIZED. 

The FDA contends that irradiated food is safe, 
as proven by animal trials. The World Health 
Organization and the American Medical 
Association endorse it. The American Nuclear 
Society even hosted a recent irradiated-meat 
barbecue in Idaho to drive the point home. 

But Wenonah Hauter, director of Public 
Citizen’s Critical Mass Energy Project, sees 
irradiation as an easy out for food processors 
who need instead to clean up their act. “Rather 
than having an industry that has good sanitation,

we have an industry that crams animals in pens,” 
she says. “The conditions are frankly really filthy 
... there’s a lot of fecal matter. They’d rather 
have the shortcut than clean up our food-delivery 
system.” 

And Dr. J.J. Steinberg, an associate professor 
at the Albert Einstein College of Medicine, 
pointed out in a 1992 letter to the New York 
Times that irradiating food alters its chemistry. 
“The risk of cancer from food irradiation is likely 
minuscule,” he wrote “but we should accept that 
this food treatment may cause additional real, but 
as yet unquantifiable, risk.” 

Perhaps that’s what the labels should say.

Communes haven't 
been on the social 
radar for a couple of 
decades, but some of 
them have in fact 
managed to survive 
beyond the heyday of 
experimental living in 
the 60s. The biggest 
surviving “intentional 
community” in the 
US is Twin Oaks, 
which occupies 450 
acres of farmland in 
Virginia.

Q: What do your middle-class parents in Lincoln think of 
your life? 

A: They wish I had gone to business school. They’re 
happy that I stop nuclear power plants, that’s very nice. 
But my brother’s a rock star. 


Q: Would I know him? 
A: Maybe. He plays in the band They Might Be Giants. 


Q: What do your parents think of Twin Oaks? 

A: I think they’re worried. I mean, it’s a communist 
system, and that’s scary to people who’ve been told all 
their lives that communism is a terrible thing. But they’ve 
come around partially because there have been some 
successes of mine, as an activist, that they could read 
about in the New York Times. They used to always offer to 
pay for me to go business school. They don’t say that 
anymore. 


Q: What's the biggest personal adjustment necessary to 
live on a commune? 

A: For the upper-middle-class background, it’s not 
being on a classic career path, not building your résumé to 
go on and do the next thing. From a larger spectrum of the 
socioeconomic strata, the idea that you’re not amassing 
wealth is very worrisome. 


Q: What do you miss from the outside? 

A: I’ve lived most of my life in cities. There’s a whole 
vibe that goes with the city. I tend to move at a speed 
that’s a little bit faster than most of the people at Twin 
Oaks. It’s a fundamental part of my belief system that 
political movements are social movements first, and that 
we win the revolution by having the better party. 
Absolutely. That’s what the revolutionary party is about — 
you get people to come because what’s happening over 
here is more interesting and more fun than what’s 
happening over there. 


Q: Is it more fun? 

A: I think so. I mean, especially the parties. Some of the 
best parties I’ve ever been at in my life have been at Twin 
Oaks. It’s the connection between the people.

“You’ve heard of ‘Driving While Black.’ We now 
have ‘Shopping While Black.’ ” 

Thus began attorney Chauncey Wood at a press 
conference last week for his client Raymond (Raydog) 
Scott, a long-time Boston-area hip-hop artist (with 
Almighty RSO) who was arrested at Braintree’s South 
Shore Plaza on June 29 following a scuffle with police 
when his American Express card was wrongly disputed 
— likely on racial grounds. 

Scott and pal Trevor Watson went shopping at the 
Braintree Macy’s, spending roughly $780 on clothing, 
$180 on perfume, and $500 on a gift certificate for 
Scott’s two-year-old daughter. Scott used his 
corporate AmEx card to make the purchase. As he and 
Watson left the store, Macy’s security contacted 
American Express and reported two men with a 
possible stolen card. They reported the same to 
Braintree police. 

Moments later, when Scott attempted to use his : 
AmEx at the nearby Lady Foot Locker, a clerk told him . ; jf : :

Beyond vanilla 


| scream, you scream, we’d all scream if 


there were Cucumbers in our ice cream 


ANILLA RANKS AS the number-one 

ice-cream flavor in the United 

States. What does that say about 
the American people? That's obvious: we're 
a wee bit bland. So at the height of ice- 
cream season, we decided to embark on a 
journey beyond those vanilla-bean bound- 
aries, past the maple walnuts and the mint 
chocolate chips, in search of the truly 
unusual ice-cream flavor. It was a tough job, 
but you know what they say. 

Steve Herrell of Herrell’s ice Cream has 
a penchant for quirky flavors; he’s even 
tried selling jalapeno. “It doesn't do well,” he 
says, “but no journalist is ever going to call 
me to talk about vanilla or chocolate. 
People are very curious about it. Everyone 
wants to try it.” Some of Herrell’s flavors are 
equally unusual, if not quite so marginal: 
“power chocolate,” inspired by the herbal- 
medicine craze, incorporates vitamin C 
srystals and echinacea. “Hearts and flow- 
ers,” a mix of rose water and lavender in a 
sugar-and-cream base, is inspired by Asian 
cooking, in which blossoms are added as 
flavorings. Chai and green-tea ice cream 
are also Herrell’s regulars. 

Over at J.P. Licks, cucumbers have made 
their way into cones. According to one 
scooper, the cool, sweet, and smooth 
cucumber ice cream initially met with knit 
brows. But cucumbers are a classic sum- 
mer food — if not traditionally a dessert — 
and after some publicity and many a taste 
test, customers have actually begun 
requesting the stuff. 

Toscanini’s isn't mixing any garden veg- 
gies with its vanilla, but it does serve 
knulfee, an Indian ice cream flavored with 
chopped pistachios, almonds, and car- 
damom. Store owner Gus Rancatore says, 
“it has a really good crossover appeal. 
Cardamom is a flavor a lot of Americans 


haven't tasted, but inevitably like when they 
do try it. Khulfee is really good in the hot 
weather, too, because it's so spicy.” 

Some ice-cream flavors sound splashier 
and quirkier than they actually taste, but 
nonetheless, the ideas are fun. ice Cream 
Works sells Lava Flow, vanilla ice cream 
dyed hot pink and peppered with fizzy pop- 
ping candies. On the tongue, it makes for a 
sweet and fairly explosive dairy product. 
Baskin-Robbins makes a novel watermelon 
ice — ared sorbet studded with chocolate 
“seeds” — that one food critic has described 
as “lurid-looking and texturally anomalous.” 
These might not be the adjectives you asso- 
ciate with a summertime ice-cream cone, but 
hey, it’s only July. If vanilla is the only ice 
cream on your menu, you've got a lot of 
beans to go.

But there’s a part of me that fears I’m turning into 
the guy who made an entire store cringe the other 
day when he snapped at a busy sales clerk: “I’d ap- 
preciate it if you’d stay put.” I tell myself that I’m ap- 
palled by our culture of entitlement, sickened by the 
pampered, bickering, litigious classes, the mass of 
men and women who lead lives of noisy exasperation. 
But it seems that I can now count myself among 
them. 


O MAKE matters worse, there’s also a class issue. 

After many years in the service industry, I’ve finally 
landed what might be termed a Good Job. No longer 
do I feel the shadow of personal bankruptcy looming 
every time I say, “Supersize it.” No longer am I faced 
with the prospect of fending off snitty customers in or- 
der to scrape by. In terms of earnings, I’m still a long 
way behind Warren Buffett, but I’ll bet I’m way ahead 
of Tammy and the TM. The downside of all this is 
that, without even noticing, I’ve gone from being the 
browbeaten burger boy to the petulant customer. I’m 
giving people the same shit I used to get — and I’m 
getting good at it. Whatever happened to solidarity, to 
class loyalty? 

Whatever happened to me? 

For one thing, in recent years I’ve been given a taste 
of the good life. I’ve certainly grown accustomed to 
decent dining. When I was young and broke, a chick- 
en dinner would have been a treat, no matter how long 
the wait or how chewy the meat. But a lot of oil has 
flowed through the Fry-O-Lator since then. These 
days I tend to go for pan-seared rather than deep- 
fried. Maybe I’ve grown soft, gotten spoiled, had 
things a little too easy. 

Sitting there at Pally’s, table-thumpingly mad, I may 
have been “starving,” but I wasn’t truly hungry. I began 
to realize that what really bugged me was the sense that 
I deserved better. At this point my eyes were drawn to 
the booth next to ours: a middle-aged employee was 
wiping down the table, pretending not to listen to our 
spat. He had ketchup stains on the front of his shirt. 

Suddenly I was overcome by the urge to sit down 
and shut up. I don’t know why — the meal before me 
was still a grim prospect, the TM still a peevish dink 
— but the pustule of my anger had been pricked. So, 
without a word, I sat down and chewed my rubbery 
chicken. In response, the staff treated us to free 
desserts. And when Tammy told me that I couldn’t 
have the Belgian waffle sundae (“Machine’s un- 
plugged”), I simply — and quietly — ordered some- 
thing else. Ed

It works for you 
War is a bad thing. Even if we leave out combat and civilian ca- 

sualties, property damage, rape and pillage, lingering danger of 
unexploded munitions, economic disruption, refugees, famine 
and disease, and possible destruction of the planet, we’re still left 
with things like increased drug addiction. We’ve already talked 
about the huge increase in smoking and related diseases due to ¥ os : 
distribution of cigarettes to GIs during World War II. Now let’s ; Make it 
turn to the massive upswing in narcotics addiction in the latter 
part of the 19th century — due, some feel, to the liberal use of 
morphine to ease the suffering of wounded soldiers during the 
Civil War. 

At the beginning of the 19th century, drug addiction was rare 
in the English-speaking world, but at the end of the century it 
was common, at least in the US. By a conservative estimate, the 
US had 200,000 addicts in 1900, with most of the increase com- 
ing in the late 1800s. The Civil War is often blamed for this, and, 
in fact, after the war many called morphine addiction “the army 
disease.” 

Some historians think the war’s influence has been exaggerat- 
ed; drugs simply became more available as scientists explored the 
wonders of chemistry. Morphine, for example, was first synthe- 
sized in 1803, cocaine in 1859. 

Still, there’s no denying the Civil War’s impact. Narcotics 
were handed out like candy by army surgeons, who were sur- 
rounded by suffering and had few other remedies to offer. 
Nearly 10 million opium pills were issued to Union soldiers, 
along with 2.8 million ounces of other opium preparations; 
Confederate troops had quite a bit of it too. One doctor report- 
ed keeping a wad of “blue mass” (a powdered mercury com- 
pound) in one pocket and a ball of opium in the other. He’d ask 
soldiers, “How are your bowels?” If the answer was “open” 
(due to diarrhea), the soldier got opium, if “closed” (presum- 
ably because of constipation), mercury. Opiates were used to 
treat not just wounds but also chronic diseases such as diar- 
rhea, dysentery, and malaria. Narcotics became even more pop- 
ular after the war as invalided veterans sought relief from con- 
stant pain. 

But soldiers weren’t the only or even the major users of drugs. 
On the contrary: casual use of hard drugs was widespread. Sev- 
eral surveys in the Midwest found that the majority of opiate ad- 
dicts were women; they took drugs for neuralgia, morning sick- 
ness, and menstrual pain. Mary Chesnut, whose diary was read to 
haunting effect in Ken Burns’s Civil War documentary series, was 
a regular user. Narcotics could be found in the patent medicines 
of the day, as well as in commonly prescribed medications such 
as laudanum and paregoric, inexpensive opiates that could be or- 
dered through the Sears catalogue. 

Some raised the alarm about morphine addiction as the 19th 
century drew to a close, but often the solution was substituting 
some other drug. In 1884 Sigmund Freud recommended cocaine 
as a means of treating morphine and alcohol addiction (and 
wrote glowingly of coke’s value as a mental stimulant and aphro- 
disiac). “Vin Mariani,” a mixture of cocaine and wine introduced 
in 1865, became a popular cure-all. Coca-Cola, first concocted in 
1886, initially contained a small amount of cocaine. In 1898 the 
Bayer company began marketing heroin as an over-the-counter 
cough suppressant. 

Reaction, often hysterical, soon set in. Drug opponents in the 
South claimed that cocaine drove black men to rape white wom- 
en — perhaps one reason the Atlanta-based Coca-Cola company 
withdrew cocaine from its recipe in 1903. Increasingly stringent 
anti-drug laws were passed, to the point where even mild drugs 
such as marijuana became illegal. 

Given all this, it seems clear you can’t blame any one event for 
the drug culture. Still, if you want to let a lot of bad things loose 
in the world fast, ain’t nothin’ beats a war. i

TO RICHES 
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N APRIL 15, Texas gover- 
nor George W. Bush, fol- 
lowing the traditional prac- 
tice of the president, vice- 
president, and many of the 
nation’s top politicians, made public his 
1998 tax returns. It’s something Bush has 
done each year since his first governor’s 
race, but this time was different; the figures 
contained in the returns were, at least to 
anyone unfamiliar with Bush’s recent busi- 
ness affairs, simply astonishing. The gover- 
nor, who had reported income of $271,920 
in 1997, estimated that he made $18.4 mil- 
lion in 1998. His tax bill alone was 
$3.7 million. “I never dreamt I’d write a 
check that big,” Bush happily told reporters 
in Austin. “Of course, I never dreamt I’d 
make that much money, either.” 

Bush’s income came from two main 
sources. The great majority — nearly 
$15 million — came from his stake in the 
sale of the Texas Rangers baseball team. An 
additional $3 million or so came from a 
blind trust that manages his investments 
(the trust fared vastly better in 1998 than it 
had the year before, when it reported in- 
come of less than $200,000). The smallest 
component of Bush’s income was his salary 
as governor: $99,121. 

What was perhaps just as surprising as the 
size of the numbers was that the national 
press did not seem particularly interested in 
Bush’s unusually good fortune. The New 
York Times devoted all of 137 words to the 
story; the Washington Post gave it 189. Oth- 
er papers didn’t mention it at all. But they 
will. Should Bush continue to run at the 
front of the Republican presidential pack, 
the story of how he made his money might 
well become the story of his campaign. Far 
more than tales of youthful drinking and 
carousing, the record of Bush’s rise to 
wealth reveals how he became what he is to- 
day. It’s a complicated tale of family connec- 
tions, hard work, and sweet deals, topped 
off by a taxpayer-subsidized baseball bonan- 
za that may leave some Republicans feeling 
queasy about how their candidate got rich. 


You say Arbusto, 
I say Ar-BUST-o 


Bush started off in the oil business. It was 
a natural choice; he grew up in Midland, 
Texas, after his father moved there in 1947 
to begin a career that started in oil, led to 
politics, and ultimately went to the White 
House. Sent to school at Andover, Yale, and 
Harvard, George W. Bush in 1975 followed 
his father’s example and returned to Texas 
to make a name for himself. He used 
$20,000 in trust-fund money to start an oil- 
and-gas-exploration company that he 
named Arbusto — Spanish for “bush.” 

In the beginning, Bush was able to seek 
advice from a number of family friends, 
people such as James Allison Jr., a newspa- 
per publisher and political strategist who

had run Bush’s father’s successful 1966 
campaign for Congress, and Martin Allday, 
a lawyer and businessman whom President 
Bush would later appoint chairman of the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission. 
Allday introduced the younger Bush to Paul 
Rea, a geologist and oil executive who 
would later play an important role in 
Bush’s career. “George had his business 
degree from Harvard, but he didn’t really 
know that much about the oil business,” 
Rea remembers. Rea, Allday, and others 
suggested Bush take a crash course to learn 
about drilling, leasing, and the other basics 
of the industry. He followed their advice 





and signed up for classes at the local Per- 
mian Basin Graduate Center, an institute 
devoted to the business. 

But Bush went off on a detour before he 
really got started. In 1978, the House seat 
from his district opened up, and Bush de- 
cided to jump into politics. He beat his op- 
ponent in the Republican primary but lost 
the election to Democrat Kent Hance, who 
successfully portrayed him as an Ivy League 
carpetbagger. Debating Bush on trips 
around the district, Hance would point out 
that “while my opponent was at Yale,” he, 
Hance, was working hard right down home 
in Texas. Bush didn’t have a chance. 





So he went back to the oil business. In 
starting Arbusto, Bush, like other small en- 
trepreneurs, financed his exploration by 
forming limited partnerships. He looked for 
investors willing to put money into the com- 
pany and then rely on Bush’s expertise to 
make a profit. In the beginning, they weren’t 
that hard to find. Much of the money came 
from Bush’s wide circle of family and 
friends; in particular, Bush’s uncle John, a 
New York stockbroker, proved invaluable in 
the search for capital. “John Bush called me 
one day and told me about his nephew 
George, who was in the oil business,” recalls 
Russell Reynolds Jr., an old family friend 
who runs an international executive recruit- 
ing company. “He asked me if I would be 
interested in investing. So George W. came 
to see me, and I thought he was an absolute 
star. A very attractive guy. Being a great 
friend of the Bushes, I put in a small amount 

of money in two of the partnerships.” 

Other family friends and supporters 
pitched in as well. According to an analysis 
in the Dallas Morning News, Arbusto’s early 
investors included people such as FitzGerald 
Bemiss, a childhood friend of President 
Bush’s who invested $80,000; Bush’s grand- 
mother Dorothy, who invested $25,000; 
George L. Ball, chairman of Prudential- 
Bache Securities, who invested $100,000; fi- 
nancier Lewis Lehrman, who invested 
$47,500; and John Macomber and William 
Draper, both later appointed to the Export- 
Import Bank, who invested $172,550. 

“Obviously, George knew these folks 
prior to his starting in the oil business,” 
says Michael Conaway, an accountant who 
served as Arbusto’s chief financial officer. 
“When George was getting investors, he 

certainly called some friends of his dad,” 
adds Paul Rea. Indeed, especially since en- 
tering politics, Bush has occasionally come 
under fire for relying heavily on family 
connections to make it in business. “If his 
name was Joe Blow, it wouldn’t have hap- 
pened,” says David Rosen, a geologist 
(and Democrat) in the Midland oil busi- 
ness. But all point out that oil and gas ex- 
ploration involves lots of money and lots of 
risk. “You look wherever you can to put 
money together,” Rosen says, “and if 
you’ve got connections, you use them.” 
Besides, says Conaway, all the investors 
“understood it’s a high-risk business.” 
Which was a good thing, because Arbusto 
was soon in serious trouble. 


Mr. Uzielli’s $1 million check 


The first well was dry. Then others didn’t 
work out. Despite some successes to go 
along with those failures, by the early 
1980s, Arbusto’s balance sheet was trend- 
ing downward when the market intervened 
to make things even worse. “The price of oil 
dropped significantly in ’82,” Conaway re- 
members. “It became increasingly difficult

to raise money.” Bush needed investors, but 
he had already tapped many of the most ob- 
vious sources. So it was a very fortunate 
day in January 1982 when he found his 
biggest single benefactor: an international 
businessman named Philip Uzielli. 

Now in his 60s, Uzielli attended college at 
Princeton, where he became friends with 
James A. Baker, the man who for many years 
played an integral role in nearly every aspect 
of President Bush’s political life. It’s not clear 
how Uzielli came to 
know George W 
Bush, whether it was 
through Baker or some 
other person, because 
none of the main play- 
ers is willing to talk 
about it. In a brief con- 
versation, Uzielli re- 
fused to answer ques- 
tions. Baker did not 
respond to a request 
for an interview. And a 
spokeswoman for 
Bush, Karen Hughes, 
said that she didn’t 
know how the two men met. 

However it started, Uzielli and Bush ap- 
parently became not only business partners 
but friends, socializing together in both 
Texas and New York. And when Arbusto 
got in a bind, Uzielli, using money from a 
Panamanian company owned by his family, 
came to the rescue with a $1 million invest- 
ment. The money bought Uzielli a 10 per- 
cent interest in Arbusto, which raised eye- 
brows because all of Arbusto, including the 
desks and the paper clips, was worth less 
than $500,000 at the time. Why would a 
man invest $1 million to buy 10 percent of 
a company that was worth less than 
$500,000? “Obviously, Uzielli thought his 
million bucks was worth 10 percent of the 
company,” Michael Conaway says. “There 
were not hard assets there, but Uzielli 
thought it was worth it.” (Uzielli had an- 
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other think coming, however; ultimately, he 


would lose nearly all of his investment.) 

About this time, Bush took another step 
to try to keep his company going: he 
changed its name. Arbusto became Bush 
Exploration. Company officials believed 
having “Bush” in the title would attract 
more investors than an obscure Spanish al- 
lusion to the owner’s name. “Folks knew 
Bush but they didn’t know Arbusto,” 
Conaway remembers. “The name was 
important, so folks understood who the 
players were.”

Texas exploration company called Spec- 
trum 7; while DeWitt handled the business 
end, Rea, the geologist, made the drilling 
decisions. Rea says that by the early 1980s, 
DeWitt had become so busy with his other 
interests that he was looking for an execu- 
tive to handle Spectrum 7. “He asked me 
to find someone in Midland who would be 
able to run the business down in Texas,” 
Rea remembers. 

Rea immediately thought of George W. 
Bush. He set up a lunch meeting between 
the two men, and a deal was born. “DeWitt

But even with the new name and the money 
from Uzielli, prosperity was not at hand. The 
market wasn’t helping, and the rest of the 
fundraising picture was bleal . Conaway says 
Bush Exploration decided not to try another 
limited partnership for 1983, “because it 
didn’t look like we could raise the money.” By 
1984, the company’s assets were dwindling 
away. As Bush faced disaster, another friend 
stepped in — this time Paul Rea, the man 
Bush met when he came home to Midland. 

Rea was closely connected to an Ohio 
businessman named William DeWitt Jr. 
DeWitt’s family, best known for its owner- 
ship of professional sports teams, was also 
involved in the oil business. They owned a 
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had gone to Yale and Harvard, and I 
thought maybe George might be a good 
one to invite to lunch,” Rea says. “They 
had mutual friends from the Ivy League.” 
DeWitt decided that Bush was the man. “It 
was a good fit,” DeWitt says. “He had a 
good operating group in the area, and we 
were in Cincinnati and had a lot of interest- 
ed investors.” DeWitt soon okayed a plan 
to have Spectrum 7 buy Bush Expioration. 
Not that Bush’s company was a particu- 
larly attractive purchase. “It wasn’t because 
we wanted to buy Bush Exploration or any- 
thing like that,” Rea says. “It was that we 
wanted a business manager.” In February 
1984, the deal was done; Bush became 
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chairman and CEO of Spectrum 7, and 
Paul Rea became president. 

The first year was a great improvement 
from the last days of Bush Exploration. Oil 
prices recovered and Spectrum 7 made some 
money. But things never went very well for 
very long. By 1985, trouble was again on the 
horizon, and this time the oil business was 
headed for a real disaster. “We could see the 
downturn coming,” Rea remembers. “In late 
’85, people stopped investing.” 

Once again, Bush’s company was in trou- 
ble. What to do? Bush and Rea hoped to 
merge Spectrum 7 
with a bigger compa- 
ny in hopes of surviv- 
ing the collapse in the 
price of oil. They 
wanted to take over 
the management of 
whatever new compa- 
ny might result, but 
were not able to find a 
suitable partner to 
make that happen. As 
it turned out, Harken 
Energy, a Dallas- 
based company that 
was aggressively tak- 
ing over troubled oil firms, came knocking. 
Although Harken might have been interested 
in Spectrum 7 in any event, the deal was not 
terribly enticing; Spectrum, after all, didn’t 
have much on the positive side of the ledger. 
But it still had a very valuable resource. “One 
of the reasons Harken was interested was be- 
cause of George’s name,” Rea remembers. 
“They wanted to get George on their board.” 

“George was very useful to Harken,” 
former Harken director Stuart Watson told 
the Dallas Morning News in 1994. “He 
could have been more so if he had had 
funds, but as far as contacts were con- 
cerned, he was terrific. . . . It seemed like 
George, he knew everybody in the US who 
was worth knowing.” Watson also told the 
paper that the Spectrum 7 acquisition was 
“not too good a proposition” for Harken, 
suggesting that Bush was the real reason 
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FANS IN HIGH PLACES: when Fort Worth oil man Eddie Chiles decided to sell 
the Texas Rangers, he “didn’t want to deal with anybody else after George got 
involved,” according to his widow, Fran. It helped that Bush brought deep- 


pocketed friends to the table. 


for the deal. Watson now says his words 
were taken out of context. “I was very 
much for George,” he recently said. “I 
thought he was a fine man, a good addition 
to the board. And he did know everybody.” 

But Harken wanted Bush on the board 
and not running the company. In spite of 
that, Bush accepted. The deal, finished in 
September 1986, brought him a large 
amount of Harken stock, worth at least 
$500,000 at the time, plus a consulting con- 
tract that paid him as much as $120,000 a 
year. It was the end of Bush’s career as a 
chief executive in the oil business, but it 
made possible the beginning of a new, and 
vastly more lucrative, line of work. 


Ranger George 

In 1987 and 1988, while still a consultant 
to Harken, Bush took time out to help in his 
father’s successful campaign for the White 
House. When President Bush was elected, 
George W. returned to Texas to contem- 
plate his next move. That same year, 1988, a 
Fort Worth oil man named Eddie Chiles, 


who had owned the Texas Rangers for many _ 


years, began to think about selling the club. 
When word of that got out, one of the first 
people to hear was none other than William 
DeWitt Jr., the Ivy Leaguer who had clicked 
so well with Bush at the lunch that led to the 
Spectrum 7 deal. DeWitt, whose family until 
recently had owned the Cincinnati Reds, 
began to put together a group of investors to 
buy the Rangers. 

But Major League Baseball commissioner 
Peter Ueberroth had problems with the lack 
of local money in DeWitt’s group. “We met 
with Ueberroth and he said, “You've got a 
good group, but why don’t you get more 
Texas investors?’ ” DeWitt recalls. “It was 
clear at the time, as it is now, that the control 
person needs to be a resident of the city or 
area where the team is located.” So DeWitt 
undertook the job of enlisting some Texans 
in the deal — and he immediately thought of 
Bush. “We were close friends throughout the 
period,” DeWitt says. “George was a great 
baseball fan. We used to go to games togeth- 
er when we'd be on the road.” 

But Bush had a problem. He wasn’t rich, 
at least not by the standards of people who 
buy large interests in professional sports 
teams. Still, he had something no one else 
had, at least in quite the same way: a con- 
nection to Eddie Chiles. “On a personal 
level, George had the most contact with 
Eddie,” DeWitt says. “I never really talked 
to him.” DeWitt needed Bush to win the 
owner’s blessing for a sale. 

As it turned out, Chiles was a fan of the 
Bush family. “Eddie had lived in Midland 
and was very good friends with the Bush- 
es,” remembers Chiles’s widow, Fran, refer- 
ring to the president and Barbara Bush. 
Chiles recalls her husband referring to 
George W. as a “young pup” back in the 
1940s and ’50s. Bush’s presence in the 
ownership team, Fran Chiles says, sealed 
the deal for her husband. “Eddie didn’t 


want to deal with anybody else after 
George got involved,” she says. “He was 
delighted to turn the team over to younger 
people, and especially George Bush.” 

Bush was also helpful in bringing deep- 
pockets Dallas businessmen Richard Rain- 
water and Edward “Rusty” Rose into the 
deal. Each of them put in several million 
dollars — Texas dollars that would please 
Ueberroth. Bush also brought in a big in- 
vestor from New York, an old college 
friend named Roland Betts who had initiat- 
ed Bush into the Delta Kappa Epsilon fra- 
ternity years earlier at Yale and gone on to 
make millions financing movies. 

It worked; Chiles and Ueberroth ap- 
proved, and the sale took place in March 
1989. The purchase price was $46 million. 
Bush, who didn’t have lots of cash available, 
borrowed $500,000 (“fully collateralized,” 
according to his spokeswoman) to put into 
the deal, later adding a little more for a total 
investment of $606,000. That bought him a 
1.8 percent interest in the team. But he had 
another agreement with his partners 
through which he would be handsomely re- 
warded for his role in putting the deal to- 
gether. The contract called for Bush to be a 
managing general partner; once all the part- 
ners recouped their investment with inter- 
est, he would be given an additional 10 per- 
cent stake in the team. Then, instead of 
owning 1.8 percent of the Rangers, he 
would own 11.8 percent. It was the deal 
that would make Bush a rich man. 

But first he had to get the money to pay off 
the loan he took to make his initial invest- 
ment. His largest single asset was the chunk 
of Harken stock he had received in the merg- 
er. Through the first half of 1990, the stock 
price was quite consistent, moving between 
$4 and $5 a share. In June 1990, Bush sold 
two-thirds of his stake — 212,000 shares — 
at $4 a share, for a total price of $848,000. 
At the time of the sale, Harken was moving 
into a period of financial difficulties. In the 
months following Bush’s sale, the company 

announced a quarterly loss and the stock 
price went into a long, slow decline; by the 
end of 1990, it was $1.25 a share. Since 
Bush was not only a member of the board of 
directors but also on a committee assigned to 
study Harken’s financial situation, his deci- 
sion to sell a few weeks before the slide began 
led to accusations that he used insider knowl- 
edge to get out when the getting was good. 

Bush denies any wrongdoing and has of- 
ten said he was unaware of the difficulties 
within Harken. “He thought he was selling 
into good news,” spokeswoman Karen 
Hughes says, adding that if Bush had wait- 
ed to sell the stock he could have earned 
considerably more than he got. That would, 
however, have required his waiting at least 
a year; it was not until June 1991 that 
Harken got back up to $4 a share. By 
September 19911, it briefly hit $8 a share.

okaying the use of tax money for the stadi- 
um, it also gave the city the power to con- 
demn the extra land’$o it could be devel- 
oped by the new team owners. Normally, 
the government has the power to take land 
only for some compelling public need, but 
in this case, the land was taken and given to 
a private interest — Bush and the Rangers. 

The new stadium was called the Ballpark 
in Arlington, and it was just as beautiful as 
the owners had said it would be. It opened to 
rave reviews in April 1994, as Bush was run- 
ning for governor of Texas. Not surprisingly, 
he lavished praise not only on the stadium 
but on the deal that created it. Everywhere he 
stopped, he called it a “win-win” proposition 
for the team and the taxpayers — and him- 
self. “Am I going to benefit off it financially? 
I hope so,” he told reporters. “But I also 
hope that the $100 million that comes into 
Arlington will help Arlington schools and 
help Arlington streets and police.” 

Today, five years later, there are real 
questions about whether those wonderful 
benefits have actually materialized for Ar- 
lington. Bush and his defenders point out 
that the city’s tax revenues have increased 
significantly, so much so that the bonds used 
to finance the stadium will be paid off early. 
But Mark Rosentraub, a professor at Indi- 
ana University at Indianapolis and author of 
the book Major League Losers, says the Ar- 
lington boom wasn’t caused by the Ballpark. 
“There have been no economic benefits 
from the stadium,” Rosentraub says. “In 
fact, if you go to [north] Arlington and go to 
the area around the stadium, there has not 
been much that has happened. The econom- 
ic success that people report is all the result 
of growth in south Arlington. There has 
been no growth in north Arlington.” 

But even if one assumes for the sake of 
argument that the Ballpark has been a big 
economic boost for Arlington, does that 
mean the taxpayers should have paid for it? 
Since it was intended for their own benefit, 
couldn’t the owners have paid for it them- 
selves — borrowed the money, built a stadi- 
um, and made a profit? It’s a question the 
Bush campaign is not particularly eager to 
answer. Spokeswoman Karen Hughes says, 
“The Ballpark is a great example of a pub- 
lic-private partnership that was a win-win 
relationship for everyone involved.” When 
the question was repeated, the answer was 


Tepeated as well. 


As popular as the Ballpark has become, 
there are still some opponents of the way it 
was financed. “It was a sweetheart deal,” 
says Bill Eastland, a businessman and anti- 
tax activist who led the opposition to the 
Ballpark funding deal. “As the details came 
out, it became very clear that the Rangers 


The $135 million question 

The details about Bush’s business career, 
from the first investors to the stadium deal, 
will undoubtedly become the basis for 
questions in the coming campaign. After 
all, journalists will reason, given the intense 
scrutiny of Bill Clinton’s past financial 
dealings, shouldn’t Bush face the same? 
That is, of course, a misreading of what 
happened to Clinton — other than the 
original Whitewater article in the New York 
Times, the investigation of his financial af- 
fairs came largely after he became presi- 
dent — but the distinction is likely to be 
lost in the political season. 

Still, a healthy inquiry will be a good thing. 
Although each of these issues has been re- 
ported in the Texas press, there is undoubt- 
edly still more to learn. And it will be useful 
to hear how Bush handles inquiries about 
whether he believes that any of the business- 
men who offered him opportunities were also 
hoping for a friendly tie to his father. 

It’s not an idle question. If one superim- 
poses a time line over the Bush career path, 
one sees that his rise in business coincided 
with his father’s rise to the highest levels of 
government. In late 1979 and 1980, for ex- 
ample, as the younger Bush was seeking in- 
vestors for Arbusto, his father was running 
for the Republican nomination for president 
and, later, taking his place as Ronald Rea- 
gan’s running mate. Many of the people who 
were investing with George W. were also 
contributing to his father’s campaign, which 
may or may not mean they were trying to 
buy a little good will in the White House. 
The Uzielli investment, the Spectrum 7 deal, 
and the Harken merger all were accom- 
plished while the elder Bush was vice-presi- 
dent. And the Rangers sale went through 
very shortly after President Bush took office. 

But it may be that — provided no evidence 
of wrongdoing emerges — there’s little more 
to say than the obvious: of course Bush bene- 
fited from his connections, but that’s just the 
way the world works. Rather, the real prob- 
lem for Bush — certainly with his fellow Re- 
publicans — may ultimately be not his family 
friends, but the stadium deal. It will be hard 
for Bush to deny that he and the other owners 
happily accepted $135 million from the tax- 
payers for their private benefit. Would he as 
president favor similar large-scale federal 
“public-private partnerships” financed by the 
taxpayers? A sweet deal like the Ballpark 
comes once in a lifetime, but it leaves a fron- 
trunner with a lot of explaining to do. %

day, March 15, at 1 p.m.: Rev. Sirnic at 

Weimar United Church of Christ, High- 
way 90 toward Schulenburg. My aunt had 
just died, at the age of 91, after a long bout 
with Alzheimer’s. As the closest relative able 
to fly to Texas on short notice, I had the 
task of meeting with the Reverend Norman 
“Skip” Sirnic and planning the service. 

I liked Skip, and I liked his wife, Karen. 
Despite the cultural divide — Christian and 
non-Christian, rural Texas and urban 
Northeast — I enjoyed talking with them, 
and was impressed with the care Skip put 
into his sermon, paying tribute to an old 
woman he barely knew. 

Needless to say, I was shocked when I 
found out they’d been murdered. 

It happened sometime during the first 
weekend in May. When Skip didn’t show 
up for church that Sunday morning, a few 
members of his congregation walked over to 
the parsonage to see if there was a problem. 
Indeed there was. Skip and Karen had been 
beaten to death, with a sledgehammer, 
while they were in bed. 

For weeks, I followed the investigation on 
the Houston Chronicle’s Web site. There 
were few leads. Eventually, the name of a 
suspect emerged: Rafael Resendez- 
Ramirez, who was also wanted in connec- 
tion with the murder of a female physician 
near Houston the previous December. Still, 
it seémed like just a local, if particularly aw- 
ful, story. 

Until recently. 

Now, of course, Rafael Resendez- 
Ramirez — whose real name is Angel Leon- 
cio Reyes-Resendiz — is on the FBI’s Ten 
Mosf*Wanted list, and is suspected of being 
one of the most prolific serial killers in the 
country. According to news accounts, Re- 
sendez-Ramirez is believed to hop on 
freight trains, spreading mayhem every- 
where he goes. He’s suspected of murder- 
ing eight people since 1997, in Kentucky, 
Illinois, and Texas. He even apparently re- 
turned to the Weimar area on June 4, when 
it is believed that he killed a 73-year-old

Resendez-Ramirez has become a political

for murder. On Capitol Hill, politicians are 
calling for an investigation.

woman in Schulenburg, just a few miles 
down the road. 

When I get past the horror of what 
happened, I find myself fascinated by 
Resendez-Ramirez’s rapid emergence as a 
media commodity. National newspapers 
such as the New York Times and USA To- 
day have done major pieces on him. The 
networks, of course, have been all over the 
story. ABC’s 20/20 re-ran a year-old report 
on railway killers, with the only connection 
to Resendez-Ramirez being Diane Sawyer’s 
updated introduction. National Public Ra- 
dio did some characteristically thoughtful 
reporting from Lexington, Kentucky, where 
Resendez-Ramirez is believed to have begun 
his murderous spree two years ago, and 
where authorities think he may return. 

People made it a cover story. Time ran a 
story on Resendez-Ramirez in its June 28 
issue. The following week, Newsweek pub- 
lished an almost-four-page spread featuring 
quotes from his mother (“What happened, 
little one? What have you done?”), a map 
with photos of his alleged victims, and de- 
tails of what’s purported to be his gruesome 


heard about on TV. 

In all of the media accounts I’ve seen, 
there’s nothing I can point to that’s obvious- 
ly wrong or sensationalistic. Yet, having got- 
ten to know two of the victims, however su- 
perficially, I find the difference between me- 
dia reality and personal reality interesting. 

With the exception of a feature the 
Houston Chronicle published a week after 
the Sirnics’ deaths, I’ve seen nothing that 
connects, even tangentially, with small- 
town life in Weimar (population 2000), 
where the best barbecue is in the back of a 
gas station/convenience store, where cattle 
graze outside the local hospital, and where 
the outward friendliness often hides a 
mean streak ingrained by the hard lives 
people lead. 

After my aunt’s funeral service at Trini- 
ty Evangelical Lutheran Church, a tiny 
chapel amid the ranches of New Bielau, 
about nine miles south of Weimar, I ap- 
proached Skip Sirnic. It was that awkward 
moment when you pass the envelope to 
the minister, when neither party knows 
quite what to say or where to put their 


hands. We exchanged pleasantries; I can’t 
remember what we said. 

Of course, I realized we wouldn’t see 
each other again. But I had no idea how fi- 
nal our parting would be.

The Boston Herald’s three-day series 
last week on “The Lost Boy,” a 14-year- 
old runaway living in the woods, offered 


APWVIDEWORLD up a rare combination of narra- 


tive power and public-policy im- 
pact. The storytellers — reporter 
Lauren Beckham Falcone (twen- 
tysomething daughter of op-ed- 
page columnist Beverly Beckham) 
and photographer Garo Lachini- 
an — not only pulled you into 
Joe’s personal tale, but they also 
made you think about the failure 
of the social-services establish- 
ment. 

Even Lorraine Carli, spokeswom- 
an for the Department of Social 
Services, which didn’t exactly 
come off well in the series, praised 
Falcone, saying, “I actually 
thought she did a very good job. It 
was pretty obvious that she fol- 
lowed this kid for a long time.” 
Adds Linda Wood-Boyle, executive 
director of the Somerville Home- 
less Coalition and the teen shelter 
Shortstop: “I think that it high- 
lights the problem — there are lots 
of kids out there, and if they want 
to avoid services, there’s not much 
anyone can do.” 

The connection with Joe was ini- 
tially made by Lachinian, a former 
Concord Monitor photographer 
who was recruited from the Baltimore Sun 
about six months ago, when Brian Walski 
left for the Los Angeles Times. After La- 
chinian spent some time developing the 
story and gaining Joe’s trust, Falcone was 
brought in to do additional reporting and 
to write the series. Around One Herald 
Square, folks are buzzing about how Fal- 
cone — who was previously best known for 
writing the Monday “Teen Scene” feature 
— rose to the moment. 

“She impressed a lot of people around 
here who thought she was just a nice kid,” 
says One newsroom veteran who asked not 
to be identified. “There are a lot of people 
who've been here a lot longer who’ve never 
done anything that good — like me.” 

The series has not been without contro- 
versy. “Gypsy” — the adult male who’s 
taken Joe under his wing — wrote a letter 
to the Phoenix several weeks ago complain- 
ing that Joe had sought to pull out of the 
project, but was told it was too late. Gypsy 
claimed Joe’s family had “begun to repair 
itself” and that Joe was seeking counseling, 
adding that the Herald’s refusal to halt 
publication plans could jeopardize Joe’s fu- 
ture. Gypsy also reportedly camped out in 
protest in front of the Herald for several 
days the week before publication. 

Herald editor Andy Costello is obviously 
sensitive to charges that his paper went 
ahead against the wishes of a 14-year-old 
boy. He even declined to make Falcone 
available for comment. But he argues, per- 
suasively, that part of the Herald’s motiva- 
tion from the beginning has been to help 
Joe get the services he needs — regardless 
of what Joe or Gypsy say they want. 

“This kid has been living on the streets 
now for two months, and I don’t think that 
anybody would think that having a 14- 
year-old living on the streets is a situation 
that we should tolerate in this society,” 
Costello says. “We spent quite a bit of time 


with him, and it didn’t look like there was 
any sort of solution in the offing. Often- 
times newspapers really become the last re- 
sort for people in this kind of dire situation 
Hopefully this series will force people into 
action who haven't been acting.”

And the New York 
Post, the Boston Herald, and even the Bos- 
ton Globe have a fun time reporting that yet 
another Barnicle column has been ques- 
tioned, even though no one has questioned 
it but Content, and even though Kramer 
has knocked those questions down. This 
time, Barnicle got screwed.

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A small man trying to become the Christian 
right’s biggest player hits the trail with his vision of America 
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Bauer to the people

Y 10A.M., it’s hot — sticky, nasty, 
# get-to-the-movies hot — on the 

blacktop in front of the Wilkins Ele- 
mentary School in Amherst, New Hamp- 
shire, population about 12,000 and, for a 
few hours on Sunday, ground zero in the 
fight for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

On July 4, Amherst is not just a small 
New England city, but a place where 
would-be Republican presidents make 
their cases to voters in the state that has 
the first-in-the-nation primary. Front- 
runner and Texas governor George W. 
Bush will be on hand today, as will Eliza- 
beth Dole and a few lesser candidates in a 
field that includes such long shots as for- 
mer vice-president Dan Quayle, former 
Tennessee governor Lamar Alexander, 
conservative commentator Pat Buchanan, 
and New Hampshire senator Bob Smith. 
The cars and vans parked outside have 
out-of-state plates and plenty of stickers. 
An aide to Dole is blowing up yellow 
DOLE 2000 balloons and tying them to a 
makeshift weight made of two-liter Pepsi 
bottles. Meanwhile, a lone aide to creepy 
zillionaire Steve Forbes stands off to the 
side, holding a sign that reads FORBES: HE 
WANTS YOU TO WIN. A few Quayle staffers 
chat with him as they wait for the parade 
to start. 

Despite the heat, one group of staff and 
volunteers seems to have an incredible 
amount of energy. They run across the 
schoolyard to place signs, anticipating the 
arrival of their leader. This is the army of 
Gary Bauer, a cadre of young, almost ex- 
clusively white enthusiasts prone to spon- 
taneous pep rallies. Of all the aides, they 
are the best boosters by far, launching 
from time to time into a chant of “Who’s 
got the power? Gary Bauer!” 

Gary Bauer is the former head of pow- 
erhouse religious-right group the Family 
Research Council (FRC), an offshoot of 
the Reverend James Dobson’s Focus on 
the Family, the nation’s most powerful 
Christian conservative group. And Bauer, 
once domestic-policy adviser to former 
president Ronald Reagan, is one of the 
religious right’s most powerful figures. 
Now he hopes to go from the FRC, which 
he left to run for president, to the White 
House. 


AUER IS running, he will tell you, be- 

cause America has lost track of where 
it needs to go, which to him is down a 
street where only judges who will torpedo 
Roe v. Wade will be appointed, where 
children will pray in classrooms, and 
where gays will never marry each other. 
He’s no one-trick pony — he advocates 
for a flat tax and against most-favored- 
nation status for China, among other is- 
sues — but cultural battles are what mat- 
ter most to him. 

Of course, Bauer’s odds of reaching the 
Oval Office are slim — he’s hovering in 
the low single digits in most polls. But 
Bauer and his staff say he can pull off an 
upset. Matt Smith, Bauer’s deputy com- 
munications director, says the race will 
whittle down to Bush and one of the 
hard-right Republicans, and then watch 
out, George W. 

“We are confident a conservative Re- 
publican will emerge, and it will be Gary 
Bauer with his pro-life and pro-family 
message,” says Smith when asked if 
Bauer has a chance at all. 


Other campaigners also insist there’s 
an opening — Bush’s nearly $40 million 
war chest notwithstanding — and, of 
course, each hopes his or her candidate 
will be the one to emerge as the Bush- 
slayer. “Any candidate is vulnerable,” said 
Kelleigh Domaingue, Quayle’s New 
Hampshire scheduling coordinator, as she 
marched through the awful heat of anoth- 
er parade that same day, this one‘fn near- 
by Merrimack. “You want to peak on 
election day, not now.” 

For Bauer, though, more is at stake 


one concerned about increasing the rights 
of gays and lesbians, maintaining access 
to abortion, and keeping a divide between 
church and state, his candidacy has nega- 
tive repercussions well beyond this elec- 
tion. 

Indeed, even a failed presidential cam- 
paign would help establish mailing lists, a 
volunteer base, and other tools helpful for 
operating at a lower level. If Bauer wants 
to establish himself and energize Chris- 
tian conservatives, this is the time. “He 
already has a base with the Family Re-

than his own success. His candidacy 
comes at a watershed time for the Chris- 
tian right. Paul Weyrich and other leaders 
of the movement recently decided that it 
was time to backpedal from politics; they 
make a strong case that their message 
isn’t getting through, that waging the cul- 
ture war through the ballot box is not the 
best way to advance their values. Right 
now, it’s the moderate Republicans, like 
Bush, who are considered most electable, 
and the party’s establishment is not being 
as friendly to the religious right as con- 
servatives might like. 

But Bauer rejects this retreat. “I would 
argue that Bauer represents an attempt to 
carry forward the culture war with the 
knowledge that there will still be battles 
lost,” says Chip Berlet, senior analyst with 
Somerville-based Political Research Asso- 
ciates, which monitors right-wing move- 
ments. “He’d like to win, but I don’t 
think he expects to. But on the other 
hand, someone has to hold the flame to 
the feet of the Republican Party.” 

And Bauer has a lot to gain here, even 
if he doesn’t win the nomination. When 
Quayle, Buchanan, Forbes, Smith, and 
the rest of the hard right are vanquished 
by George W. Bush or someone else more 
palatable to the general electorate, as is 
almost certain, they will vanish into the 
ether until it’s time to do all this again. 
But Bauer’s different: he is positioning 
himself to become an even stronger force 
in the Christian right. For example, he’s 
created a PAC called the Campaign for 
Working Families that is separate from 
the Family Research Council but is work- 
ing to extend the FRC’s “pro-family” 
message into electoral politics. For any- 


search Council and his close connection 
to Focus on the Family,” says Elliot 
Mincberg, vice-president of People for 
the American Way, a Washington, 
DC-based civil-liberties group that moni- 
tors the religious right. “But this gives 
him an enormous [opportunity] to build 
on that base and build his name recogni- 
tion and clout within the religious-right 
movement.” 


AUER’S CAMPAIGN releases an- 

nounce “media availability” times here 
and there throughout his New Hampshire 
trip. But that implies long stretches of 
media unavailability, of which, for Bauer, 
there seems to be no such thing. It’s a 
stark contrast to the Bush campaign: at 
the Merrimack and Amherst parades, 
Bush was surrounded by hordes of pro- 
tective handlers and photographers. But 
anyone who wanted to talk to Bauer could 
just walk right up and do so. There he 
stood, in front of the elementary school 
on a patch of grass, next to the convert- 
ible where his family would ride alongside 
him as he greeted voters. 

For someone who aims to be a general 
in the culture war, Bauer is rather unas- 
suming. Standing about 5’6”, he’s a 
plain-looking man with small features and 
a low-key speaking style free of flourish; 
it’s as if he’s so confident he’s right that 
he won’t insult your intelligence with 
rhetorical flash or booming exclamation 
points. “At the end of the day, ideas mat- 
ter,” he firmly tells the reporters querying 
him about Bush’s commanding lead and 
huge war chest. 

Recent weeks have provided Bauer with 
ammunition to use against Bush — he’s 


zeroed in on one of Bush’s recent state- 
ments about abortion that true conserva- 
tives find disgustingly rubbery. George 
W. recently declared that he is pro-life, 
but he will not make that a litmus test 
when appointing federal judges. “There 
are litmus tests all the time,” Bauer says 
“No president would put a bigot on the 
court who would make decisions based 
on race. That’s important, and so are one 
and a half million unborn children.” 

Of course, Bush is hardly the second 
coming of Fidel Castro. The New Repub- 
lic’s Dana Milbank recently pointed out 
that Bush has made “troubling nods to 
the right” on taxes, the privatization of 
social-security revenues, and military 
spending. Or take a look at the mock 
baseball cards he was handing out: they 
boast that, as Texas governor, Bush 
“rewrote the juvenile justice code to save 
a generation of young people by insisting 
on punishment.” 

But in Bauer’s view, Bush is on the 
wrong side in the culture war: not anti- 
abortion enough, and unwilling to point 
the finger at what Bauer calls the “pollu- 
tion” of sexual and violent films. “He’s 
signaled that he is soft on sanctity-of-life 
issues, and he bailed out on Hollywood 
issues earlier this week when he raised a 
couple of million dollars out there,” Bauer 
said of Bush on Sunday. 

To Bauer, America is under siege: from 
Hollywood, from taxes, from anyone who 
would weaken the family. “People with my 

values have been 
on the defen- 
sive,” Bauer said 
Sunday. “We are 
not looking for 
fights, but tradi- 
tional voters are 
responding to an 
agenda being 
pushed by the 
other side, the 
gay-rights move- 
ment and so 
forth.” 


AUER HAS a lot of energy as he 

stumps, and so does his staff. They 
are believers. “Domestically, he’s very 
strong, and I like the fact that he is pro- 
life,” says one college student working for 
Bauer this summer. “He’s very much for 
a strong America.” 

“I think a lot of people want to set up 
Gary as someone who wants to oppress 
gays and lesbians, but he doesn’t. He op- 
poses their agenda, not them themselves, 
and there is a big difference there,” adds 
Joey Endelberg, another intern traveling 
with the campaign in New Hampshire 
and wearing, like the rest of the well-dis- 
ciplined crew, a shiny white BAUER 2000 T- 
shirt. “He believes two guys and two girls 
is completely different than what he and 
his wife have. And I think he stands with 
America on that one.” 

As Bauer makes his way down the 
roughly 1.5-mile parade route in Amherst, 
he darts back and forth, chatting with on- 
lookers as his throng of young supporters 
chants, “Who’s got the power? Gary 
Bauer!” Bauer exchanges quick jokes and 
moves in diagonal lines in order to greet 
as many people as possible without caus- 
ing the parade to lose its cadence. “You’re 
conflicted,” he teases,one woman who has 
stickers from several candidates. At the 
later parade in Merrimack, he’s equally 
jaunty, even though it’s now hotter and, 
for a decent stretch, the going is uphill. “I 
was six-three when we started,” he jokes. 

At one point in Amherst, a man from 
the crowd, a computer consultant who’s 
backing him, wishes Bauer luck. They 
shake hands, and, for a second, Bauer 
slows down and looks more serious. 
“Thank you,” he says, and, breaking the 
handshake, he stretches out his arm to 
give a thumbs-up sign. The computer 
consultant turns his thumb skyward, too. 
They regard one another for a moment. 
Bauer has found another ally to help him 
in this race — and perhaps afterward, 
when there’s much more work to be 
done. @

Death sentence

are, how dangerous your crime may have 

been, or what bad-ass reputation you 
have in your neighborhood. In jail, guys are 
going to have sex with you or you’re going to 
have sex with them.” 

“John” knows. He served six years at 
MCI-Cedar Junction for assault and battery; 
he beat a man so badly that when passersby 
found the victim lying in a gutter outside an 
empty warehouse, he wasn’t breathing. 

John, a Dorchester resident who is now a 
bricklayer, will not say whether he was sexu- 
ally active in jail, but he attests to seeing 
people involved in some kind of sexual activ- 
ity nearly every day. 

If what John saw reflects widespread 
prison reality — and many public-health 
experts believe that it does — then inmates 
are endangering their lives and the lives of 
their partners. The rate of AIDS in prison 
is six times the rate seen in the general 
population, according to the US Depart- 
ment of Justice. The 1998 annual report of 
the Department of Corrections states that 
5.5 percent of the nearly 11,400 men in- 
carcerated in DOC-run facilities are known 


i DON’T CARE how cool you think you 


to be HIV-positive when they enter prison, 
and — as in the case of incarcerated wom- 
en — the real number may be much higher 
(see “Hard Time,” News and Features, July 
2). And prisoners in Massachusetts are not 
allowed access to condoms. 

Corrections officials say they have good 


ians say that although fewer inmates are dy- 
ing of AIDS in jail, they are contracting the 
disease there and bringing it back to the 
streets with them when they’re released. (Be- 
sides, critics counter, there’s little point wor-

reasons for denying condoms to inmates. 
Condoms can be used to smuggle drugs or 
money, officials argue, and they can even be 
used to strangle someone. Besides, the prison 
establishment insists that there’s no need for 
safe-sex measures in jail. The number of 
AIDS-related deaths in prison has declined in 
recent years — and, as DOC spokesman An- 
thony Carnevale puts it, “They aren’t having 
sex anyway. It’s against regulations.” 

Yet health-care providers and civil libertar- 
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lethal items are available: just last week, the 
superintendent of the Baranowski Correc- 
tional Facility in Shirley was stabbed by an 
inmate, apparently with a shank, or home- 
made knife.) Given these realities, advocates 
argue, condoms save lives. “This is a public- 
health crisis,” says Jackie Walker, the AIDS 
information coordinator at the American 
Civil Liberties Union’s National Prison Pro- 
ject. “And it’s ludicrous for prison officials to 
pretend that sex is not happening.” 


UTSIDE THE US, some governments 

permit prisoners to use condoms. Canada 
allows condoms in most of its prisons, and a 
British judge ruled Monday that gay prison- 
ers who would otherwise have unsafe sex 
should be offered protection. But there is no 
national movement toward widespread con- 
dom distribution among inmates in this 
country, although prison systems in Missis- 
sippi, Vermont, New York City, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, and Washington, DC, do give 
prisoners access to condoms to help prevent 
the spread of AIDS. 

Forty percent of male Massachusetts 
prison inmates who have AIDS were exposed 
to the disease through sex with other men, 
according to the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health’s April 1999 AIDS Surveil- 
lance Summary. Figures like that help illus- 
trate why, in December 1996, state public- 
health specialists urged prison officials to 
permit condom distribution. But the notion 
was shot down by the DOC and has not been 
raised since. Prison officials insisted that al- 
lowing condoms would mean condoning an 
activity that is prohibited to begin with. 

But in showers, in locked cells after lights 
out, during kitchen duty, and even in the 
common areas of prisons, inmates are having 
sex, both consensual and coerced. And even 
those prisoners who force sex on others may 
worry about contracting a deadly disease in 
the process. Dr. Anne De Groot, head of the 
TB/HIV research laboratory at Brown Uni- 
versity School of Medicine’s International 
Health Institute, says she has heard of in- 
mates’ using rubber gloves, plastic wrap, and 
other makeshift forms of protection. “In- 
mates want condoms so much that there is a 
black market for them,” says the ACLU’s 
Walker. “Sometimes they go for as much as 
$10 apiece in a system where money can bet- 
ter be spent on things like food, toiletries, 
and such.”

Tim says he isn’t having sex and hasn’t 
seen it taking place, but he knows it’s going 
on: “Why are they buying rubbers if they 
aren’t having sex?” When he arrived in 
prison, Tim adds, his first goal was to prove 
that he wouldn’t be victimized. “You know, 
hit the biggest guy and then no one fucks 
with you.” But now, he says, he’s worried

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IN THE CELLBLOCKS, condoms are in such demand that inmates will pay up 


that he could be forced to have sex — and 
that if he does, he’ll have no chance of pro- 
tecting himself from disease. “They’re nuts,” 
he says of some of his fellow prisoners. 
“They throw their shit at the guards and they 
cut themselves to flick their blood at their en- 
emies. It’s fuckin’ scary.” 

What’s really scary, Tim says, is that he 
just doesn’t know anything about the health 
status of his fellow inmates — and, quite 
possibly, neither do they. Massachusetts pris- 
ons are allowed to require testing only for tu- 
berculosis and syphilis — not for HIV. 









Massachusetts prisons do offer voluntary 
HIV testing, but many inmates don’t want to 
be tested for fear of others’ learning the re- 
sults. “We also conduct blind testing on in- 
mates coming into the system,” says 
Carnevale, referring to a system in which 
samples of bodily fluids retained for syphilis 
and tuberculosis screening are tested for 
HIV on a random, anonymous basis. Those 
results, according to Carnevale, show that 
the HIV infection rate is declining: “There is 
no epidemic here,” he says. But blind testing 
may undercount the number of prisoners 
with HIV, and it does not allow prison or 
health officials to identify, treat, and monitor 
the behavior of those who are infected.

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ing Anne De Groot, mandatory testing could 
play a crucial role in protecting HIV-positive 
inmates and those around them. In Rhode 
Island, mandatory testing has been used for 
several years. Not only has it given re- 
searchers solid disease statistics to gauge the 
rate and spread of AIDS, but it also enables 
prison health officials to treat those who 
might otherwise spend their prison time un- 
aware of any health problems. 

The Department of Public Health, howev- 
er, argues that mandatory testing violates the 
privacy of inmates. “Mandatory testing sends 
the wrong message,” explains Tim Gagnon, 
head of the DPH’s AIDS Bureau. “If the first 
step of treatment is strapping a person down 
and forcing them to participate in a test they 
don’t want, they may refuse treatment. 

“We do offer voluntary testing, and we be- 
lieve that many of the inmates know what 
their HIV status is,” says Gagnon. “The rea- 
son we can mandate testing for the other dis- 
eases is because they are curable. AIDS 
isn’t.” 

Which is precisely why inmates must be 
tested, says Michael Dallaire, who was a 
nurse in Massachusetts prisons for more 
than 11 years before leaving the system in 
1995 to start his own health-care organiza- 
tion. Of the no-condom policy, “it’s like the 
argument against distributing condoms in 
high school,” he says. “If you distribute con- 
doms, you are condoning the activity — 
something the prison system simply can’t ad- 
mit to.” 

Yet by refusing to admit that condoms are 
necessary, the Massachusetts prison system 
may be condemning many of its prisoners to 
a fate‘as deadly as lethal injection or the elec- 
tric chair. 

“It’s sick,” says John, the former Cedar 
Junction inmate. “If someone gave me a 
choice, I’d feel safer protecting myself 
against some psycho in prison with a shank 
than I would against an inmate with AIDS. 
At least I can see the shank coming.” ee

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Mark Sandman 


ast Saturday, July 3, Mark Sandman collapsed 
on a stage just outside Rome. He was performing 
with Morphine, the Boston-based trio he’d led 
for the past decade. He was taken by ambulance 
to a hospital, where he was pronounced dead on 
arrival. He’d suffered a massive heart attack. 

I was in Montreal when I got the news the following day, at- 
tending the 20th-anniversary Festival International du Jazz 
with my wife. And it hit me hard. I’d been a Morphine fan for a 
long time. I’d seen Mark perform with and without the band 
dozens of times. And since the release of Morphine’s first CD, 
in 1992, I’d gotten to know him personally. First he was just a 
subject to me, someone | interviewed, wrote about, and then 
bumped into from time to time. But gradually he’d become a 
friend who lived just up the street. We'd go out for a drink ev- 
ery once in a while, usually at about 11 o’clock. He’d call to 
discuss the grand piano he was thinking about buying, or to in- 
vite me over to his loft to hang out and listen to music for an 
afternoon. My wife and I would bump into Mark and his long- 
time girlfriend, Sabine, at neighborhood restaurants like Eat 
and the East Coast Grill. Because of tours like the one that 
took him to Italy last week or to NYC’s Central Park on the 
Fourth of July last year, Mark wasn’t always around. But even- 
tually he would always turn up back in town, drinking Patrén 
and fresh-squeezed orange juice at the Middle East, playing a 
low-profile gig with his buddy Jimmy Ryan as the Pale Broth- 
ers at the tiny Lizard Lounge, or sitting in on keyboards with 
the Ray Corvair Trio at the Plough & Stars. That was some- 
thing a lot of people had come to count on. 

I'd planned to be in Montreal until the seventh, but immedi- 
ately I knew I had to drive back home. Because Sandman had 
become, over the years, an integral part of the Boston scene — 
or, to be more geographically precise, the 
Cambridge/Somerville side of the river — that I’d come to 
know. It’s hard to overestimate the impact he’d had simply by 
sticking around and doing his thing. He hadn’t moved to New 
York or LA after Morphine became the second act to be signed 
to the wealthy DreamWorks label of David Geffen, Steven 
Spielberg, and Jeffrey Katzenberg back in 1996. Success hadn’t 
even changed him all that much. You’d still find him hanging 
out at the same places, even playing the same rooms that he had 
when Morphine were just starting out, headlining the Central 
Square World’s Fair whenever Morphine weren’t on tour, and 
taking local acts like Mr. Airplane Man, Wooden Leg, and 
Trona on the road to open for Morphine. And by achieving 
what he had with Morphine on his own terms, he was a walk- 
ing, talking inspiration in ways that are impossible to quantify. 
“Mark just made this a much cooler place to be,” is how my 
wife put it when we got back home. 

Sandman grew up in the area — in Newton, where he at- 
tended high school and where his parents still live. After earning 
a BA in political science from UMass Boston, he spent a period 
of time traveling — at one point working on a giant fishing boat 
out in the state of Washington. Details like that about his per- 
sonal life and his past were hard to come by. There were things 
he just wouldn’t talk about on the record. And in the age of the 
confessional talk-show interview, I grew to respect that. “I like 
to keep the personal personal,” is how he once put it. “I try to 
be a pretty private person.” He wasn’t trying to hide anything, 
except perhaps his age, because he was older than your average 
rock-and-roll star. In fact, the only time I ever pissed him off 
was backstage at the Conan O’Brien show in 1995, when after 
listening to him tell me about a Rolling Stone reporter’s desper- 
ate efforts to find out his age I joked that I was going to dig up 
his Newton North high-school yearbook. 

Sandman was 46 when he died. 

So he was in his 30s when his music career began in 
earnest with Treat Her Right, a unique blues-rock foursome 
that paired him and his innovative “low guitar” (a regular six- 
string electric that he ran through an octave-shifting effects 
pedal to make it sound more like a bass) with more conven- 
tional guitarist David Champagne and featured harmonica 
blower Jim Fitting and drummer Billy Conway (who would 
later join Morphine). The band released their Treat Her Right 
debut in 1986, signed to RCA in 1988, and got to record one 
major-label album, Tied to the Tracks, before they were 
dropped. Treat Her Right did garner a fair amount of critical 
praise (and scored a local hit with the song “I Think She Likes 
Me”), but they didn’t move enough units for RCA’s liking. 
And as a bemused Mark once pointed out to me, the label re- 
ally had no idea what to do with a band who specialized in 
spare, swampy interpretations of tunes by the likes of Captain 
Beefheart, Bob Dylan, Buck Owens, and James Blood Ulmer. 

Still gigging with Treat Her Right, who released a final al- 
bum on the local Rounder label in 1991 (What’s Good for 
You), Sandman immersed himself in the local music scene and 
began playing out in various guises, mostly at the tiny Plough 
& Stars in Cambridge (where he held down a weekly booking 
for a time) and upstairs at the Middle East, where you could 
count on seeing him at least once a month. There was Super- 
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group, a collaboration between Sandman and Chris Ballew, the 
Seattle kid who would go on to form the successful pop trio 
Presidents of the United States of America after his mentorship 
with Sandman. There was Treat Her Orange, a partnership be- 
tween Sandman and Blood Oranges mandolinist Jimmy Ryan 
that would later blossom into the Pale Brothers (and yield the 
Morphine track “In Spite of Me” on Cure for Pain). There 
were the Hypnosonics, whose line-up found Mark fronting a 
horn-driven funk ensemble featuring Morphine saxman Dana 
Colley, Either/Orchestra leader Russ Gershon, drummer Larry 
Dersch, and bassist Mike Rivard. But mainly there was Mor- 
phine, the trio that best captured the essence of Sandman’s 
singular style: his deadpan delivery, his wry pulp-noir vignettes, 
his “less is best” aesthetic, and his love of loose R&B grooves 
rooted equally in the deep meaty blues of Howlin’ Wolf and 
Muddy Waters and the savvy pop funk of an artist like Prince, 
who was one of his all-time favorites. 

It’s a tribute to Sandman’s keen instincts as an artist that he 
recognized the potential of Morphine’s unusual line-up: two- 
string slide bass, Colley’s baritone sax, and drummer Jerome 
Dupree, whom Conway would replace during the recording of 
the trio’s first album, 1992’s Good (Accurate/ Distortion). 
Mark didn’t think there was anything terribly unusual about 
Morphine: “Basically, we write pretty standard three-minute 
rock songs with verses, choruses, and hooks . . . they’re just 
songs,” is how he once explained it. And in a way he was right: 
you didn’t have to be a hardcore fan to appreciate singles like 
“Cure for Pain,” “Buena,” and “Honey White.” But there was 


nothing standard about the interplay among Sandman, Con- 
way, and Colley, about the intense mix of mood and groove 
they created on stage. That was special. And Mark knew it. He 
was always spreading the credit around, singling out the spe- 
cial talents of Dana and Billy in interviews. People would come 
up to him after shows and tell him how great the band sound- 
ed, and he’d give all the credit to soundman Phil Davidson. 

Morphine weren’t an immediate success. That first album, 
Good, was rejected by every label Sandman sent a tape to before 
he decided to put it out more or less by himself on Russ Ger- 
shon’s small local Accurate label. But right after that, the larger, 
locally based Rykodisc label bit. In many ways it was the perfect 
situation for Sandman. Rykodisc was big enough to get the 
band’s next two albums — Cure for Pain and Yes — out there 
but small enough that Mark could retain the kind of control 
he’d lost with Treat Her Right. Together with Dana, Billy, pub- 
licist Carrie Svingen, and locally based manager Deb Klein, he 
put together a plan that he sensed would work for Morphine. 
Instead of trying to score opening slots on tours with bigger 
bands, a strategy that almost always translates into playing in 
front of half-full (or less) rooms of people who'd rather be see- 
ing the headliner, Morphine would go out on their own and 
play smaller clubs. Instead of bouncing from one city to the 
next, they would set up two- and three-night residencies in dif- 
ferent cities, giving the press something substantial to bite into 
and fans a deeper sense of connection with the band. 

These were simple, common-sense ideas. And Mark liked 
simple. He once told me that if people really wanted to know 
about his musical aesthetic, they'd be better off asking him 
about his cooking techniques. “I’ve applied a lot of that to my 
music. For example, for years | made myself a red sauce for 
pasta with oregano, some thyme, some basil, black pepper, salt, 
some of this, some-of that. I thought that’s how you were sup- 
posed to make it. Then one day | didn’t put anything in. I just 
forgot. And it was the best sauce I ever made. That moment 
right there taught me a lot.” 

But simple doesn’t always mean easy. And Morphine was a 
lot of work for Mark. He had the final say on everything, 
from CD art to magazine ads, from the mixes to the sequenc- 
ing to the presentation of an album. He’d “hired” me to 
“write” Morphine’s DreamWorks first and, I guess, last press 
bio — mainly, I think, so that he could write it himself and 
have me just touch it up. He may have seemed laid back on 
the surface, but when it came to the business of Morphine, he 
was focused and driven. He took it all very seriously. “We do 


what we have to do to do what we want to do” was the 
mantra that defined his approach to the industry, and some- 
times that also meant not doing certain things. When Dream- 
Works pushed him to put a Dust Brothers remix of “Early to 
Bed” on 1997’s Like Swimming, he stood his ground, not out 
of any misguided sense of “indie credibility” but because he 
could hear that they'd bled the Morphine out of the tune. He 
wasn’t opposed to using something like that remix in the fu- 
ture, but he realized how crucial it was for Morphine to 
sound like Morphine on their first major-label album. 

On the other hand, Mark wasn’t “afraid of success,” and he 
knew how to capitalize on his and the band’s talents. Early on he 
came up with sly marketing terms like “low rock” and “implied 
grunge.” And as the band became more of a commercial pres- 
ence, he took advantage of opportunities to broaden their base — 
in terms of both audience and the band’s own versatility. That in- 
cluded licensing songs for movies and television: their work 
showed up on the soundtracks for Spanking the Monkey and Very 
Bad Things, among other films, and recently a Morphine video 
popped up on HBO’s hit series The Sopranos. 

Mark was proud, deeply proud of what he’d accomplished 
with Morphine, with Billy, Dana, Carrie, Deb, Phil, producers 
Paul Kolderie and Sean Slade, and all the other people who'd 
become directly or indirectly part of the band over the years. 
And, yes, I get all choked up when I think about that now. He 
was happy, really happy with Sabine. And that kills me too. In 
the last year or two, he’d finally begun to enjoy, modestly, the 
fruits of his success. He replaced his crappy Japanese hatchback 
with a nice new Saab. He bought that grand piano. He and 
Sabine were looking for a house in Cambridge or Somerville, 
and they'd finally found one they liked. He’d upgraded the 
recording studio in his loft — Hi-N-Dry, as he’d christened it 
— with state-of-the-art speakers and digital outboard gear, the 
studio that had yielded a number of Morphine album tracks 
even back when it had only eight-track-cassette capability and 
one tiny Radio Shack speaker for playback. And, of course, he’d 
continued to add to his collection of oddball two- and three- 
string basses, cheesy keyboards, and cool guitars. 

For reasons I'll probably never understand, he’d been strug- 
gling with Morphine’s next DreamWorks album. I say I'll nev- 
er understand because all the tracks he’d played for me over 
the past year sounded, at the very least, like the seeds of great 
Morphine tunes, if not completed album tracks in the rough. 
But he was consumed with the desire to push Morphine to the 
next level, to incorporate new sounds and textures into the 
band’s minimalist style without destroying the essence of what 
made Morphine special. And, maybe because that was the only 
time I spent with Mark when he seemed even remotely unsure 
of himself, it made me respect him as an artist and a human 
being even more. 

In the month before Mark left on Morphine’s final tour, his 
issues with the new album had all been sorted out. After search- 
ing in vain for someone to mix the new tracks, he’d gone to 
New York and done it himself. He was happy with the results, 
and with the thought that he finally had a completed album to 
give to DreamWorks. Working with local engineer Brian Dun- 
ton, he’d even finished putting together a Morphine live album, 
which I hope will see the light of day, because Morphine were 
such a great live band. And because, though he was a private 
person, Mark loved living where he died — performing on 
stage with Billy and Dana (and he was a performer). He loved 
performing his music for people, whether it was a crowd of 
thousands at a giant European festival or just a small club full of 
friends at his favorite room in town, upstairs at the Middle East. 

The last time I heard from Mark was two and a half weeks 
ago. He left a message to remind me that he was going to be sit- 
ting in on keyboards with the Ray Corvair Trio that night at the 
Plough & Stars. He was excited about the show and he wanted 
me to come down and check it out. He knew I hadn’t seen him 
with the Ray Corvair Trio yet. I didn’t get the message until 
late that evening, and I guessed that by that time word would 
have gotten out that Mark was playing and the tiny Plough 
would be uncomfortably jammed with people. So I decided to 
stay home. I knew I'd have plenty more chances to see Mark 
do his thing with the Ray Corvair Trio, plenty more opportuni- 
ties to see Morphine, the Hypnosonics, the Pale Brothers, and 
whatever his next little project would be. It was hard to imagine 
it being any other way. Mark would be away for a while, tour- 
ing Europe and then the West Coast. But he'd be back with 
some great stories about interviews he’d done overseas with 
music critics who were more like musicologists, or about some 
fabulous Italian meal he’d had. Mark’s spirit, I think, is still 
with us, as is his music. But like a lot of people in Boston right 
now, I’m still trying to get a handle on the reality that this time 
Mark won’t be coming back. cd

times combinations of all three — were grieving for Mark Sandman, and it was all 

but impossible to find people who didn’t have at least one memory or story about the 
Morphine singer — or about how his music had touched their lives in some way. Inside the 
Middle East bakery Monday night, a middle-aged woman sat quietly sobbing at the bar as she 
held a black-and-white photograph of Mark. In the next room, a young, aspiring musician 
who confessed that he listens mostly to metal said he couldn’t think of anybody he knew who 
didn’t admire and respect Morphine’s music, regardless of musical tastes. What follows are 
recollections about Sandman from a few of these people — from close friends to former 
band members to casual fans — who wanted to talk about the ways in which their lives inter- 
sected with his and what his presence meant to the local music scene. 


LILL! DENNISON 
former booking agent, 
Green Street Grill 
“I’ve known Mark probably about 15 years or so — I got to know him when he was just get- 
ting started with Treat Her Right and I was managing the Del Fuegos. One of the things I 
admired about Mark was that he just loved to play music so much, and even when he had 
achieved a certain level of success and fame — you know how GEOFF KULA 
certain people shutter themselves up — Mark was always out 
there. My God, he had so many side projects and bands that he 
was always someone you could call up to play, and he’d say, 
‘Sure, who do you want to play?’, because he had so many pro- 
jects going. I think Morphine debuted at [artist] Paul Richards’s 
loft one New Year’s Eve, and it was fabulous. That was one of 
Mark’s ‘side project’ bands at the time, and I remember saying, 
‘Wow! This sounds like striptease music.’ 

In this day and age, just when you think everything’s been done, 
Mark created something else. He had that great, guttural voice, 
and the band had that slinky sound, and he and they appealed to 
so many different generations — the kids loved them and the older generation loved them. 
The last time I saw them was at the Central Square World’s Fair [June 6], and he came up to 
me a couple of days later and he had a sly little smile and said, ‘Lilli, have I ever told you how 
much I love playing the Central Square World’s Fair? Put me down for all of ’em.’ ” 


MAHMOOD SHAIKH 

booking agent, 

Middle East 

“He definitely, in a way, encapsulated the Boston arts scene 
and how it was community-oriented. Even when his band got 
really huge, he still remained in Boston and took Jocal bands 
on tour with him and took the time to play the Middle East 
with his other bands. He still lived down the street. He defi- 
nitely has left his mark and will be sadly missed at the Middle 
East, I’m sure, where he was considered to be almost like 
family. He was absolutely a fixture here. You have to remem- 
ber all that he’s given to this community. As big as they got, 
he was always interested in jamming and playing music — re- 
gardless whether it’s a stage with five people or 5000 people 
watching. The last time he played here was March 28, 1999.”

“I saw him when he came into my record store in Austin, Texas. I recognized him right 
off the bat — he had a very mellow demeanor. Morphine’s music was some of the most 
incredible music that I had ever heard, and it’s sad to think that there won’t be any more 
albums. Their sound was pretty incredible. It’s something that all my friends know and 
love. No matter what they listened to, they were into him.”

“I’ve known Mark for eight years or so, and in the last 
year I became better friends with him and we’d go over to 
his house and make music. I had 
a lot of bad things happen to me 
this year, and he’d always bring 
me out of it. We [Ray Corvair] 
played last night and we expected 
him to walk in. He probably sat in 
with us 12 times in the last six 
months or so, and I usually don’t 
even hang out with the guys in my 
band. But he was sitting in, and 
me and [Corvair bassist] Pete 
Sutton and Mark went out for 
beers and we had a great time. He was one of my musical 
heroes and I almost feel selfish that I’m not going to get to 
hear him sing anymore. Every Sunday, I’m going to ex- 
pect him to come into the Plough. 

I remember that about three years ago at the Central 
Square World’s Fair, somebody had handed him a piece 
of paper, and he looked at it for a minute and then said, 
‘Kevin, if you’re out there, your parents would be happy to 
see you.’ And he said later on that he thought somebody 
had handed him a set list and he didn’t know any of the 
songs.”

“I mentioned an obscure band to him one time, and it 
turned out he knew the guitar player. He knew the whole 
scene — knew it like an encyclopedia. He was a regular 
guy, a very bright guy, and had a great sense of humor. 
He came here regularly for lunch, 
y know. Treat Her Right used to 
play Thursdays here for a long 
time, and in some ways it got to 
be a crowd problem. People 
would be lined up into the middle 
of Mass Ave. He was here recent- 
ly on a Sunday night and jammed 
with the Ray Corvair Trio, played 
keyboards with them. But he 
stayed in the background. You 
wouldn’t even know he was here. 
But that’s the kind of guy he was. 
He would never take over someone else’s show. He was 
into other people’s music as a listener.” 


JOHN O’BRIEN MURPHY 

long-time fan 

“I think Cambridge has been so gentrified the last decade, 
and it was people like Mark who connected us to what 
had attracted us to Cambridge in the first place. He used 
to play the Plough & Stars on Tuesdays in ’87 or ’88, and 
he’d be playing for the after-work crowd and then the af- 
ter-dinner crowd and he’d be experimenting the whole 
time. The key thing is that he really understood the audi- 








ence that appreciated his music. He had a great sense of 
irony, not just in his music but in his lyrics. And it was 
pretty clear that he wasn’t egotistical or selfish. He al- 
lowed other musicians to take his ideas and use them to 
showcase their talents. And I think that’s pretty rare.”

There 
was a sensuous quality to the music. You felt it differently. 
There was a languidity to it that was enticing. He was a 
groove player when you came down to it. He always had a 
groove — people talked about how minimalist Morphine 
were, but they drew on a lot of different sources.”

“He really kept the legacy of the Beat generation alive. | 
think if there was a modern-day Jack 
Kerouac out there, it was Mark Sand- 
man. Part of Morphine’s magic was 
that they could adapt themselves to 
any kind of setting, whether it was a 
smoky room with the lights dimmed 
down low or a festival like the one 
they were doing when he died. My 
best memory of Mark is that I would 
always say that Morphine should be 
kept in a small club and he’d always 
say, ‘No, it’s about taking it to the festival and being a rock 
star.’ But he would sit in with anybody and trade musical 
riffs with anybody. He was nocturnal and lived the lifestyle.”

years. I’d be out of town working, and it seemed that every 
time I’d come back, we’d get together at his place and jam. 

It’s amazing to find out how 
many people he touched over the years, and he never got 
holed up in the ivory towers of success. It was all about ex- 
perimentation with Mark: let’s rethink this, let’s try it that 
way — and I think that’s what made him so vibrant. One of 
the things that’s unique is that Mark was 46 and he was able 
to carry both a young audience and an older audience, and 
in this day and age where there’s such an emphasis on youth 
and the limits of age, I think Mark was a model for all of us. 
Mark recorded everything. The amount of different ver- 
sions and different ideas for songs is unbelievable — the tape 
was always rolling. And sometimes we’d jam and a couple of 
days later he’d call me and say he had a new song. That he 
had found a three-minute segment of a jam and had written 
lyrics over it. In Supergroup, we’d meet at the Plough & 
Stars and try to make up song titles and play them as songs. 
We'd never do things the same way twice, and we’d never re- 
hearse. He had a great sense of humor and a clever wit and 
he loved having a laugh. And he laughed a lot.” e

State of the art 
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Take me out to the (virtual) ball game 


You can watch it on television. You can 
watch it on television with lots of other 
people next to a replica of the Big Green 
Monster. But amid reports of even the 
bleacher seats going for as much as 
$1200, the vast majority of us just aren’t 
going to get to attend the last major- 
league All-Star Game of the century, 
which is all but guaranteed to be the final 
All-Star Game at historic Fenway Park. 
Yeah, the ol’ national pastime may feel a 
bit distant and pricy this week, but to 
combat precisely these frustrations, 
Major League Baseball has gifted us with 
its premiere doodad extravaganza, the 
John Hancock All*Star FanFest (“Where 
Baseball Is Everything”). 

Even the tickets for peripheral Fenway 
events — Sunday’s celebrity home-run 
derby; All-Star Workout Monday — are 
long gone. In a nice gesture, the league 
gave half the door profits from the 
Workout to a “community project” 
chosen by the city, the Sox, and a 
Roxbury/South End neighborhood 
group. And how did these folks decide to use their share of the 
estimated $1 million? New school? Improved housing? Season 
tickets? Heck no, even better — they’re building an “All-Star 
Legacy Baseball Field, resembling Fenway” in Roxbury. For this, 
the residents of Roxbury must be extremely grateful: the next 
time the All-Star Game comes to Boston, they'll have their own 
authentic replica from which to watch the game on television. 

For now, though, they’ll have to make like the rest of us and 
march on down to the Hynes Convention Center, where for what 
MLB acknowledges is the “unusually affordable” price of $14 ($8 


for children and seniors), they can partake in the All-Star FanFest, 


described in a glossy brochure alternately as “baseball heaven on 
earth” or, by Senior Vice President of Domestic and International 
Properties for Major League Baseball Tim Brosnan, as “Major 
League Baseball’s way of saying ‘thank you’ to the fans.” 

For what it’s worth, the FanFest is a pretty good deal — once 
you set foot inside the doors, just about everything’s free, 
including autographs with such legends of the game as Yaz, 
Goose Gossage, George Brett, Lefty Carlton, and Rollie Fingers. 
The fest takes up a quarter-million square feet, and kids can 
participate in clinics with the pros on a replica ballfield, take 
swings at the batting cages, make karaoke-style play-by-play calls 
of famous baseball moments, or check out exhibits on loan from 
Cooperstown. And there’s tons of free loot to be snapped up, 
from baseball cards to videotapes. 

The idea is to give the fan the illusion of being injected into the 
game: through computer technology you can make your own 
baseball card or have your picture taken with the Red Sox; in a 
“Spring Training” exhibit, you can take swings at balls pitched by 


. 





Pedro Martinez; in “The Bullpen” you can try to sneak one by 
Mark McGuire. Not the actual players, mind you, but their 
virtual video-screen doubles. There is even a bit of virtual 
voyeurism — a fake wooden wall with pine-knot holes, through 
which (as kids once did at the turn of the century) you can watch 
video-broadcast All-Siar moments. 

Even the Mayor’s Office got in on the virtual act. Realizing 
inat most of Boston will be shut out of Fenway, it’s building a 
replica on City Hall Plaza — complete with Green Monster, 
scoreboard, bleachers, and authentic ballpark-food vendors — 
with a giant two-sided video screen where you can enjoy the 
game for free on Tuesday along with an.estimated 60,000 to 
80,000 other fans. But after all is (virtually) said and done, is any 
of this a substitute for a real ballpark? It’s ironic that just around 
the corner from all of FanFest’s virtual fetishization — replica 
dugouts, replica outfield walls — the Red Sox are planning to 
take down one of the last real great baseball parks in the country. 

That’s hyperrealism for you. It’s easier to get people to come 
to a historical re-creation of old-time baseball than to preserve 
old-time baseball itself. By late June, the FanFest engagement 
was already more than halfway sold out, prompting Major 
League Baseball Properties to announce that “given the scarcity 
of tickets to All-Star activities at Fenway Park, these may be the 
hottest tickets in town come All-Star Week.”

— and delectable food. Especially the 
Nor’Easter Pale Ale, the greens salad, 
and the tall-foodiest, most postmodern 
chocolate ecstasy that ever was. Dark, 
so wear what you like. BR Sun., 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. with live jazz. 

UVA, 1418 Comm Ave, 566-5670. 
$9.50-$22. A happening trattoria with a 
way-cool wine list. Superb antipasti and 
desserts. Try the grilled entrées, or 
custom-build your own pizza or dish of 
homemade pasta. 

WONDER BAR, 186 Harvard Avenue, 
Allston (617) 351-2665. $6-$9. The 
echt-Allston crowd may never love this 
outpost of Newbury Street polish, but 
it's their loss — the former Bunratty’s is 
now a civilized (and cheap) place for a 
drink and a bite. The food's good 
(mostly sandwiches and small dinners 
baked in terra-cotta pots), there's plen- 
ty of beer on tap (even though every- 
one around you is drinking martinis), 
and there's jazz at night. Warning: you 
won't get past the doorman in sneak- 
ers.

ABE & LOUIE'S, 793 Boylston St., 
Boston, (617) 536-6300. $17-$30. At 
last, a truly Bostonian steakhouse, with 
the New York trimmings but not too 
much of the New York baloney. 
Definitely an older crowd than other 
restaurants under the same ownership 
(Charley's Eating and Drinking Saloon; 
Papa Razzi), and notfor blue jeans, but 
awfully good eating if you love beef, 
and surround it with crabcakes, smoth- 
ered onions, creamed spinach, and 
cheesecake or creme bruilée for 
dessert. 

ANAGO, 65 Exeter St. (Lenox Hotel), 
Boston, 266-6222. $18-$32. An 
expanded and upmarket version of 
Cambridge's old Anago Bistro, serving 
Italian-inspired food that makes up in 
intensity what it lacks in restraint. The 
space is high-toned (and _high- 
ceilinged) without being snooty, and 
the crowd is posh and very lawerly. BR 
Sun., 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

ANGELO’S RISTORANTE, 575 
Boylston St. (Copley Square), Boston, 
536-4045. $17-$30. Vaulting right to 
the top of the Italian pile in the Back 
Bay, the smallish and dressy Angelo’s 
skips the old clichés of red-sauce pasta 
and light Northern Italian cooking for a 
clean, muscular style that embraces 
both grilled meats and rich sauces. Try 
roasted portobello mushrooms over 
arugula, lobster bisque, and any of the 
grilled meats. 

AUJOURD'HUI, 200 Boylston St. (Four 
Seasons Hotel), Boston, 451-1392. 
$32-$44. Prix fixe tasting menus $52 
(vegetarian) and $70. Elegant food in 
an elegant setting with impeccable ser- 
vice — and a view rivaled only by that 
of the Ritz. Many consider this to be 
Boston's most romantic dining room, 
although the food may strike some as a 
litte staid. BR Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 2

BIBA, 272 Boylston St., Boston, 426- 
7878. $14-$39. The restaurant all 
Boston keeps talking about, with a vivid 
combination of bold décor and bolder 
food flavors. Ultra-trendy — fried food, 
strange foodstuffs, and familiar foods 
done as never before. Tremendous fun. 
BR Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

BLUE CAT CAFE, 94 Mass Ave, 
Boston, (617) 247-9922. $8-$15. The 
latest “restaurant concept” to rotate into 
this roomy bar-restaurant space (ex- 
Café Mojo, ex-575) has a jazz motif 
and the most upscale turntable stand 
we've ever seen. The action seems to 
be mostly in the bar, but there's some- 
thing to be said for eating at the all- 
booth restaurant, especially if you order 
the wasabi tuna salad, muffuletta sand- 
wich, or “Southwest style” hanger 
steak. 

CAFE LOUIS, 234 Berkeley Street, 
Boston, (617) 266-4680, $16-$30. This 
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tiny, excellent café at the famously 
exclusive clothing store Louis has 
bounced back smartly from the loss of 
star chef Michael Schlow by totally 
retooling its menu — what was once 
precise and French is now wood-grilled 
and Italian. Swanky antipasto, very 
nice pasta, mind-bending pizza. 

CLIO, 370A Comm Ave (Eliot Hotei), 
Boston, 536-7200. $24-$36. Chef Ken 
Oringer is at the top of his game, with a 
cuisine of focused flavors and sculp- 
tural precision: foie gras, intense 
seared hanger steak, scailops on a 
pedestal of salt. Maybe the best meal in 
the city right now. The distinguished, 
leopard-carpeted dining room couldn't 
be more different from the Eliot 
Lounge, which used to occupy this 
space. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
GYUHAMA, 827 Boylston St., Boston, 
437-0188. $11-$20. Vies with Ginza for 
the honor of best sushi in the city. The 
restaurant side, with tables and a sushi 
bar and a few traditional screened-off 
rooms, fills up nightly with earnest 
sushi fans; the bar side, louder and 
smokier, is a pit stop for the the black- 
Clad international under-25 set. 


KASHMIR, 279 Newbury St., Boston, 
536-1695. $10-$15 (lunch, $4-$6). At 
last, an Indian restaurant as beautifully 
decorated and designed as the fancy 
Thai restaurants. Plenty of wham in the 
food, too, from the samosas and hum- 
ble vegetarian curries up to the tan- 
doori rack of lamb, presented with the 
chops impaled on swords. As the name 
suggests, the strengths are tandoori 
{don't miss the nan) and creainy 
sauces with real cilantro. BR Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PIGNOLI, 79 Park Plaza, Boston, 338- 
7500. $24-$33. Second restaurant by 
Lydia Shire, of Biba, less expensive 
and more focused on Italian foods. The 
main strategy seems to be unusual 
morsels. The bread basket and pesto is 
glorious, and there are many excellent 
moments, especially in the starch 
departments. Initially a younger, hipper 
crowd than the nationally famous Biba. 
RESTAURANT ZINC, 35 Stanhope St., 
Boston, 262-2323. $19-$25. A glossy 
bistro whose menu updates a previous 
generation's New York French tradition 
for this generation's South End movers 
and shakers. Where else can you get 
an upright tureen of vichyssoise and a 
glistening patty of steak tartare? None 
of it comes cheap, but the service is 
exemplary and the kitchen is open till 1 
a.m. 

SONSIE, 327 Newbury St., Boston, 
351-2500. $9-$18. Wear your Newbury 
Street clothes, whatever those might 
be, to a fun, see-and-be-seen restau- 
tant. Appetizers are often among the 
best things on the eclectic menu. 
Excellent bartenders who know how to 
mix a drink. Superior Sunday brunch 
and weekday, early-morning breakfast 
crowd. BR Sat., Sun., and Mon. holi- 
days, 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

TAPEO, 266 Newbury St., 267-4799. 
$3-$22. Evocative Spanish décor in this 
crowded and loud tapas bar-cum-din- 
ing room. Tapas and a terrific list of 
Spanish wines and sherries are the 
key, although you shouldn't miss the 
zarzuela (seafood soup), or the orange- 
flavored flan.

FIGS, 42 Charles St., Boston, 742- 
3447. $10-$18 Small, busy branch of 
Todd  English’s gourmet-pizza 
minichain.

ISTANBUL CAFE, 37 Bowdoin St., 
Boston, 227-3434. $4-$10. Tip-top 
Turkish food in a pleasantly Bohemian 
semi-basement on the back side of 
Beacon Hill. Fine appetizers like the 
fried sigara boreks, a really tasty vege- 
tarian stuffed eggplant, terrific lamb 
kebab, and better, spicier adana kebab, 
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swell Turkish coffee 

LALA ROKH, 97 Mount Vernon St., 
Boston, 720-5511. $13-$17. Exotic, 
authentic, romantic, and beautiful, Lala 
Rokh fulfills, surpasses, and decon- 
structs our fantasies of ancient Persia 
all at once. Absolutely don't miss the 
eggplant appetizer and pilaf entrées 
Many unique garnishes and subtle fla- 
vors do justice to a rare and classic cui- 
sine. 

NO. 9 PARK, 9 Park Street, Boston, 
(617) 742-9991. $21-$31. Chef Barbara 
Lynch grew up in Southie but cooks like 
a European, or at least a New Yorker 
This spare, stylish bistro on the 
Common showcases her effusive 
approach to foresty Continental ingredi- 
ents like chestnuts, fresh pasta, and 
foie gras. Pricey, but you can sit at the 
bar and order Belgian beer and a mem- 
orable mushroom flatbread pizza. 


CHARLESTOWN 

FIGS, 67 Main St., Charlestown, 242- 
2229. $10-$18. From the people who 
brought you Olives, an extraordinary 
pizza parlor. Outstanding thin-crust piz- 
zas lavishly topped with fresh ingredi- 
ents. Try the bianco (topped with fresh 
arugula and tomatoes). The tiramisu 
may be the best in town. BR 

OLIVES, 10 City Square, Boston, 242- 
1999. $15-$29. Fairly expensive, and 
expect a long wait unless you're a 
celebrity. But worth every cent and 
minute. The pan-Mediterranean cuisine 
here is served with a shot of pure 
genius, making it one of Boston's best 
(and most sophisticated) eateries. The 
dishes — from the classic Olives tart to 
the “falling chocolate cake” — are so 
inspired it's hard to beljeve they're not 
classics. 


CHINATOWN 

BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland St. (South 
Station), 695-0087. $4-$13. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the 
best place to go for a serious meal at 3 
a.m. The all-night hours, the barbecue 
menu, and the cool bar in-back called 
the Art Zone draw everyone from cops 
to clubbers. 

BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese 
and Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cui- 
sine, strictly vegan (except for con- 
densed milk in some drinks) imitations 
of your favorite shrimp, pork, and egg 
dishes. I've seen better visual work in 
this tradition, but it didn't taste as good 
as the best here: spring rolls, summer 
rolls, nam vang noodle soup, hot-and- 
sour soup, moo shi, Lake Tung-ting 
“shrimp,” and anything spicy or with 
lemongrass. Good coffee. Weird 
desserts. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've 
been hesitating about Malaysian food, 
hesitate no more. Penang is as much 
fun as the old Trader Vic's, and has 
much more interesting food. The 
sharpest flavors are in the roti canai 
appetizer, as well as familiar morsels 
like the Penang popia and chicken 
satay. Lively entrées are the yam pots 
(featuring delicious mashed taro root), 
the “house special” squid or lobster or 
crabs with a complex sauce, and the 
fragrant beef rendang.

Also a 
line of drinks and desserts, and some, 
like “avocado juice” (actually a luscious 
milkshake), that are both. Small, 
homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 
Kneeland St. (South Station), Boston, 
350-0028. $3-$6. In the funky little 
1920s diner building at the corner of 
South and Kneeland Streets, this all- 
hours diner serves solid, handmade 
versions of what you'd expect: burgers, 
fries, cheese omelets, and plenty of 
coffee. No beer or wine. BR All day Sat. 
and Sun. 

TAIWAN CAFE, 34 Oxford Street, 
Chinatown, 426-8181. $5-$19. This 
Chinatown jewel features home-style 
cooking you don’t usually see on the 
English-language menu, and doesn't 
make any of the familiar tourist dishes. 
It's quite friendly to non-Asian cus- 
tomers who know and appreciate the 
food. Get to know the sautéed eggplant 
with basil, or some of the best steamed 
flounder and sautéed snow-pea tendrils 
ever.

AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. 
$16-$29 In a dramatic and sophisticat- 
ed setting, dishes strongly influenced 











by provincial French cuisine are 
sparked into the sublime by Asian sea- 
sonings. An emphasis on native New 
England game and seafood, as well as 
wonderfully imaginative desserts

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington

Cafe Baraka 


BY STEPHEN HEUSER !’m one of those people for whom eating out is a quest. 
The holy grail is the perfect neighborhood restaurant, a little storefront that not 


only prepares a totally new kind of food, but prepares it 


[ thought for a moment Café Baraka 
might be that restaurant. It’s not — I 
mean, nothing is; the essence of the grail 

that it can never be found — but it’s 
certainly the kind of place that makes 
the quest worthwhile. In a little blue- 
trimmed storefront on Pearl Street, way 
outside Central Square, one chef and 
one waiter deliver a remarkable set of 
North African appetizers and some pret- 
ty good entrées. Plus, you can bring 
your Own wine. 

North African food — or, more pre- 
cisely, Maghreb food, from the fertile 
strip of continent along the western 
Mediterranean — is one of the world’s 
great crossroads cuisines. The region’s 
indigenous people are Berbers; the 
Romans used the region to grow wheat. 
Since then, a substrate of Berber tradi- 
tions has been overlaid by successive 
invasions of Arabs, Turks, exiled Jews 
from Spain, and French colonists. The 
result feels like Middle Eastern food run 
through a spice cabinet, or through an 
orchard. Baraka’s is not the only North 
African menu in the city, but I’ve never 
had anything quite like its cinnamon 
hummus, which you scoop up with 
warm pita bread. 

This is a small restaurant, with only 
about 20 seats around 
thick wood-surfaced 
tables. It’s not cramped, 
but there’s so little spare 
room that the plates and 
glasses are stacked on a 
shelf near the entrance, 
and the soda fridge 
delimits the foyer. (The 
place feels more obscure 
and random than it really 
is; the co-owner, Alia 

Rajeb, is the sister of 
well-known Boston chef 
Moncef Meddeb.) Food 
comes out of the kitchen 
through an open brick 
arch that, maybe inten- 
tionally and maybe not, 
resembles the thick- 
walled whitewashed 
architecture of the

pudding with a slightly nutty taste and a 
soft pie crust underneath. It was served 
with a dollop of harissa, the bitter and 
spicy North African red-pepper sauce. 
If you order zaatar ($3.50), a word that 
elsewhere refers to a spice mix sprin- 
kled on flatbread, you’ll get a pita dust- 
ed with spices and covered with soft 
caramelized onion. The thing more 
conventionally known as zaatar is 
served at the beginning of every meal: 
wedges of cracker-like flatbread dusted 
with sesame and thyme. 

The appetizers were, by and large, 
more electrifying than the dinners. The 
entrées operate on the complete-meal

really well, and for cheap. 


anise and saffron, topped with shrimp, 
salmon chunks, and slightly smallish and 
dubious mussels. And the grain was rice 
on another dish, a leg of lamb special 
($13.95) in which the rice is tossed, 
Moroccan-style, with plump sweet 
raisins. 

Dessert (all $5.50) took us by sur- 
prise. Our waiter, a shambling hand- 
some guy, described one choice 
offhandedly: “baklava, with a kind of 
hazelnut cookie and, um . . . another 
cookie.” What actually arrived was a 
stylish square plate with an elegant 
lozenge of baklava — denser and less 
flaky than the familiar Greek kind — 
with an oval hazelnut tart and almond 
frangipane. They came in a pool of rose 
water, with a spray of tiny rosebuds for 
décor. Another dessert, créme brilée, is 
caramelized by the waiter with a little 
blowtorch in the back of the dining 
room (if you sit at the back table, you 
can watch him do it). What we got was 
dense for créme brilée and slightly 
gooey, with apricot and date chunks 
inside. Across the top was laid an excel- 
lent cookie, kind of a flat macaroon. 

My one regret about Baraka was that 
I couldn’t manage to call early enough 
to order the bastille, the famous many- 
layered Moroccan pigeon 
pie. It requires 24 hours’ 
notice; there’s lots of mari- 
nating involved, and who 
keeps pigeon around the 
kitchen these days? 

Baraka’s bring-your- 
own policy means a little 
forethought can yield 
some nice cash savings. 
This is especially true if 
your friend does the 
bringing. My friend John, 
who had told me about 
the restaurant in the first 
place, showed up with a 
nice German riesling, 
which he hated, so I 
mostly finished it off. The 
rose-water lemonade 
($1.75) is an excellent 
and rather unusual stand-

Maghreb. The brick wall . 
has a poster of the “Doors of Tunis.” A__| 
plant hangs in the window. Two ceiling 
fans spin vainly. The lemonade is scent- 

ed with rose water. 

The essential dish here is something 
called the Ultimate Vegetable Platter 
($9.50), which is basically a collection of | 
dips arranged on a big plate, served with 
fluffy wedges of fresh-baked pita. Aside 
from the cinnamon hummus, there’s a 
salty tapénade of carrot and green-olive 
chunks; a cold lentil-and-scallion salad; 
and a garlicky purée of roasted eggplant 
and red pepper, with pepper slices so 
long you can curl them around your 
fork like noodles. Across the top of the 
plate is a dollop of labneh, the soft white 
tangy Middle Eastern cheese, and a 
spray of watercress. Everything is famil- 
iar but somehow invigorated, like seeing 
the world through yellow sunglasses. 

Then there is the less familiar. I had 
never before seen the chickpea custard

cA temarable. broth fragrant with star 
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model: a starch topped with vegetables 
and meat. Couscous is supposedly the 
national dish of every country in North 
Africa, but we tried four dishes and got 
four different starches. The “brochette” 
($11.95) was three kinds of meat on 
long metal skewers laid over a bed of 
skin-on French fries. A lot of these dish- 
es vary from night to night, depending 
on what meat is in stock. Our skewers 
had chicken chunks, seared lamb liver, 
and a narrow link of merguez sausage, 
skewered lengthwise. It was denser, 
plainer, and more organ-y than the 
usual merguez, which is spicy. 

Not hard to guess what the carbohy- 
drate was in Couscous Royale ($14.95); 
this dish had fat shrimps and mixed veg- 
etables (carrots, squash, peppers, egg- 
plant) over moistened couscous, all 
topped with skewered chicken and mer- 
guez. A dish called “rechta” ($14.95) 
consisted of thin flat noodles floating in 
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in if you forget wine; 
Coke comes directly out of the 20- 
ounce plastic bottle. 

Baraka suffers from many of the little 
things that can plague a tiny restaurant. 
The service is brisk and cheery, but with 
only one waiter things can spiral into 
serious delays if everyone, for instance, 
tries to pay at once. During downtime 
the chef pops out and jokes with the 
patrons. It makes sense to call ahead and 
check on space, because when there’s no 
room inside you may end up waiting 
with your bag of wine outside on Pearl 
Street. Then again, depending on the 
night, you might be more comfortable 
there. Summertime climate control at 
Baraka consists of two ceiling fans and 
an open door. My girlfriend remained 
dewy-fresh through dinner, while I per- 
spired over my pita. Somehow, though, I 
just felt that much closer to Tunisia. &

Foodie tip: check out the inexpensive 
cafeteria-style lunch. 

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451- 
2622. $7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that 
combines a neighborhood feel with 
downtown flavor. The food is basic — 
burgers, buffalo wings, steak — and the 
bar harks back to a day when men were 
men and martinis were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston (617) 
292-2333. $17-$28. The Irish theme is 
50 subtle you could miss it at this hip, 
narrow nightclub/restaurant next to the 
venerable J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, 
when we visited, had a split personality: 
the attempts at fusion felt hamhanded 
(.e., “lobster potstickers” overwhelmed 
by ginger and soy), but modified clas- 
sics were graceful and tasty: beautiful 
purple-potato salad with smoked-trout 
paté, sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and 
a towering “berry surprise” for dessert. 
Music and dancing starts at 10 p.m. 
nightly. 

iL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin 
St., Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A 
bustling, very moderately priced alter- 
native to the fancy dining room upstairs. 
The food is simple and low in fat, yet 
based on superflavorful ingredients. 
Don't miss anything with arugula, fresh 
basil, or the other great Italian flavor- 
ings. 

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather 
District), Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. 
Hovering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new 
wave of downtown lounge-restaurants. 
Cigars are abundant. The kitchen 
serves lunch, dinner, cocktails, and late 
supper. 

SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St., 
Boston, (617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This 
sleek underground bar on funky old 
Bromfield Street gets kinda packed 
after work, but the menu is worth a look 
if you can score a table: cheap, good, 
no-nonsense takes on homestyle food 
like meatioaf and steak tips. Also a nice 
stop for lunch. The wine list is short and 
gratifyingly un-inflated. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $20-$32. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with 
an adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILLE, 15 West St. 
(off Tremont St., near Downtown 
Crossing), Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 
(lunch, $8-$9). Known primarily for its 
bar scene, this is a credible restaurant 
as well. The cooking is roughly New 
American; the building is tall, narrow, 
and multistoried; and the dining room, 
upstairs from the after-work bustle, is 
surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a 
wine-bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his 
life as a fisherman, and his love of the 
catch shines through everywhere. 
Order the mixed-shelifish plate to start 
(it's called “seafood aioli”), and whatev- 
er's on the specials board. 


THE FENWAY 

EL PELON, 92 Peterborough Street, 
Boston, (617) 262-9090. $1.50-$4.50. A 
tiny taqueria in the West Fenway chan- 
nels the cheap-'n'-fun spirit of West 
Coast burrito shops, but fuels it with the 
inventive energy of a chef who's worked 
in some of the city’s high-end bistro 
kitchens. It's hard to go wrong here, and 
at $3 to $5 an item, you might as well try 
it all. Don’t miss this. 

SOPHIA'S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room 
with drinks and entertainment (this used 
to be the nightclub Quest) serving 
Spanish-style tapas from early evening. 
Since no one in urban Spain dines until 
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almost midnight, we aren't too surprised 
that the place is pretty empty until about 
nine, and we aren't too proud to sneak 
in for Manchego flan, roasted stuffed 
peppers, baked avocado and shrimp in 
garlic sauce. You could be pretty happy 
with a full diner of Chilean sea bass or 
veal cutlets, too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. 
$6-$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighbor- 
hood pizza parlor with food better than 
most “northern Italian” cafés. The 
secret: a short list of top ingredients 
worked into al dente pastas, delectable 
calzones and pizzas, and a couple of 
creamy sauces. BR Sal. and Sun., 10 
a.m. -4 p.m. 

TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave 
(Symphony), Boston. (617) 267-8881. 
$11-$24. A big Malaysian restaurant full 
of Trader Vic decor and all kinds of 
semi-exotic food. Don't miss the elabo- 
rate satay tofu, or the “double ayam” 
which is a chicken done up like a 
Peking duck in three fluffy steamed 
buns. You can dress informally, if you 
ignore the people going. on to the 
Symphony most nights. 


JAMAICA PLAIN 

BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St. 
(Hyde Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 983-9231. 
$14-$25 A continental café with owners 
and some décor from the West Indies. 
Great soups, salads, cappuccino — and 
desserts to die for. BR Sun., 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. 

JAKE'S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $5-$15 
Veteran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs 
brings Texas smoked barbecue back to 
the inner city, in a handy location next 
to Doyle's. Beef brisket and chopped 
(pork) barbecue best show off the 
smoker, and don't miss the smoke- 
enriched collards and cowboy beans. 
JAMES'S GATE, 5-11 McBride St., 
Jamaica Plain, 983-2000. $6-$15. 
Joining Matt Murphy's on the short list 
of Boston's Irish bars with great food, 
James's Gaie treats a mixed-age, infor- 
mal crowd to updated Irish pub classics 
(like shepherd’s pie) and truly impres- 
sive contemporary cuisine with Italian 
and Mexican flavors. Don’t miss the 
steamed mussels, the glazed pork chop 
and salmon platters, or the “veggie que- 
sadilla,” which involves caramelized 
shallots, spinach, and goat cheese. BR 
Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 

JP SEAFOOD CAFE, 730 Centre St., 
Jamaica Plain, 983-5177. $10-$24 
(lunch, $7-$9) A neighborhood sushi 
bar and Korean-Japanese restaurant 
that’s part of an established fish store, 
so you know everything will be terrific. 
And it is, especially dumplings, scallion 
pancakes, stir-fries loaded with vegeta- 
bles, teriyaki and tempura, and an 
excellent bibimbop. And did | mention 
top-quality sushi? 


KENMORE/BU 

AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. 
$7-$12. The second baby from the team 
behind Cambridge's Miracle of Science 
is a sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled 
room that produces some of the best 
grilled food you can get in a bar: moist 
chicken slices tossed over a salad, an 
amusing box of Chinese potstickers, 
seared rare tuna steak, a generous 
cheeseburger with the most flavorful 
home fries for miles. 

BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $7-$17 (lunch 
$5-$10) One of the city's first brewpubs, 
this lofty, neo-industrial space across 
from Fenway Park offers a large and 
changing selection of beers, from cask- 
conditioned ales to fruit novelties. Since 
our review, the menu has been spruced 
up to include eclectic Americana like 
mako shark skewers. 

CAFE JAPONAISE, 1034 Comm Ave, 
Aliston, (617) 738-7200. $9-$19. 
Provocative yet homestyle, Café 
Japonaise has a few surprises for those 
who think they know all about Japanese 
food. Ever had a sauce of ground biack 
sesame seeds on spinach? That would 
be the gomaae appetizer, which you 
might follow with some unusually cut 
sushi, or the remarkable “curry beef.” 
Good sake list, and uncrowded early 
and on weeknights. 

ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 247-1500. 
$6-$23. Just a great restaurant, doing 
everything well. The Cambodian food, 
like somlah machou, banana-flower 
salad, and amok de fruits de mer, is a 
whole level up from any other 
Southeast Asian restaurant in the area. 
The French food is no longer just for 
cowards — it's first-class nouvelle cui- 
sine, with gloriously beautiful and deli- 
cious desserts. 


NORTH END 

ALLORO, 351 Hanover St., Boston, 
523-9268. $12-$25. Simple, inspired 
dishes, in a tiny storefront restaurant. 
No frills — just intensely personal ser- 
vice and truly outstanding food. Cash 
only. Menu changes daily. 

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. 
$7-$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria 
and roastery. See listing under Beacon 
Hill. 

IL PANINO, 11 Parmenter St., Boston, 
720-1336. $7-$12. Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely pre- 
pared and served by a staff that oozes 
charm. A local favorite, as you can tell 
from the line outside the door. BR 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., 
Boston, 723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a 
Newbury Street bistro with better food. 
Some of the fancy Italian dishes come 
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with highly flavored colorless sauces as 
weirdly effective as transparent beer; 
some are just directly tasty. Be sure to 
have the antipasti (which lean on fresh 
grilled vegetables), the veal marsala, 
and seafood with “tomato-water" sauce. 
Try to get the chocolate paté with rose- 
water, too. 

MAURIZIO'S, 364 Hanover St., Boston, 
367-1123. $15-$24. At street level, this 
is a spare, crowded trattoria with off- 
white walls; downstairs, it's roomier and 
feels warmer, with exposed brick and a 
wine cellar. The menu is strong on 
bistro-ized version of Italian standards; 
more inventive dishes are hit-or-miss. 
SAGE, 69 Prince St., Boston, 248- 
8814. $15-$21. A treasure trove of fine 
food in a small, understated room. 
Along with the herb after which the 
restaurant is named, chef Tony Susi is 
partial to local ingredients and novel 
combinations: pan-seared sea bass, 
New England shellfish stew in lemon- 
grass broth, oven-roasted sausage with 
braised cabbage and soft polenta. 


SOUTH BOSTON 

ZYDECO GRILLE, 77-79 Dorchester

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What's ‘structure’? 


Your wine: under construction 
BY THOR IVERSON Wine-speak is full of strange words. 


Many of them are simply silly (I recently saw the term 


“caramelized minerals” in a wine publication), and others 


are a sort of game designed for wine nerds to 
amuse one another: “oversteeped jasmine,” 
“damp Spanish leather,” “Debussy on a cool 
fall evening,” and so on. But the real problem 
is not that these descriptions are merely fanci- 
ful diversions for wine writers with too much 
free time; it’s that they say little about what a 
wine is actually like. 

Not all terminology is without value, how- 
ever. Take the word “structure” — which, 
after all, seems an odd word to describe a liq- 
uid. If you’re imagining a bunch of little con- 
struction workers riveting girders together, 
you're not far off the mark. Wine is usually 
described in terms of tastes and smells — 
cherries, grass, chalk, rotting cabbage — but 
those are just analogies to flavors other than 
wine. Structure describes the feel of a wine; 
whether it’s strong or weak, light or heavy, 
simple or complex. 

The most familiar structural components 
are tannin and acidity. Tannin (a compound 
derived from grape skins, seeds, and stems; 
it’s that drying, bitter feeling on your gums) is 
often described as providing “backbone,” like 
a sturdy tree from which succulent fruit dan- 
gles. What you’re after is the fruit, but in a 
tannic wine, you're going to get a bit of the 
tree, too. Likewise, acidity lends definition and 
sharpness, in contrast to the creamy or even 
sugary texture of low-acid wines. 





But structure doesn’t stop there. Often, 
you'll see tasting notes describing a wine’s 
“mouthfeel” — whether it’s round or angular, 
supple or foursquare, razor-sharp or fat. A 
“fat” wine — like a low-acid gewiirztraminer 
— coats your palate like olive oil, butter, or 
heavy cream, whereas a “sharp” wine — like 
German riesling — is like dragging something 
pointed across your tongue. Likewise, a 
Beaujolais-Villages delivering all its fruity exu- 
berance in one sip is a “forward” wine; one 
that puts out on the first date. On the other 








hand, long-aging, “backward,” tannic mon- 

sters like young Barolo and Bordeaux can be 
closed, harsh, and impenetrable; celibate aes- 
thetes giving no hint of the complexity within. 

But structure is more than just descriptive. 
How a wine hangs together says a lot about 
how it’s going to work with food, or if the 
wine is best sipped in contemplative isolation. 
Structure also helps determine how — or 
even if — a wine will age (wines that lack 
firmness and chutzpah rarely do). 

One caveat, however: structure isn’t inher- 
ently a good, bad, or indifferent thing. It just 
is. Wines are sometimes dismissed as “lacking 
structure,” which is a misnomer; the taster 
probably means “fat” or. “flabby,” which are 
themselves valid structural impressions. Some 
wines are best fat and chewy, some are best 
when bursting with jammy fruit, and others 
are best left to develop in the cellar for a few 
years (or a few decades). In the long run, it’s 
your own taste — or your long-term plans for 
the wine — that determine the importance of 
structure. 

Some properly structured tasting notes: 

1997 Clos du Bois Chardonnay 
Alexander Valley ($15). Fresh orange and 
melon scents, and a tasty, apricot-dominated 
fruit bomb in the mouth. Lightly oaked, with 
good acidity and a light undercurrent of tan- 
nin. This is clearly intended for early drinking, 
but it could last up to five years. Food? 
Lobster, of course. 

NV Quinta de la Rosa Finest Reserve 
Port ($14). A finer sipping Port I can’t imag- 
ine. Raisin, prune, coconut, rosemary, plum, 
black cherry, blueberry, butterscotch . . ..the 
complexity is uncanny for such an inexpensive

wine of this type. Flawless balance between 
the fruit, smooth alcohol, and moderate acidi- 
ty. Not much firmness, so drink now. 

1996 Cantina Terlano Pinot Bianco 
Vorberg ($16). Pinot biancos are usually 
fresh but simple guzzlers. Not this highly 
structured, slate-and-kiwi-flavored gem from 
Italy’s Alto Adige region. There’s some green 
apple, lime, and a dusting of white pepper, 
with incredible richness, length, and complexi- 
ty on the finish. Try it with the simplest of 
dishes: greens, white beans, and fontina driz- 
zled with really good olive oil. 

1996 Wairau River Chardonnay 
Marlborough ($18). Starts off grassy and 
herbal, like most sauvignon blancs from this 
New Zealand region, but quickly develops a 
peaches-and-cream, tropical (did I taste 
banana leaf?), coconut, and spice flavor that’s 
utterly captivating. And yet there’s subtlety, 
which makes it one of the rare chardonnays 
that will match up with just about any kind of 
seafood. 

& 

Two bits of wine news to report. First, the 
always enjoyable restaurant/wine bar Les 
Zygomates is expanding its cellar — and thus 
its selection. The Leather District location 
may be hard to reach these days, what with all 
that structure surrounding what used to be the 
expressway, but for wine lovers, it’s always 
worth the trip. Check our wine events page, at 
http://bostonphoenix.com/archive/ 
food/WINE_EVENTS.html, for information 
on LZ’s weekly wine tastings, as well as on 
other wine-related events around town. 

Second, the July 31 issue of Wine Spectator 
has a cover story on Senator Strom 
Thurmond, who continues to seek the sup- 
pression of information on wine’s health bene- 
fits by arguing that they should not be printed 
alongside the already present — and some- 
what hyperbolic — warning labels. This is old 
news to “Uncorked” readers (I first wrote 
about this back in March), but the high-pro- 
file airing of this powerful prohibitionist’s last 
stand is welcome nonetheless. R

Mexican-food fans tired of jack-cheese 
enchiladas and grilled-chicken nacho 
plates owe it to themselves to check out 
this dive bar-cum-Mexican joint.

(tapas cost less). The most modern 
Spanish tapas place in the city may also 
be the most authentic: there really are 
no dinners per se, and the food is tuned 
salty and small to complement the dry 
sherries of Spain. A great evening if you 
like this kind of eating, and better if you 
connect early and often with the grilled 
asparagus, white anchovies, pollo en 
pepitoria, shrimp in garlic oil, or the 
cheese platter.

The area's best Mexican restaurant, 
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admittedly not a very competitive honor, 
opens a beautifully decorated branch in 
Newton Centre. No dilution in such 
classics as the grilled shrimp in cilantro 
sauce, puero en adobo, and evident 
improvement in standard Mexican items 
like chicken enchiladas. Mexican coffee 
with cloves and a homemade cheese- 
cake.

The 
menu is North Chinese and Thai, but 
the keynote is loving treatment of basic 
ingredients in dishes like chili eggplant, 
royal tofu, and spicy squid.

Chef Peter 
McCarthy, late of the Bostonian Hotel, 
boldly opens Somerville’s most expen- 
sive restaurant and the foodie stam- 
pede begins.

ed quail, and wood-grilled bass all show 
spark and substance. But the fast-and-

Where else can you eat inventive, 
healthy food while sipping draft micro- 
brews and listening to Luther “Guitar 
Jr.” Johnson?

“Can | take your order?” asks the multiple-pierced, sweetly smiling fellow behind the 
counter. He looks so eager that you hate to deny him, but, well, no. He can’t take your 


order — there’s no menu in sight. 
That's just the way it is at Lazy Susan, a mini bistro that adores yuppie ingredients, 

worships the garnish, and loathes predictability. Whatever's in the big glass case is 

what's for lunch. You'll probably find a pasta dish involving chunks of feta or gorgonzo- 


la, a salad constructed of nouveau vegetables such as jicama, something with the word 


“marinated” in its title, and some form of roasted or grilled meat. There is a method to 


this madness, though. Lazy Susan sticks to basic guidelines: a meat dish or two 


($6.99-$8.99 per pound), a few side dishes and salads ($4.99-$6.99 per pound), some 
sandwiches ($4.50), and a large variety of swoon-inducing baked goods ($1.25-$4.50). 
| once watched a cook from the taqueria next door actually stagger when he took his 
first bite of Lazy Susan’s coffeecake; he looked up at me with glazed eyes and said, in 
the reverential tones of a new cult member, “This. Is. Really. Good.” 

The food selection rotates throughout the day, so at lunchtime, the staff may not 
know yet what it’s serving for supper. That's okay. They'll make up for it by checking to 
see if you're allergic to the strawberry garnish or by picking the red onions out of your 
salad if you ask nicely. So stop being such a control freak and try some of that yellow 
stuff.

or almost a year the hype has been building. 

Fans wrapped up in its elaborate imaginary 
world have been cruising the Web site for 
months, gleaning new details, adding their own 
insights, barely able to wait for its release. Star 
Wars: The Phantom Menace? Eduardo 
Sanchez and Daniel Myrick, who together wrote, 
directed, and edited The Blair Witch Project, are 
amused by the comparison. “I wouldn't say it’s 
so. much the anti-Star Wars as it is in the same 
spirit as Star Wars,” says Myrick, “as far as the 
mythology and the world created. But definitely, 
budget-wise, it’s an anti-Star Wars.” 

“We're not allowed to say how much the 
budget was,” adds Sanchez. “But it’s basically 
as much as a new Ford Taurus with all the 
options.” 

And what did they get for that investment? 
The Blair Witch Project might be the most 
intensely subjective horror film ever made. 
Consisting of the supposed videotapes and 
16mm footage shot by a doomed trio of students 
searching for the 200-year-old entity of the title, it 
captures their gradual panic as they lose their

way in the woods and are tormented by 
mysterious nocturnal visitors. 

“For me, the horror is what you don't really 
see,” Myrick explains. “The noir, the darkness. 
You got too much shit going up on the screen 
these days and it doesn't scare anybody, it’s just 
eye candy. For me horror is always very 
claustrophobic and dark.” 

“It has to tap into a common experience,” 
Sanchez points out. “How many times have you 
been chased around by a guy in a hockey 
mask? How long can you suspend your 
disbelief? But I’m sure everybody in this worid 
has been in the woods alone or been lost and 
just felt out of their element. Like in Jaws, when 
you're in the water and your feet can't touch the 
ground, it’s like, holy shit, what’s under me?” 

“The whole convention of the hand-held video 
camera immediately snaps you into reality,” 
Myrick continues. “You accept that as reality until 
you see something that’s not real. In this film, 
you don't see anything that’s not real. The 
performances are genuine, you don't see a CGI 
monster, no big stars, no three-point lighting, no

and disappear.” 

Although no computer high tech 
went into the making of Blair Witch, 
the filmmakers and their distributor, 

Artisan Films, have taken the Star 

Wars route in promoting and 

promulgating their film. Their Web site, 
www.blairwitch.com, has been 

providing thousands with the 

background history of the legend and 

the subsequent “investigation” of the trio's 
disappearance. A graphic novel is in the works 
from Penguin books. 

“This whole world we've created, this 
mythology, it’s kind of like a big novel,” says 
Myrick. “We've created this world that lets the 
viewer imagine what the monster is. It’s definitely 
continuing with the comic book — it’s exciting for 
us to see where other talented writers take the 
story. And we have an actual private investigator 
who's taken this two-year research into the 
disappearance, and it’s all in the form of a 
dossier in the book.” 

The private detective might be in on the hoax, 
but what of all those fans hacking into the Web 
site? Aren't Sanchez and Myrick worried that 


audiences get to hear former Galaxie 500 dude and Luna frontman Dean Wareham croon Guns N’ Roses’ “Sweet 
Child o’ Mine” as if it were the finest indie lullaby ever penned.

Taking a summer break at the Nantucket and French Film Festivals 


BY PETER KEOUGH While the rest of the film 
world lines up at multiplexes to see Star Wars, 
Austin Powers, and South Park, a lucky few like 
myself get to take in the more rarefied offerings 
of the season’s odd festival. June saw the fourth 
edition of the Nantucket Film Festival, a bold 


burst of fresh energy that’s 
getting stronger every year. And 
this month brings us the Museum 
of Fine Arts’ fourth annual 
Boston French Film Festival 
(running July 8 through 25), 
which has been promising but this 
year suggests that the Gallic 
movie industry is suffering from 
the same malaise as its Hollywood 
counterpart. 

In fact, don’t be surprised if 
some of that festival’s 18 new 
films don’t end up in Disneyfied 
form on some studio’s future 
release schedule. That’s business 
as usual for Francis Veber, 
whose The Fugitives, The 
Toy, and La Cage aux 
Folles have all gotten the 
Hollywood __ treatment. 
DreamWorks has already 
snapped up the rights to 
his The Dinner Game 
(1998; July 15 at 8 p.m.). 
With its mordant premise 
and a soft execution, it’s a 
glib farce about rich pub- 
lisher Thierry Lhermitte, 
who, with his other privi- 
leged pals, amuses himself 
by picking up “idiots” and 
inviting them to dinner, 
where they provide unwit- 
ting entertainment. The 
tables turn, however, 
when Lhermitte throws 
out his back, his fed-up 
wife leaves him, and he’s 
compelled to spend the 
evening at the mercy of his 
idiot, who’s played by the 
fuzzy and rotund Jacques 
Villeret. | Conventional, 
efficient, and brief, The 
Dinner Game is at 80 
minutes a __ satisfying 
snack; see it now while it’s 
still funny. 

The same can’t be said 
of A Big Scream of Love 
(1997; July 9 at 8:15 p.m. 
and July 22 at 6 p.m.); anything a 
Hollywood studio does to this 
feeble, blowzy affair could only 
improve it. Josiane Balasko’s dis- 
appointing follow-up to her 
French Twist is a brassy comedy in 
which she plays a washed up Liz 
Taylor type seeking her stage 
comeback with a tepid Burton 
played by Richard Berry. 

As for Roger Planchon’s 
Lautrec (1998; July 16 at 7:50 
p.m. and July 17 at 3:30 p.m.), 
Hollywood already did this story 
years ago with Vincente 
Minnelli’s Moulin Rouge. Here 
Régis Royer in the title role 
evokes more a bearded Michael J. 
Fox than a dour José Ferrer. And 
in the Life Is Beautiful (though 
predating Benigni’s Oscar win- 
ner) mode of Holocaust as high 
concept we get Roger Hanin’s 
heartfelt but hoky Soleil (1997; 
July 11 at 5 p.m. and July 18 at 2 
p.m.). Clumsy and mawkish, it’s 
about a teenage Jewish boy in 
French Morocco during World 
-War II who’s spoiled by his moth- 








er (a stolid Sophia Loren) but 
achieves maturity in a dénoue- 
ment involving stolen carpets. 
Not that this festival is without 
the sort of films usually associat- 
ed with the country that gave us 
the New Wave. Nicole Garcia 
worked as an actress with Jacques 
Rivette and Alain Resnais, and her 
third film, Place Vendéme 
(1998; July 10 at 3:30 p.m. and 
July 18 at 4:10 p.m.), shows she’s 
learned from the experience. 
Catherine Deneuve is stunningly 
beautiful and ageless, perhaps too 
much so for her role as an alco- 


holic widow whose husband, a 
respected jeweler, commits sui- 
cide, leaving her with a pair of 
priceless stones. She’s drawn into 
present-day intrigues and past 
traumas in a subtle interplay of 
memory, duplicity, and fate that 
doesn’t quite overcome its melo- 
dramatic conventions. 

Unlike Only God Sees Me 
(1998; July 9 at 6 p.m. and July 
17 at 1:30 p.m.), Bruno 
Podalydés’s debut feature, a 
deceptively free-form slice of a 
formless life, that of Albert (Denis 
Podalydés), a nerd unable to 
decide what to do with himself, 
beginning with who to sleep with. 
Comparable to the films of 
Woody Allen but more inventive 
and less self-conscious, God is an 
original spin on that Gallic stand- 
by story of the pasty-loser-who- 
gets-the-babes -but-still-is-miser- 
able school of filmmaking. 

So is Olivier Assayas’s Late 
August, Early September (1998; 
July 24 at 7:45 p.m.), by far the 
best film of those I’ve seen in this 








festival. The pasty-faced loser in 
this case is Gabriel (Mathieu 


Amalric), who’s broken up with | 


one beauty (played by the incan- 
descent Jeanne Balibar, one of the 
women in God) and is on shaky 
grounds with another as his life 
and the lives of his acquaintances 
are indirectly shaped by the slow 
dying of a mutual friend. 
Reminiscent of such chatty 
French filmmakers as_ Eric 
Rohmer, Assayas records with 
trenchant detail and _ breezy 
authenticity the rhythms of every- 
day life, its profundities and its 
trivia. Nothing is changed but 
everything is somehow renewed 
in this superbly acted ensemble 
piece, a triumph also of seamless 
screenwriting. 


A PRODUCER, a director, and a 
star gather around a huge pen 
imbedded in a stone, unable to 
extract it. A hand reaches into the 
frame — it belongs to a rumpled, 
bespectacled figure who pulls out 


the pen and raises it to the sky, 
where the legend appears: 
“Nantucket — Where screenwrit- 
ers inherit the earth.” 

So claims the 1999 Nantucket 
Film Festival’s opening trailer, 
made by Lyn Vaus, who was salut- 
ed here last year as co-screen- 
writer with director Brad 
Anderson of Next Stop 
Wonderland and his wife, Kim 
Caviness. If not the earth, then 
screenwriters at least have inher- 
ited the island, especially since 
fewer “celebrities” (no Winona 
Ryder, no Ben Stiller) made the 
trip over than in previous years. 

Nonetheless, the festival has 
continued its tradition not only of 
skinny-dipping at the big Vanity 
Fair party but of honoring that 
least respected but most essential 
part of the filmmaking process. It 
gave screenwriters their due in 
staged readings of unproduced 
screenplays, in the Tony Cox 
award for best unproduced 
screenplay given to Janusz 


Glowacki for his Hairdo, and in

of Marnie, Prince of the City, and 
others. 

More important, though, the 
writer’s hand showed in the selec- 
tion of independent films, many 
of them still without distributors, 
which included some of the best 
and most intriguing — not to 
mention most controversial — 
movies I’ve seen this year. 

The Nantucket organizers have 
an uncanny knack for uncovering 
obscure gems like American 
Detective, the debut film of 
Austin native Dan Brown, which 
screened here in its world pre- 
miere. There must be something 
about that part of Texas that 
inspires offbeat, note-perfect 
absurdist filmmaking: Brown’s 
low-budget _near-masterpiece 
evokes the work of fellow 
Austinians Richard Linklater and 
Wes Anderson. In the tradition of 
Buster Keaton’s Young Sherlock

and Frangois Truffaut’s Stolen 
Kisses, young idler Owen (an 
endearing Johnny Mars) takes a 
mail-order private-eye course that 
becomes an excuse for stalking a 
beautiful stranger. Ranging in 
tone from the ruefully comic to 
the existentially grave, including 
one scene reminiscent of Francis 
Coppola’s The Conversation, 
Detective establishes Brown as a 
talented original. 

Another promising newcomer is 
Tod Williams, whose semi-autobi- 
ographical The Adventures of 
Sebastian Cole is a standard 
coming-of-age story with a twist. 
Young Sebastian (Adrien Grenier) 
is another teenage loner, though 
with the advantage of the wisdom 
and support of his canny stepfa- 
ther, Hank (Clark Gregg). When 
Hank decides to have a sex 
change, Sebastian’s mother walks 
out, and Hank becomes both 
mother and father to the boy. 
Potentially a scenario for a cloying 
TV movie, Sebastian Cole takes its 


cue from Gregg’ ifi rfor- 
Dope Sm mT CLT’ 





mance, embracing the outlandish 
situation with matter-of-fact 
absurdity and dignity. 

Not so lucky is Will Conroy’s 
formulaic Catalina Trust,- in 
which an ambitious young stock- 
broker is put off his career path 
when his estranged grandfather 
dies, leaving him a venerable but 
economically insolvent Tucson 
hotel in his will. Should our hero 
pursue his own selfish, materialist 
interests or take up the vaguely 
right-wing ideals of his legacy? 
The resolution is predictable and 
dated. 

A similar tale of reconciliation 
with the family past is told in local 
hero Davidlee Willson’s The 
Autumn Heart, co-winner of the 
audience award with the 
Holocaust documentary Children 
of Chabannes. The estranged 
paterfamilias in this case is Lee 
Thomas, who divorced his wife 
Ann (Tyne Daly) and took his son 
(played by Willson) with him, 
leaving her with his three daugh- 
ters. Sixteen years later dad’s 
made a fortune and is putting on 
upper-class airs, and mom’s still 
driving a bus and reveling in blue- 
collar bitterness. Ann has a heart 
attack, the three daughters track 
their brother down to a Harvard 
classroom, and the film never 
recovers from the bathos of the 
opening voiteover introduction 
(“Father Time and Mother 
Nature had children and they 
were the four seasons”) and Ally 
Sheedy’s. strident overacting as 
one of the daughters. 

In striking contrast to the sen- 
timentality of Heart is the lacerat- 
ing squalor of Sex: The Annabel 
Chong Story. An erratic but jolt- 
ing documentary about Malaysian 
porn actress Grace Quek, a/k/a 
Annabel Chong, who set a short- 
lived record by having sex with 
251 men in 10 hours, it’s fasci- 
nating and frustrating. Although 
touching on issues of sexuality, 
power, identity, and family (shots 
of Quek with her parents in 
Singapore are among the most 
devastating), the film is nonethe- 
less a mess (the filmmaker, 
Gough Lewis, was at the time 
intimately involved with his sub- 
ject), though Quek herself, to 
judge from her confidence and 
insight answering questions fol- 
lowing the screening, is not. 

In its own way shocking as Sex 
is Collette Burson’s Coming 
Soon — not so much the film 
itself as its fate at the hands of the 
film industry and the MPAA. 
Conceived as a distaff version of 
the standard teen sex comedy, it 
tells the story of three female 
high-school friends determined to 
have an orgasm. Sound familiar? 
If not, you might want to check 
out American Pie. Shown in a 
director’s cut, Coming Soon is far 
tamer and less funny than its R- 
rated male counterpart, but the 
film itself is anticlimactic com- 
pared to its NC-17 rating 
(Burson has since trimmed the 
film for an R). “I was shocked — 
I thought it would get a PG-13,” 


* Burson said after the screening.

American Pie satisfies teen appetites

there’s something hilarious about a lot of it. Just ask the folks who 
unleashed frat-house staples like Animal House and Porky’s on hormonally 


charged audiences, knowing full 
well that sex doesn’t sell just cars 
and shaving cream. It’s 20 years 
later and moviegoers are just as 
horny, but casual, comedic sex has 
all but disappeared from the big 
screen. Shackled by rabid political 
correctness, and scared stiff (no pun 
intended) by eveg a whiff of sexual 
harassment, moviemakers seem to 
have forgotten that the combination 
of people and sex — people wanting 
sex, people having sex, people 
watching people having sex — can 
be damn funny. 

Enter American Pie, a film that 
remembers what it was like to be a 
teenager. When teens aren’t having 
sex, they’re wishing they were, and 
that’s the position the movie’s four 
young friends find themselves in: 
graduation looms and all four guys 
are still virgins. Their solution is to 
make a pact — by any and all means 
necessary, each must knock boots 
by the end of prom night. In the 
hands of Chris and Paul Weitz (pro- 
ducer and director, respectively), a 
potentially vulgar and pathetic story 
becomes a sinful pleasure. The boys 
try so hard to bed the girls of their 
desires, you can’t help hoping that 








in the end they'll all get what they 
want. And then you remember that 
what they want is to play hide the 
salami — yet still you cheer them 
on. 
The brothers Weitz don’t miss 
any opportunity for a sex gag. 
Finding himself sans tissue after 
sneaking off with his girlfriend at a 
party, Kevin (Thomas Ian Nicholas 
— a little taller than he was in 
Rookie of the Year) deposits some of 
his love juice into a cup of beer and 
sets it on the bedside table. The gag 
is set, the punch line is coming, you 
can only wait. And sure enough, a 
clueless partygoer takes a swig, but 
not before bringing the cup to his 
lips several times only to be inter- 
rupted by his whiny girlfriend. 
Crude? Yes. Predictable? Certainly. 
But also utterly satisfying. And when 
the aforementioned partygoer tells 
the shy, dorky Jim (newcomer Jason 
Biggs — a baby John Belushi) that 
sex feels like “warm apple pie,” you 
want Jim to encounter said fruity 
treat and you need him to get all 
sorts of perverse ideas. And indeed 
he does. Follow the cast into that 
part of your mind that thinks mas- 
turbation jokes are funny and you 





will be greatly rewarded. 

American Pie shines where other 
teen flicks glaze over. There’s no 
soul searching, no lost-little-boy-to- 
caring-sharing-man transformation, 
no deeply profound revelation about 
life, love, or football. Just a group of 
guys trying to get some. Refreshing 
honesty in a time when most movies 
for teens preach that maturity 
means shunning carnal pleasures 
and love is never wanting to say, “I'd 
really like to see you naked some 
time.” The Weitzes include actual 
nakedness — earning their film the 
“R” rating that will have kids nation- 
wide pulling out their fake IDs. 
Meanwhile, Jennifer Love Hewitt in 
I Still Know What You Did . . . wears 
a tight, white, wet shirt . . . she’s 
naked, but not really (wink, wink). 
Score one for Pie, the thinking-kid’s 
skin flick, which doesn’t insult the 
audience’s intelligence by pretend- 
ing sex isn’t the driving force behind 
teensploitation. 

More sawvy than a Porky’s revisit- 
ed, American Pie offers a slice (pun 
intended) of teenage life that other 
films tend to sweep under the rug. 
Adults who still chuckle when they 
think of their own testosterone-dri-

Peter Keough and I of the Phoenix were two of the lucky 1800 chosen to 
vote in the American Film Institute’s poll of 50 greatest screen legends, 
the winners being unveiled in a recent NBC special. I have no quarrel with 


the 25 actors and 25 actresses who 
topped the poll, though there might 
have been at least one non-English 
speaker (Jean Gabin?) among the 
actors; and Sophia Loren, the only 
non-English-speaking actress on 
the list, has made exactly one good 
film, Two Women (1961), in a 
lightweight, undistinguished 
career. 

Several of my votes, I guess, did- 
n’t stand a chance: Sterling 
Hayden, whose quirky, paranoid 
presence in any movie (Johnny 
Guitar, Dr. Strangelove, The Long 
Goodbye) guaranteed that it will be 
weird, off-kilter cinema; Divine, 
John Waters’s 300-pound muse, 
the subterranean Liz Taylor. And 
the original ballot of 400 names 
excluded Elisha Cook Jr., the all- 
time “fall guy,” murdered a dozen 
terrible ways (The Big Sleep, 
Shane, etc.), and Vera Miles, who 
had her Roger Maris run between 
1956 and 1962, appearing in four 
of the greatest films ever made: 
Alfred Hitchcock’s The Wrong Man 
and Psycho, John Ford’s The 
Searchers and The Man Who Shot 
Liberty Valance.

The Kirov reconstructs a classic

SIEGEL More than just another 


showpiece in the grandest classical style, The Sleeping Beauty 
is a symbolic ballet. Its theme — the continuity of benevolent 


but absolute power despite trials and 
historical accidents — places it in close 
proximity to many of the 20th century’s 
cultural and political struggles. 

The Sadlers Wells (now the Royal Ballet) 
staged Beauty in 1948 as a symbol of 
England’s recovery from World War II, as 
well as British ballet’s entry into the ranks 
of world culture and its rescue of then- 
eclipsed Russian art from the neglect of the 
Soviets. An opulent Oliver Messel version 
constituted American Ballet Theatre’s shot 
at world-class balletdom in 1976. And New 
York City Ballet mounted a complete 
though semi-updated Beauty as a sign of its 
determination to survive the death of 
George Balanchine, himself an inheritor 
and reformer of the Kirov/Sleeping Beauty 
tradition. 

Now we have the Kirov (Maryinsky) 
emerging from recent economic and 
administrative turmoil to invest enormous 
resources in a reconstruction of the origi- 
nal 1890 production. With decor and cos- 
tumes copied from earliest designs and 
photographs, and Marius Petipa’s choreog- 
raphy reconstituted from Stepanov nota- 
tion scores housed in the Harvard Theater 
Collection, the new Sleeping Beauty aims 
to be purer, more authentic, and in every 
way more the paradigm of Russian classi- 
cism than all of its variously modernized 
descendants. 

I got to see one of the four performances 
the Kirov brought on its tour to New York’s 
Metropolitan Opera House last week, and it 
raised some provocative questions for me. 
The 19th-century classics are always pas- 
tiche productions today, having gone 
through big and small changes as they 
traipse from one company to another, 
adjusting to the capabilities of dancers, the 
creative urges of resident choreographers, 
the inevitable shortcuts and economizing, 





tuosic solos, perhaps because of the 
remarkable inventions of his latter-day dis- 
ciple Balanchine. But the Kirov’s corps de 
ballet numbers seemed staid and, except 
for some clever contrapuntal groupings in 
the Prologue, obsessively locked into line- 
ups facing the audience. 

A big dramatic ballet like Sleeping Beauty 
is more than choreography, though. The 
sparer, more concentrated tendencies of 
the recent past may have pointed away 
from spectacle, but ballet at the Maryinsky 
was also a popular entertainment, so it fea- 
tured ‘acting, extravagant stage effects, 
acrobatics, and pageantry as well as danc- 
ing. Here I thought the Kirov’s efforts 
weren’t always an improvement: Having 
restored a lot of the mime that’s been 
dropped over the years, the company went 
for an extremely broad, formal but low-key 
acting style. The dancers playing the King 
(Vladimir Ponomarev) and the wicked fairy 
Carabosse (Igor Petrov) looked as if they 
were a bit embarrassed to be playing these 
rival superpowers, or afraid that if they let 
loose their characters’ passions, something 
really terrible would happen. 

What I liked a lot about the production 
was the restoration of courtly pomp and 
circumstance. The Prologue and each of 
the three acts started with all-out proces- 
sions, not just formal arrivals. Russian 
Imperial ballet, and this ballet in particular, 
proudly showed off the attributes of the 
monarchy. Set roughly in the 17th century 
of Louis XIV, Sleeping Beauty celebrates 
the era of French culture so admired by the 
Russian tsars who presided over the build- 
ing of St. Petersburg and the great imperi- 
al theaters. 

But the court entertainments at 
Versailles also projected back, back, to the 
Renaissance and to antiquity. The six well- 
wishing fairies at Aurora’s christening

the stylistic tastes of this or that decade. My 
idea of what Petipa’s ballets looked like is 
probably a composite of selections I’ve seen 
that “look right,” rather than any fixed tem- 
plate of a choreographic scheme or style. 
The Kirov’s solo work seemed authentic, 
but the solos of any big ballet do become 
quite standardized across the repertory. 
They get taught personally by one dancer 
to another. Because they’re performed by 
the stellar personages in any company, we 
remember them clearly; and we notice 
more acutely if steps are left out or 
changed. I’ve always thought Petipa was 
great at ensembles as well as sparkling, vir- 
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bring symbolic gifts and are accompanied 
by exotic attendants, all in the style of the 
ballet de cour, those masque-like entertain- 
ments that linked the aristocratic specta- 
tors to the marvels of Greek mythology. 
The final apotheosis, with backcloths 
unrolling and tunic-clad cherubs settling 
into place, revealed a wonderful tableau: 
Apollo/the Sun King/Tsar Alexander in his 
(painted) horse-drawn chariot welcoming 
the Lilac Fairy, Aurora and Prince Désiré, 
and all their courtiers and subjects — and 
the audience — into his realm of light. 
Modern technology couldn’t have done this 
half so marvelously. a

silent-movie entrepreneur Mack Sennett draws | 


a sharp distinction and 


between art 


entertainment. Art is bogus, hifalutin, worthy 


only of the disdain of an honest 
businessman like himself. But 
entertainment, which takes “guts 
and luck” to create, is proudly 
commercial and _ links the 
entertainer to the real folks who 
laid down their hard-earned dimes 
and quarters for an hour of horse 
laughs. Many of us may disagree 
with Sennett’s point of view, but 
no one who’s familiar with silent 
comedy, which Sennett invented, 
is likely to begrudge him his right 
to it, since he spent his career 
vroviding una- 
dorned pleasure 
for millions of 
inoviegoers. In 
taat vein, not half 
en hour’s distance 
f:om each other, 
Barrington Stage 
Company with 
Mack and Mabel 
and the Berkshire 
Theatre Festival 
with The Crucifer 
of Blood are 
beginning their 
respective seasons 
by casting a 
backward look at 
two quintessential 
forms of pure 
eatertainment: the 
era of the great 
silent clowns, 
which began in the 
first decade of the 
20th century, and 
the lurid Grand 
Guignol __ melo- 
drama, which 
swept audiences 
up for most of the 
19th. 

The idea of a 
musical comedy 
about Mack 
Sennett and Mabel 
Normand, his 
favorite leading 
lady both on and 
off the set, is so 
irresistible that it 
takes a while to 
resign yourself to the idea that 
Mack and Mabel (a Broadway 
flop in 1974) isn’t a very good 
play. And that takes longer than 
usual at Julianne Boyd’s 
Barrington Stage Company pro- 
duction, because Boyd, choreog- 
rapher Hope Clarke, musical 
director Darren R. Cohen, and the 
ebullient ensemble shine up the 
drab musical in almost every con- 
ceivable way. Both the look and 
the sound of the show are spirited 
and cheering. As Kenneth Foy’s 
sets glide in and out of a brightly 
polished, Bob Fosse—esque back- 
stage framework, Boyd and 
Clarke move the performers at 
such high energy through Michael 
Stewart’s script (revised for this 
remounting by Francine Pascal) 
that it isn’t readily apparent, amid 
all the plot developments, how lit- 
tle is actually going on. And the 
musical numbers are sung so 





sweetly (there isn’t a mediocre 
voice in the company) and per- 
formed so roisterously that the 
Jerry Herman score sounds better 
than it is. It isn’t until the second 
act that you realize how thin the 
songs wear with each reprise and 
how similar the later numbers are 
to the earlier ones. There’s one 
not-bad ballad (“I Won’t Send 
Roses”), and the lilting “When 
Mabel Comes in the Room” plays 
in your head afterward, though it 
too is far from fresh: it’s the trade-

mark Herman number, construct- 
ed in the familiar manner of the 
title songs from his Hello, Dolly! 
and Mame. 

Mack and Mabel is built as a 
series of flashbacks. In 1929, bare- 
ly two years into the age of talkies, 
Sennett (played with skill and 
humor by Jeff McCarthy, whose 
vocal style pays tribute to the role’s 
originator, Robert Preston) recalls 
his own career, and his on-again, 
off-again relationship with 
Normand. (This is the Bernadette 
Peters role, played here by the tal- 
ented Kelli Rabke, in whose hands 
perkiness is a virtue.) The book of 
the musical covers Sennett’s most 
famous comic creations, the 
Keystone Kops and the Bathing 
Beauties, as well as Normand’s 
meteoric rise, her earthy Irish- 
working-girl appeal (she was a 
marvelous comedian), and her

Hollywood decadence of the ’20s. 
She drank and drugged and was 
implicated in two murder scandals, 
the more notorious of which — 


the never-solved 1922 homicide of | 


her rumored lover, the film direc- 
tor William Desmond Taylor 
(Peter Kapetan) — is included 
here. (Presumably to avoid redun- 
dancy, Stewart leaves out the sec- 
ond: a year later, her chauffeur 
was found, standing over the body 
of millionaire Cortland S. Dines, 
holding a pistol said to belong to 
Normand.) With all that drama, 
you’d expect the musical’s book to 
be compelling. But its dramatic 
high point is a scene where 
Sennett, arriving at Taylor’s yacht 
to win Normand back, finds her in 
his arms — innocently, as it turns 
out — and gets the wrong idea. 
It’s perverse: the story provides 
Stewart with irresistibly juicy 
material, yet he goes for the stalest 
cliché he can muster. He also goes 





invention in the Sennett movie 
reconstructions but far more 
enjoyable than either Stewart or 
Herman deserves. 


Paul Giovanni’s Sherlock 


Holmes thriller, The Crucifer of | 


Blood, was inspired by Conan 
Doyle’s The Sign of Four as well 
as by other Holmes stories. 
Giovanni directed it himself on 
Broadway in 1979, with Paxton 
Whitehead as Holmes and Glenn 
Close as Irene St. Claire, the 
client who leads Holmes and 
Watson to the case of three men 
— one is her father — haunted 
by a pact made and a curse 
invoked over a treasure chest in 
colonial India during the 1857 
mutiny. Giovanni’s play is more 
reliant on the grotesquerie of 
Grand Guignol and on the pathos 
of Victorian melodrama than are 
the other Holmes plays and 
movies of recent decades. It 
seems a genuine attempt to recap-

script. It does feature Fatty 
Arbuckle (played with great charm 
by Ric Stoneback), another prodi- 
gious clown whose career was 
unfairly downed by scandal. But 
Frank Capra (Will Erat), who 
began as a writer for Sennett, gets 
considerably more focus in this 
story than his real-life model 
deserves: it’s his ambition to turn 
Mabel from a comic into an artiste 
that, in the musical’s scheme, ends 
up wrecking her. This is fiction, but 
Capra’s influence provides the con- 
ventional obstacle that separates 
the two romantic leads. The cast, 
including Kathryn Kendall in the 
second-banana role and Robert 
Anderson and Michael J. Farina as 
an affable pair of Mutt-and-Jeff 
producers, plays this nonsense with 
admirable conviction, making the 
transition between numbers pain- 
less. This is a rousing, glittery pro-

ture that style, and though it’s 
overwritten (again emulating its 
models), it’s certainly engaging 
— a story that lays greater claim 
on our interest with every new 
twist. (A note in the 1979 playbill 
begged audiences not to reveal 
the solution to the mystery.) 

The two most important ele- 
ments in traditional melodrama 
are plot and stagecraft, and what 
I recall best about the Broadway 
production is the John Wulp set 
designs, which were so intricate 
and ingeniously crafted that the 
matinee audience I saw the show 
with gasped and applauded with 
delight. Since the Berkshire 
Theatre Festival stage is consid- 
erably smaller, I wondered how 
Rob Odorisio, the designer for 
this new production, would 
respond to the challenge of five 
different sets, including the Red 
Fort in Agra, India; an opium den 
(“The Gate of a Hundred 
London’s 
Limehouse district; and a stretch 
of the Thames River. Odorisio 
has created an X-shaped grid that 
makes an eerie transition from 
the fort to Holmes’s Baker Street 
flat and, in a coup that last Friday 
night’s audience didn’t applaud 
but should have, rises on its 
hinges like a coffin lid to reveal 
the shadowy opium den in the 
middle of act two. Odorisio and 
lighting designer Brian Nason, 
who shrouds the set in a thick, 
supernal ambiance, are the real 
stars of the BTF production. 
Visually, this is a glorious ghost 
story of a show. 

Christopher Renshaw, who 
directed, has coaxed his actors to 
reach for the broadly histrionic, 








declamatory style associated with 
the melodramas Giovanni is look- 
ing backward to, and his efforts 
are less successful than those of 
the writer and the designers. 
Italicizing the long speeches 
makes them a little tiresome. And 
when Stephen Spinella (the Tony- 
winning star of Angels in America 
on Broadway), as Holmes, rushes 
about the stage to indicate that, 
without a case to occupy him, 
he’s suffering from intellectual 
torpor, or when he gives an enor- 
mously overscaled impression of 
the effects of cocaine on the great 
detective’s physical and mental 
being, he’s so outrageous he 
seems to be sending up his own 
character. The first half of 
Spinella’s performance is woeful- 
ly out of control; some unexpect- 
ed racial comedy in the second 
act — when Holmes is in disguise 
— tightens up his acting and res- 
cues what, up to that point, is a 


rather embarrassing attempt at 
stylization. In the Broadway ver- 
sion, Whitehead was wry and 
bone-dry; he won his laughs with- 
out milking them. 

But then, here most of the cast 
gets to overact, especially James 
Warwick, J. Paul Boehmer, and 
Alex Draper as the three military 
men who form an unholy alliance 
in the hundred-gated fort over the 
bodies of several unfortunate 
natives. Of these three, Draper 
hams most endearingly; Warwick, 
as a decaying homosexual major, 
is pretty awful. And I quite 
enjoyed Gary Sloan as the comi- 
cally inept Inspector Lestrade, 
whom Holmes calls in, out of both 
duty and competitiveness, when 
one of the trio winds up dead in a 
dark lodge at Maidenhead on a 
storm-tossed night. (Holmes’s 
case unfolds 30 years after the 
men make their pact.) But only 
Joanna Going, as Irene, has a firm 
handle on the style, and her scenes 
with David Adkins, as the smitten 
Watson, give life to the pathos in 
Giovanni's script. 

When Sennett praises enter- 
tainment over art in Mack and 
Mabel, he’s being — deliberately 
— simplistic. We know that in 
fact there’s art in good entertain- 
ment, though we generally call it 
artistry. Kelli Rabke’s delicately 
assured phrasing in a number like 
“Look What Happened to Mabel” 
in Barrington Stage’s Mack and 
Mabel and the set and lighting 
designs for the BTF’s The 
Crucifer of Blood reside on the 
cusp between entertainment and 
art. It takes more than guts and 
luck to produce these kinds of 
pleasure. &

Bigger and blacker 


Chris Rock’s lightning reflexes 
BY JON GARELICK Was it any wonder that 


the recent New York Times magazine article on 
racial profiling reported, “[Chris] Rock is very 
popular with white cops”? A portion of Rock’s 
stand-up show, you may recall, became notorious 
as “the Routine.” The core of the Routine was 


Rock’s explanation of why “I love 
black people, but I hate niggers.” 
He went on: “Every time black 
people want to have a good time, 
niggers mess it up... . Can’t keep 
a disco open more than three 
weeks. Grand opening? Grand 
closing. . . . Can’t go to a movie 
the first week it opens. Why? 
Because niggers are shootin’ at 
the screen. ‘This movie is so good 
I gotta bust a cap in here!’ ” And, 
though he loves rap, he hasn’t had 
trouble going after the anti- 


intellectualism that justifies itself | 


through gangsta rap. “Niggers 
love to keep it real. Real dumb.” 

If Chris Rock isn’t America’s 
funniest or most talented comic 
right now, he’s probably the most 
necessary. The _ history of 
American comedy is rich with 
cerebral gamesmen — dada doc- 
tors of the absurd like Ernie 
Kovacs, Steve Martin, even S.]. 
Perelman and Ian Frazier, with 
their New Yorker-ese wordplay. 
But the comedy of ethnicity 
strikes at a deep vein of American 
comedy that goes back at least as 
far as Mark Twain. Ethnic come- 
dy digs into what the critic Margo 
Jefferson has called “our national 
insecurity complex” — where 
everyone is, in some sense, an 
exile, a yokel just off the boat, try- 
ing to disguise the accents and 
habits of the old country, the old 
neighborhood, the strident tones 
of “uncivilized” family arguments 
at the kitchen table. It’s our great 
American narrative: from Don 
Corleone to Chris Rock, 
America’s a country where every- 
one is trying to pass. It’s our ver- 
sion of class consciousness. It’s a 
malady even American white guys 
suffer from. Steve Martin’s come- 
dy routines, you might say, were 
born of a man gone insane from 
minding his table manners. Rabbi 
Donald Pollack has pointed to the 
Marx Brothers as the purest form 
of assimilation-anxious ethnic 
comedy — each of them repre- 
senting a different level of assimi- 
lation, from Zeppo’s smarmy 
pseudo-gentile manners through 
Groucho’s dismemberment of the 
English language to Chico’s clas- 
sical-piano-playing paisan and 
Harpo’s literal speechlessness. 
Harpo is so fresh off the boat, he 
doesn’t have language. On the 
one hand, you could say he’s pure 
Swiftian id, slave to his appetites. 
But you could also look at him as 
the liberated émigré — speech- 
less because he can’t believe he’s 
arrived in a country where every- 
thing is allowed, and food and sex 
are everywhere. 

It’s one thing when ethnic com- 
edy bubbles out of Jews like the 
Marx Brothers, Mel Brooks, 
Jackie Mason, and Billy Crystal. 
It’s another when a black comic 
genius like Richard Pryor, Eddie 
Murphy, or Chris Rock digs into 
it. “When you’re white, the sky’s 
the limit,” says Rock. “When 











you’re black, the limit’s the sky.” 
Billy Crystal can pass in a way 
that Chris Rock never will, no 
matter how much Rock cleans up 
his language or how sharp he 
presses his Brooks Bros. suit. 
“There’s not a white man in this 
room that would change places 
with me,” Rock tells the audience 
at Harlem’s Apollo Theatre in his 
new HBO special Bigger and 
Blacker. “And I’m rich!” Even a 
one-legged white busboy, says 
Rock, is telling himself, “I’m 
gonna ride out this white thing, 
see where it takes me.” 

“The Routine” might have 
made Rock a favorite with white 
cops, but all that proves is that 
Rock is still dangerous, still a 
lightning rod. In Bigger and 
Blacker (airing this Saturday, July 
10, at 11:15), he paces the stage 
continuously in his charcoal-gray 
reflective suit, eyes, clothes, and 
smiling teeth all flashing. 
Sometimes when he digs into a 
punch line with that grin, he’s ail 
teeth, a slick beanpole cartoon 
character, the Road Runner and 
Bugs combined. He immediately 
goes after the Columbine shoot- 
ings: “I’m scared of young white 
kids!” He snickers at the idea that 
the “trenchcoat mafia” were 
reacting to either a severe con- 
formist social pressure or media- 
induced violent fantasies. “What 
happened to crazy? CRAY-ZEE!” 
But what Rock really relishes is 
that for a few cultural microsec- 
onds at least, people are afraid of 
white kids instead of black kids. 
No matter how white cops read 
“the Routine,” it’s clear Rock isn’t 
out to give aid and comfort. He 
lists the NYPD as a major health 
hazard for blacks and recounts 
his own run-in with profiling: 
“They scared me so much they 
made me think I stole my own 
car!” 

Rock skates back and forth 
over the fissures of ethnic assimi- 
lation and racial barriers. He 
won’t let up on white people, but 
he won’t let up on blacks, either. 
On black family life (Rock comes 
from a Bed-Stuy family of seven 
siblings), he’s merciless. He 
berates a cousin who complains 
that her son’s not getting an edu- 
cation. “If you said more words to 
him than ‘Mommy be right back,’ 
he might know something!” And 
he offers a simple proverb regard- 
ing the upbringing of African- 
American males: “If he calls his 
grandmother ‘Mommy’ and his 
mother ‘Pam,’ he’s goin’ to jail!” 

Rock also laments the lack of 
visionary black leaders, though he 
gives props to Jesse Jackson’s 
ability in foreign affairs (“You 
want the United States to be real- 
ly mad at you? Give the hostages 
to me!”). Once again he cuts 
Farrakhan some slack (“Black 
people don’t hate Jews. We hate 
all white people.”). And he cuts 
into the elevation of rap stars as 
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DIFFERENT STROKES: “When you’re white, the sky’s the limit,” says Rock. “When you’re black, 


the limit’s the sky.” 











great social leaders. 
“ ‘Assassination’? Tupac and 
Biggie? Them niggers got shot. I 
loved Pac, and I loved Biggie, but 
SCHOOL WILL BE OPEN ON 
THEIR BIRTHDAYS!” 

Rock’s not perfect. He lacks 
Pryor’s gift for mimicry, 
Murphy’s motormouth virtuosity, 
and not all his observations are in 
the pocket. He avoids Murphy’s 
blatant homophobia, but when he 
talks about AIDS as if it were 
strictly a heterosexual problem, 
you might feel he’s playing it safe. 
On the new DreamWorks version 
of Bigger and Blacker (recorded 
partly on the same tour that pro- 
duced the HBO special), there’s 
some familiar material, some 
“guest” appearances from Ice 
Cube, Ol’ Dirty Bastard, and Biz 
Markie (Prince Paul produced), 
and at least one extended sex joke 
that deflates long before it’s over. 
But for the most part Rock’s the 
right black man saying the right 
things at the right time. There 
should probably be a moratorium 
on Bill & Monica jokes, but Rock 
packs more punch on the by-now 
standard observations simply 





because of his language, his deliv- 
ery, and who he is. So when he 
says that Clinton got impeached 
“for lying about a blow job so his 
wife wouldn’t find out,” his take 
on American social and political 
hypocrisy lights up where others 
sputter. “He got her a job?!” says 
Rock with mock indignation. 
“She blew him for a couple of 
months, the least he can do is give 
her a recommendation!” And as 
for Republican fundamentalists: 
“No 20-year-old girls are tryin’ to 
blow Orrin Hatch!” 


“I’M FROM THE COMMUNI- 
TY,” jazzman Wynton Marsalis 
once told an audience at the 
Boston Public Library when the 
subject of race came up. “I’m not 
just someone who saw some 
negroes once.” Rock’s roots in 
the “community” come through 
in nearly everything he does. 
Where his roots don’t come 
through is where he’s likely to fall 
flat. But when he talks about the 
difference between “white” 
supermarkets and “black” super- 
markets, his observations are 
deadly. And his paean to the sex- 








| 
} 


uality of “fat black women” is as 
funny as it is free of mean-spirit- 
edness. He brings to mind the 
comments of another black jazz 
musician, Wynton’s polar oppo- 
site, Don Byron, an African- 
American “from the community” 
who’s played Jewish klezmer 
music and worked with Biz 
Markie. Byron has said that his 
own trips into klezmer were about 
ethnic identity — “how to be 
American and ethnic.” And he 
went on to describe his delight at 
watching the Clarence Thomas 
hearings a few years ago and lis- 
tening to the comments of aver- 
age white folks in neighborhood 
bars. “For the first time,” says 
Byron, “I was listening to white 
Americans talk about how this 
black person is different from this 
black person. I was in heaven.” 

I don’t know whether Chris Rock 
is a black neoconservative in Puff 
Daddy’s clothing or a true subver- 
sive ready to shake us all up with 
new outrages (he takes a little from 
each). But as he bores into granite- 
hard stereotypes and explodes 
them, he gets us to see our differ- 
ences — and like them. oJ

HBO’s Oz, MTV's Celebrity Deathmatch

Emerald City in the Meatpacking District of 
Manhattan. More specifically, I found the season- 
premiere party for HBO’s prison drama Oz a 
couple of weeks ago at a trendy new restaurant 
called Markt (nope, no “e”). The place was 


packed with cast and crew 
members not only from Oz 
(Wednesdays at 10 p.m., with new 
episodes beginning July 14) but 
also from HBO’s other hot drama 
series, The Sopranos, and from 
NBC’s recently cancelled 
Homicide: Life on the Street. With 
just one good pipe bomb, the TV 
crime genre could have been 
blasted back to the age of Starsky 
and Hutch.

VIOLENCE CALLING: when all the mundane decisions that fill up your daily life have been taken away, there’s noth- 





miere in a nearby cinema, Tom 
Mardirosian (he plays the inmate 


who came up with the idea of | 


building an escape tunnel, then 
caused it to cave in on two other 
prisoners) genially explained to a 
fan, “It’s ironic. We all hate each 
other on the show, but we all love 
each other in real life.” Out on the 
sidewalk, Tony Sirico of The 
Sopranos (“Paulie”), menacingly 
dressed in a dark pinstripe suit 


ing left to do but plot against other men in the same situation. 


It is still legal to make jokes 
about violence, right? Otherwise, 
the crew at Comedy Central’s 
Upright Citizens Brigade would be 
in a lot of trouble for last week’s 
skit in which a high-school stu- 
dent tried to massacre his class- 
mates with ninja throwing stars. 
(The attempt failed because he 
threw like a girl.) And there would 
be hell to pay for all the levity I 
witnessed at the party for Oz, 
which may be the most violent 
show on television — in intensity 
if not in sheer number of corpses. 
In addition to the usual shootings 
and stabbings, characters have 
been set on fire, nailed to a floor, 
and slowly poisoned with ground 
glass. 

There were some disconcerting 
moments at the party. I spotted 
J.K. Simmons, who plays stone- 
hearted white-supremacist Vern 
Schillinger, smiling at a baby he 
held in his arms, and my first 
impulse was to call the cops. After 
the screening of Oz’s season pre- 


and polo shirt, happily signed 
autographs, and James Gandolfini 
(Tony Soprano himself) patiently 
waited in the buffet line at Markt. 
Despite the long wait to get at the 
_ nobody shot anyone’s toe 
off. 

It was a nightmare come true 
for right-wingers blaming pop 
culture for all the sins in this 
country: a bunch of New Yorkers 
in expensive clothes laughing over 
cocktails about inventive ways to 
kill someone on camera. If only 
someone had thought to nail a 
copy of the Ten Commandments 
over the bar... 

I admit I was taken aback by the 
audience’s cheering at an espe- 
cially gruesome bit of violence in 
the Oz episode. The victim cer- 
tainly didn’t deserve any sympa- 
thy, but I felt anguish for the char- 
acter who had been reduced to 
lashing out like a wild animal. It’s 
the same feeling I got from count- 
less similar scenes in the previous 
16 episodes of Oz, and I guess I 





always assumed that other viewers 
were reacting the same way. 
Perhaps Oz is best watched on a 
small screen in a tiny apartment, 
the better to appreciate the effects 
of claustrophobia on the human 
psyche. 

Indeed, in its third season Oz is 
as compulsively watchable as ever, 
with a quick pace, flawless acting, 
and serpentine plots unmatched by 
any other television series. All the 
major characters are back, includ- 
ing prison guard Diane Wittlesley 
(Edie Falco, also of The Sopranos); 
Tobias Beecher (Lee Tergesen), 
recuperating from an attack by 
Schillinger that left him with four 
broken limbs; and Miguel Alvarez 
(Kirk Acevedo), whose sentence of 
lifetime solitary confinement hasn’t 
lessened his role on the series. Their 
incredible luck — good, bad, and 
worse — can be credited to Tom 


Fontana, who produces the show 
with Barry Levinson and wrote the 
next five episodes with Bradford 
Winters. Added to the mix this 
summer are such celebrity directors 
as Matt Dillon and Steve Buscemi; 
guest stars including Uta Hagen 
and Anne Meara; and new regulars 
including Schillinger’s murderous 
son and a sexually aggressive 
female guard who goes after self- 
righteous prison administrator Tim 
McManus (Terry Kinney). 

All this talent produces a series 
that’s nasty and graphic even by 
cable-TV standards, and it’s fair to 
ask whether Oz justifies its use of 
violence. I don’t think the show is 
meant to be a realistic portrayal of 
prison life, which would be a poor 
excuse to splatter blood all over 
our TV screens anyway. Who 
needs to be told that criminals are 
capable of violence? Fontana and 
company undoubtedly do a lot of 
research on how prisons operate, 
but Oz still gets a little more 
implausible with each episode, if 





only because no state would allow 
so many grudges and favors and 
illicit deals to build up within such 
a tiny group of prisoners. After a 
deadly riot and the frequent mur- 
ders of prisoners and guards alike, 
Oswald State Penitentiary would 
have been taken apart, brick by 
brick, a couple of years ago. 
Instead, the place is simply 
renamed the Oswald State 
Correctional Facility in next 
week’s episode, leading Oz narra- 
tor Augustus Hill (Harold 
Perrineau) to speculate, “Maybe 
the state is finally admitting that 
nobody is penitent.” 

Oz certainly isn’t a cautionary 
tale in the tradition of Scared 
Straight or a testament to the 
human spirit like The Shawshank 
Redemption. The punishment rarely 
fits the crime at Oswald (one guy 
falsely confesses to a murder 
because death 
row is the only 
safe place for him 
in prison), and 
character improve- 
ments are never 
permanent. Last 
season, for exam- 
ple, a character 
won celebrity sta- 
tus and a gover- 
nor’s pardon on 
the basis of his 
poetry; he 
promptly shot 
someone at a 
book signing and 
was sent back to 
Oz. And the vio- 
lence doesn’t 
seem to be a tor- 
tured metaphor 
for the way “civi- 
lized” people 
acquire wealth or 
fame. Corrupt 
politicians are 
inevitable on Oz, 
but so far we've 
been spared any 
parallels between 
drug dealers and 
businessmen who 
kill through pollu- 
tion and starva- 
tion wages. 

So is there any 
point to the vio- 
lence on Oz? Can 
I explain why I’m 
absorbed in the 
series even though one reason I’m 
a television buff is that I hate gra- 
tuitously violent movies? Well, I’m 
fascinated by the closed-circle 
environment of Oswald prison, 
where an inmate has no choice but 
to fight back when his survival is 
threatened. The violence itself is 
not seductive, but I think most 
people are intrigued by a situation 
where all the mundane decisions 
that fill up our daily lives — what 
to eat, how to dress, whether to 
return a phone call — have been 
taken away from an_ individual, 
leaving him with nothing to do but 
plot against other men in the same 
situation. There’s a perversely 
attractive image of a close-knit 
community in Oz, where each per- 
son’s very existence affects every- 
one else. There’s no “bowling 
alone” here, and no one is left out 
when the Aryans and the Muslims 
and the Christians all choose sides. 
Of course, when every action has a 
thousand reactions, you end up 
with a lot of unintended conse- 








quences, and that’s where things 
get interesting. 

Oz makes the case that a 
humane society must treat its 
most inhumane citizens with dig- 
nity (the clerical characters of Rita 
Moreno and B.D. Wong are as 
single-minded in pursuit of mercy 
as the gang leaders are in pursuit 
of power), but Fontana and com- 
pany are too smart to suggest that 
the right hug at the right instance 
would have diverted any of the 
inmates from a life of crime. Even 
so, I keep thinking back to the 
episode from last season in which 
Oz’s warden (Ernie Hudson) 
ordered Miguel Alvarez to stand in 
a corner of his office all day, like a 
dog that’s been ordered to heel. 
Alvarez later gouged out the eyes 
of a guard in one of the series’s 
most horrific scenes, but his quiet 
humiliation in the warden’s office 
still has more resonance for me, 
which seems to be some kind of 
proof that Oz isn’t just a cheap 
excuse for violence. 

Early in next week’s episode, 
Alvarez rouses himself from sleep 
in order to relieve himself, get 
dressed, and lie back down on his 
cot. (“No man wants to think 
about himself all day,” says 
Augustus Hill in a voiceover.) It’s 
a pathetic image, and a reminder 
that, all their elaborate schemes 
notwithstanding, most of the 
inmates in Oz are just killing time. 
All of us contemplate this awful 
possibility, and if we’re lucky we 
find reason to reject it. The crowd 
at Markt had such a reason, and 
they deserved to celebrate. 


THERE ARE LOTS of bloody 
TV shows with no redeeming 
value, and MTV’s tedious 
Celebrity Deathmatch 
(Thursdays at 10 p.m.) is near 
the top of the list. In each seg- 
ment of this claymation series, 
two persons we’re all sick of, like 
Bill Clinton and Kenneth Starr, 
attack each other with silly props 
until one or both are killed. 
Sometimes the hosts of 
Deathmatch simply execute the 
contestants, as when Alex Trebek 
was shoved into a “soundproof 
booth” and mashed into a red- 
dish pulp and Pat Sajak had his 
face sliced off by a spinning 
Wheel of Fortune. Because the 
set-up and the punch line of 
every scene are the same — a 
hunk of clay looks like a person, 
then it doesn’t — none of the 
other jokes matters. Example: 
when Clinton enters the ring, we 
see a bunch of Monica Lewinsky 
look-alikes among the spectators. 
If you’re able to pat yourself on 
the back for “getting” this refer- 
ence, you might be satisfied by 
the level of political satire on 
Celebrity Cockfight — _ er, 
Deathmatch. 

If there’s a point, it seems to be 
that famous persons are too stupid 
to live (why else would they 
appear on this show?). In contrast 
to Oz, the victims here are as far 
removed from humanity as possi- 
ble. It’s easier to identify with Tom 
and Jerry, who at least tap into a 
hunter-and-prey kind of relation- 
ship found in many corporate 
boardrooms and marriages. The 
creators of Celebrity Deathmatch 
are guilty of a violent waste of 
time, and there’s no reason for 
you to become an accomplice. @ 
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The Souled American story 


BY CAMDEN JOY | first came across the 
band Souled American in 
completely by accident. I’d arrived early at an 
NYC nightclub to get a good seat for some 
headliner, and Souled American were opening. I 
had never heard of them. They had a record out 


Illinois 


but it wasn’t selling well; the label 
was about to go belly up. 

It’s hard to overestimate how 
indescribably different they 
sounded from other bands at the 
time. They played raw folk music 
that moved like reggae but sound- 
ed like early rock and roll. 
Blander versions of this same 
recipe (notably without the reg- 
gae) later brought acclaim to, 
among others, Uncle Tupelo and 
the Chickasaw Mud Puppies and 
gave rise to the alterna-country 
“No Depression” movement. 

A decade later, I awoke with a 
start to realize that Souled 
American had been utterly forgot- 
ten. My friends and I set out to 
change this. In the balmy summer 
of 1997, we postered the streets 
of New York and Chicago with 
first-hand accounts, provocative 
anecdotes, tall tales, wistful 
remembrances, enigmatic maps, 
chronologies, and diatribes — all 
of them in some way celebrating 
what we remembered of Souled 
American. We called our project 
“Fifty Posters About Souled 
American” even though, by the 
end, we had more than 65 
posters. Later these posters were 
gathered together and published 
as a small book entitled Make Me 
Laugh, Make Me Cry (Verse 
Chorus Verse Press). 

The project (and subsequent 
book) had startling conse- 
quences. The members of Souled 
American emerged, speaking to 
the press for the first time in a 
decade. Rock journalists, having 
heard of our posters, wrote glow- 
ing reappraisals of the band’s 
underground import. A San 
Francisco label decided to re- 
release Souled American’s long- 
out-of-print CDs. The band even 
started playing live shows — this 
week they’re coming to the 
Boston area, where they haven’t 
been since 1990. 

In their time away, Souled 
American never stopped evolving. 
Their sound now jettisons rhythm 
for rich atmosphere. It’s a fantas- 
tic sort of altered consciousness 
that they provoke while sitting 
and cradling instruments. To 
illustrate their elusive essence, let 
me offer some excerpts from our 
postering project. 


Typical problem, 
example one 

Yesterday, as I looked for their 
releases at a used-CD store, the 
nice guy behind the counter 
offered to help. He began by ask- 
ing me what category of music 
Souled American made. An easy 
enough question. He waited sev- 
eral minutes for me to answer 
while I looked at him, dumb- 
struck. Dumfounded. Dum-dum. 
He grew alarmed. “Is it your 
heart?” he asked me at last. 
“Should I call a doctor?” I waved 
him off and eventually he walked 
away, which left me there still 








pondering. What cat- 
egory of music? Do 
words exist that can 
describe this stuff of 
theirs, how _ their 
songs are missing 
their crucial parts, the 
sleeves with too little 
information, how they 
invert the manners of 
techno via its dub pre- 
decessor “folk trance” 
as they break syntax, 
lyrically and musical- 
ly? Lefty Frizzell via 
Pere Ubu? Lee Perry 
by way of Meat 
Puppets by way of 
Eno by way of Ry 
Cooder? The twine 
linking pop music to 
Souled American (I 
wanted to announce) 
is like what connects 
the monarch butterfly 
to the everyday 
housebat. 


Our first 
encounter 

. We [the Oswalds, 
my own band] were 
carrying instruments, 
having come straight 
from a_ rehearsal. 
What do I remember? I remem- 
ber a tall slim guy with mirror 
shades playing an acoustic guitar 
with a pick-up through an ampli- 
fier — it sounded like mine! This 
tall guy was singing from his 
heart, in a choked drawl. . . . It 
was truly unparalleled that all of 
us would be in immediate agree- 
ment on the beauty of another 
band’s sound, but there it was. 
Our songwriter found something 
to like, the cradling care with 
which these fellows carried each 
composition, a certain inarguable 
resemblance to the disjointed 
images and antique feel of his 
favorite Dylan bootlegs; our 
bassist saw a way of steering the 
sound, punching through the 
song, that he’d perhaps never 
imagined; our guitarist grew 
enraptured with the tender 
embellishments that their electric- 
guitarist submitted for our con- 


sideration every few. chord 
changes. I can’t imagine why our 
drummer liked it, unless he 


looked forward to the day when 
he would be restricted to an occa- 
sional tom hit, a lazy bass kick, a 
drag of the stick across the cym- 
bal, a percussive surrender. . . . 


Diminishing returns 

They have stapled their career to 
the ethos of the forlorn ex from 
one of their early songs, who pur- 
sues his gone love in complete 
secrecy: “I’ve often walked down 
your street. It’s paved; no one 
knows.” No one notices him in 
the song, of course, not just 
because a paved road carries no 
footprints but because his pursuit 
has so utterly wrecked his spirit as 


1988, 








to desubstantiate him, expunge 
his corporeality. The band’s pur- 
suit of the musical marketplace 
has fared no better, turning them 
— album by album — into 
spooks and phantoms. Dropping 
more and more chord changes 
out of their songs, increasingly

| If you’ve ever seen Pete Best at a 
| Beatles convention, or witnessed a 
low-level auto accident, then you can 
| guess the feelings that accompanied 
| ex-Cure member Lol Tolhurst’s 
| attempt at a comeback last week — a 
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little fascination, a little pity. Like the 
Beatles’ ousted drummer, Tolhurst 
probably has a few axes to grind: orig- 
inally the Cure’s drummer, he later 
moved to keyboards, then to second 
keyboards. By the Disintegration 
album he was down to playing “other 
instruments.” Asked what that 
entailed, group leader Robert Smith 
later claimed, “He didn’t do anything.” 
Tolhurst and Smith eventually fought a 
nasty, well-reported legal battle over 
the terms of his sacking from the 
group. 

Save for a brief spell with the band 
Presence, Tolhurst has now been quiet 
for about as long as the 10 years he 
was in the Cure. The show a week ago 
Monday at the Middle East was the 
official local debut of Levinhurst, a 
band he’s formed in Los Angeles with 
his wife, Cindy Levinson. And since 
Tolhurst really did make a contribution 
to the Cure — at least in the early days 
— there was reason to hope he’d come 
up with something. But Levinson was 
on stage only for the middle third of a 
90-minute show, and the other adver- 
tised Cure alumnus, drummer Andy 
Anderson, had- visa problems and 
missed the gig. That left Tolhurst on 
stage by his lonesome for most of the 
night — and instead of bringing his 
keyboards or even his old drum kit 
along, he spent the evening playing 
“other instruments.” 

Which is to say, he turned on a DAT 
machine and noodled with some sam- 
plers. And he leaned surprisingly heavy 
on the Cure’s legacy for someone 

° who'd been fired. Looking a bit like a 
psec | proper butler (or like Tim Curry play- 
ing one), Tolhurst opened with that 
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most ominous of stage announce- 
ments: “We’re going to try something 
a little different tonight.” And for his 
first half-hour, he simply spun remixed 
versions of Cure tracks, most appar- 
ently taken from available 12-inches. 
The small crowd came to life and start- 
ed dancing when he put on “Why 
Can’t I Be You” and “The Walk” — no 
surprise, they were good songs. But 
Tolhurst’s live contributions were min- 
imal: other than adding the occasional

sound effect or rhythm loop, he main- 
ly adjusted his headphones and tried 
his damnedest to look busy. At times 
he seemed to be distorting Smith’s 
voice out of spite, but that was it for 
intrigue. 

The embarrassment factor went 
down somewhat when his wife showed 
up for the Levinhurst material, which 
was reasonably solid in a Cure-meets- 
Portishead vein. A tall and athletic 
California type, Cindy Levinson had a 
voice well suited to ethereal pop, and 
she tried hard to liven things up, even 
dancing and interacting with the 
nonexistent band. But the material 
needed the dynamics that would come 
from live players or even live program- 
mers, and the muffled sound kept it 
from working as a dance-club experi- 
ence. Lyrics were buried in the mix — 
but since the one song title I caught 
was “Matrix of Love,” that may be a 
good thing. 

By now the audience had dwindled 
to a faithful few dozen, and at least 
one discussion group had formed on 
the Middle East floor. Tolhurst 
wrapped up the night by messing 
with more samples and, for the 
grand finale, spinning another Cure 
track. One at least left the show with 
renewed respect for the Cure — 
both because their music still holds 
up fine and because they had the 
good sense to kick this guy out. 
Element 47 opened the night with an 
altogether livelier set, mixing elec- 
tronic backdrop with live-band mus- 
cle and proving that someone’s still 
putting those new-wave influences 
to good use.

| ANGELS OF LIGHT: 
FLASHES OF 
| BRILLIANCE 


“I hate you for your love/I hate you for 
| your sex” is not exactly the kind of line 
you’d expect from a group called 
Angels of Light — unless you know 
that the band’s archangel is a self- 
styled Lucifer named Michael Gira 
who led the New York City-based 
group Swans. Under Gira’s leader- 
ship, Swans toiled for some 15 years 
in rock’s dark underbelly. The band’s 
early songs, like “Raping a Slave,” 
were lyrical and musical explorations 
| of man’s ugly nature. And sometimes 
| the ugly nature of God. 
Initially Gira’s Swans were a 

piledriver, a coiled fist of guitars, 
drums, sampler keyboards, and bass 
all smashing down on the same beat. 
Because of Swans’ extreme amplifica- 
tion, the sound was absolutely 
assaultive — and about as fresh and 
exciting as new rock got in the mid 
80s. Gira added to the mix a voice 
that alternated between scowling and 
pained, and a malevolent, self-loathing 
stage presence. Stripped to the waist 
and drooling, eyes rolled back into his 
head, he looked like a hanged man 
somehow reanimated. 

A week ago Friday at the Middle 
East, Gira seemed a more refined 
artiste — his short hair matching the 
tasteful conservativism of his brown 
shirt, pants, and suspenders. He sat at 
center stage in a chair with an acoustic 
guitar across his lap, robust save for a 
persistent cough he ascribed to two 
and a half months of touring. 

His ironically named Angels of Light 
also proved a more refined outfit. By 
the time Swans disbanded, Gira’s con- 
ception had been fortified by a wall of 
sound — layers of distortion and har- 
mony built from keyboards, samplers, 
effects-laden guitars, percussion, and 
various instruments imported from 
Asian and European folk musics. It had 
grown to include expansive melodies, 
too. At the Middle East and on the 
Angels’ debut, New Mother (Young 
God), melodies were the first order of 
biz. Gira’s six-string formed the spine 
of his new songs, which twisted along 
his favored themes of despair, love, and 
sex-as-power-and-panacea. 

Often they did so beautifully. Gira 
has mastered a crooning variation on 
the dry delivery perfected by fellow 
New Yorker Lou Reed. And on num- 
bers like “Praise Your Name,” an ode to 
female power and energy, the drive of 
his downstroked guitar chords was 
embraced by subile shades of steel gui- 
tar, a pleasing accordion, and bass used 
as a generator of low tones more so 
than of notes, which added emotional 
weight to his provocative lyrics. (Lines 
like, “You’re glorious! So rise above the 
garbage. Leave me where I fall.”) 

Gira’s recent writing is full of the 
kind of images that have long been his 
forte. In “Fear of Death (Love Me 
Now)” — as he sang of an interrupted 
hanging (or perhaps auto-eroticism), 
crawling naked and bloody down a hall, 
and emotional vampirism — the accor- 
dion in particular, playing a wheezy and 
skewed melody, helped transform the 
tale into a Fellini-esque nightmare. The 
best moments of the night, however, 
came when spare details like accordion 
lines, whispers of slide guitar, and gen- 
tly thrumming bass were devoured by 
volume and energy — the times when 
the entire band seized upon a passage 
and wailed at full tilt, creating a power- 
ful swirl of sound. 

Too often, though, Gira let the 
acoustic bedrock dictate the dynamics 
of the songs. There weren’t enough 
sonic shifts in the music, and there 
wasn’t enough of the excitement that 
came when his skilled ensemble fully 
applied themselves. Certainly there 
were passages of stirring lyric and 
musical power, especially in the per- 
formance’s energized opening songs 
and encore numbers. But the Angels of 
Light’s stretches of on-stage lifeless- 
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ness limited Gira’s brilliance to flashes.

M People’s Testify 


BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG What fans really want from 
the British dance-music quartet M People is a new studio 
CD, all new material. Instead, with Testify (Sony) we get a 


compilation of the act’s two previous CDs 
plus a mere two new songs, “Dreaming” 
and “Testify.” Is this enough to sustain the 
group’s status as current dance music’s 
most soulful performers? 

Perhaps. “Testify” is a sumptuous ballad, 
reminiscent of the Pet Shop Boys in both 
subject matter and sensitivity, in which is 
celebrated a love between “soulmates”: 
“Born to kiss/A little tenderness.” 
Inasmuch as Pet Shop Boy ballads — with 
their romantic generosity and melodic 
serenity, so unlike the cautious winks and 
lonely horniness that prevail in the new- 
jack world — are much needed in today’s 
pop music, “Testify” is more than welcome. 
Heather Small’s rich, deep, earth-mama 
contralto plushes and envelops the listener: 
she is on and in you, a velvet presence 


strong to the shoulder. Three minutes of 


her melisma are enough to take you; if not, 
then three minutes more of her singing the 
high-rolling lustfulness of “Dreaming” (an 
easy interlude of dance bliss) and you will 
not know where or who you were before 
the music started. 

This happy oblivion comes with support- 
ing music, too, chiefly through saxophonist 
Mike Pickering, percussionist Shovell, and 
bassist Mike Heard. It’s jazzy music ground- 
ed in spiky, garage-style house beats, a light 
touch that for the most part harks directly 
back to classic disco. But the group’s music 
also imports aspects of the ethereal jazz cre- 
ated a dozen years ago by Sade and her sim- 
ilarly styled band. And though Sade was the 
purer singer, Heather Small packs much 
more punch — her strength is almost mus-

direct-to-the-heartstrings glamor — no, 
not even Erykah Badu, all ego and feline in 
the manner of Nina Simone — it perhaps 
doesn’t matter that M People’s third CD 
has so little of the new in it. Who wouldn’t 
want to hear the raucous jump-for-joy in 
“Angel St.” again, with its message of 
“gonna taste my soul food” sexual ban- 
queting and its click-your-heels beat? Or 
“Fantasy Island;” a sentimental, ’70s-style 
soul dance in which Small oohs and purrs 
as she calls all the world to gather in dance 
embrace? Or “Just for You,” a solemn love 
dedication full of sweetness and certainty? 
Or “Smile,” a plush Euro-ballad over- 
looked when it first appeared on the 
group’s second CD? Or, deepest of all, the 
song that overpowered “Smile”: “Sight for 
Sore Eyes,” the most gospel-pure outcry 
dance music’s heard since Aretha mattered. 
If it isn’t sexual ecstasy when Small goes “I 
feel your body like a velvet glove” while the 
music purrs, pumps, and pfffts, it can only 
be the same thing called by another name. 
So let’s just call it life. 

Which is a good argument for enjoying a 
second pass through the M People oeuvre 
without feeling trifled with: why not live 
twice? Testify helps move the past forward, 
too, including three remixes of early M 
People hits: “Colour My Life,” “How Can I 
Love You More,” and, biggest of all, 
“Moving On Up,” a statement-of-purpose 
song that made M People (briefly) a success 
in the US. The hit is remixed by Mark 
Picchiotti, a Chicago house master (and

Ali Farka Touré’s are agricultural, too 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Jimi Hendrix sang “I’m gonna 


pick up my ax and fight like a farmer” in his anti-Vietnam 


War screed “Machine Gun. 


Malian blues-influenced guitarist Ali Farka 
Touré did just that. After winning a 
Grammy for his most famous recording, 
1994’s Talking Timbuktu (Hannibal) 
collaboration with American guitarist Ry 
Cooder, Touré retired to his village of 
Niafunké and set about battling hunger and 
poverty. He used his money from touring 
and record sales to build an arsenal of water 
pumps and irrigation tubing, and he has 
mounted an attack on the desert. He has led 
Niafunké’s villagers in cultivating a section 
of the otherwise barren land around their 
home, thereby putting food on their tables. 

“Music is very important to me, but my 
profession is agriculture,” Touré told the 
men who dragged a portable recording stu- 
dio, hundreds of feet of cable, and a gener- 
ator to the master musician’s unelectrified 
village to record his new WNiafunké 
(Hannibal). That was the only way produc- 
er Nick Gold and engineer Jerry Boys could 
make this album, Touré’s fourth domestic 
release on the label. (He had officially 
announced his retirement from music upon 
completing his tour with Cooder in 1995.) 
The sessions weren’t easy. Touré spent days 
toiling in the hot fields and at night arrived 
— along with the usual evening onslaught 
of snakes and bugs — at the makeshift stu- 
dio in an open-air brick building to record. 
He brought a shifting line-up of musicians 
along and drafted them or played solo as his 
mood dictated. There were no rehearsals,

there was no preproduction, and Gold and 
Boys had no clear idea of what they’d be 
getting besides a sunburn. 

They got much more: insect bites, a les- 
son in daily desert life, and a brilliant 
recording. Niafunké is a more dramatic and 
harder-edged CD than Talking Timbuktu; it 
may even be the 60-year-old Touré’s best 
album. Cooder brought a more melodic and 
harmonic sensibility to Touré’s music. And 
Cooder’s guitar, steeped in blues and col-

ored by his own virtuosic technique, was a 
graceful mate for Touré’s sliding, roiling 
six-string through which the bloodline 
between Mali and Mississippi can be heard 
coursing. 

Like Touré’s pre—Talking Timbuktu 
albums The River (1990) and The Source 
(1992), the dozen songs on Niafunké are 
more driving and barer-boned. Touré’s debt 
to American bluesman John Lee Hooker 
and to the musical and griot storytelling tra- 
dition of his homeland — especially the 
performances of the Guinean guitarist 
Ketita Fodeba, who inspired him to take up 
his instrument in 1956 — resonates every- 
where. It’s in his speedy hammered notes 
and the stumbling mesmeric rhythms of the 
instrumental “ASCO,” in the teeth-bearing 
pulse and melismatic cries of his anthem 
“Ali's Here,” in the heady-but-spare 
melodies he plays on traditional African vio- 
lin in “Jangali Famata.” 

In the latter two songs it takes just a pass- 
ing familiarity with the recordings of the 
late Junior Kimbrough to hear the link 
between the cadences and vocal phrasings 
of North Africa and north Mississippi. It’s 
even more apparent when Touré employs 
his drummers, who pick up his guitar lines 
and repeat them in their rhythms just as 
Kimbrough’s bassists and kit-drummers did 
before the juke-joint champion died last 
year. Or check out some of Hooker’s solo 
performances, like his blood-chilling 
“Tupelo,” and you'll hear the 
same kind of rhythmic outpour- 
ing of notes. The primary differ- 
ences are, of course, language 
and the tunings Touré uses, 
which are more microtonal than 
the standard and open-key tun- 
ings employed in blues. 

The same distinctly African 
tonal sense can be heard in his 
voice, his lyrics dancing in slight- 
ly but constantly shifting pitches. 
There’s also more of the dry 
pinch of desert heat than low- 
lying Delta humidity in Touré’s 
sound, the resonance in his sinus 
cavities sculpting tones high and 
powerful enough to slice through 
any surrounding music. 

Much has been made of his 
obvious connection to American 
blues. But “this record is more 
real, more authentic,” Touré 
writes in Niafunké’s liner notes. 
“It was recorded in the place 
where the music belongs — deep 
Mali. We were in the middle of 
the landscape that inspired the 
music, and that in turn inspired 
myself and the musicians. My 
music is about where I come 
from and our way of life, and it is 
full of important messages for 
Africans.” 

According to their CD-booklet 
translations, songs like “Pieter 
Botha,” “Jangali Famata,” “Allah 
Uya,” and “Mali Dje” reflect on 
perseverance, God, the shatter- 
ing of apartheid, the beauty of 
Mali and its people, and the shar- 
ing of good fortune. This last 
remains his priority. “Music is very impor- 
tant to me, but my profession is agricul- 
ture,” he says in Hannibal’s press bio for 
Naifunké. (Since his town has no power, 
it’s tough for journalists to speak to Touré 
by phone.) So don’t expect him to tour. 
“I’ve responsibility for a lot of people, and 
when I leave the village, I am shirking my 
responsibility.” Which means that for now 
his music’s renown will have to grow on its 
own. # 














Jazz violin starts here 


BY ED HAZELL Mosaic Records has 


dug into the vaults of yet another jazz 


label for one of its most revelatory box 


sets in some time: The Complete Verve Stuff Smith Sessions. 
Violinist Smith is not generally considered a major figure in 
jazz, but on the basis of these mid-career recordings it’s hard 
to imagine why not. The nine sessions spread over four CDs 
reveal an important figure in the transition from swing to bop, 
a soloist of great rhythmic drive, harmonic daring, and 
boundless melodic invention. This set includes an entire CD 
devoted to previously unissued 1956 trio sessions that are 
major additions to the Smith discography. The historical value 
of the set is also enhanced by four unissued titles from a 1959 
session with Shirley Horn that features her first recorded

vocals, and a previously unissued and utterly delightful 1964 
encounter with Ellington trumpeter/violinist Ray Nance. 

In many ways Smith was the father of jazz violin. Unlike 
other jazz violinists of the time, like Eddie South or Joe 
Venuti, he conceived of the instrument more along African- 
American jazz models than along European classical ones. 
(Frenchman Ste-phane Grappelli, like Smith, was self- 
taught but derived many of his ideas, and his sweet tone, 
from Gypsy music.) He developed his own bowing tech- 
niques, which helped him execute shorter phrases similar to 
what you’d hear from breath-controlled instruments like 
trumpet or saxophone. With his hoarse, earthy tone and that 
idiosyncratic phrasing, his music is most similar in sound 
and execution to that of saxophonists like Coleman Hawkins 
and Ben Webster. Swing was all-important to him, and he 
once likened his way of hitting the strings with his bow to a 
drummer playing a cymbal. He also emulated big bands 
when he used double stops. He conceived the E and A 
strings as the brass section and the D and G strings as the 
reeds, and he riffed like an orchestra at the climax of his 
solos. His transformation of the violin into a genuine jazz 
instrument is in many ways comparable to what Hawkins did 
for the tenor sax. His early use of contact mikes ranks him 
with other amplified instrument pioneers like guitarists 
Eddie Durham and Charlie Christian. 

One shouldn’t wax too grandiose about Smith’s innova- 
tions, however, because he was also a down-to-earth and 
infectiously joyful entertainer. An irrepressible comedian on 
stage, Smith enjoyed wide popularity in the late ’20s and 
early ’30s. Even at his most adventurous, with the bands on 
52nd Street that influenced trumpeter Dizzy Gillespie and 
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“Stop, Look.” A later 1959 session features understated 
piano comping by a young Shirley Horn, as well as four pre- 
viously unissued tracks with Horn’s dark, intimate singing. 
Verve producer Norm Granz often paired up artists on his 
roster in all-star sessions. The April 57 meeting with trum- 
peter Gillespie has a loose, blowing-session quality. Much of 
the date rambles unevenly, but sparks fly on a very fast 
“Russian Lullaby,” on which Smith more than holds his own 
against the modernist trumpeter. The March '57 meeting with 
pianist Oscar Peterson, though not as likely a pairing, is excel- 
lent throughout, highlighted by a insouciant version of Smith’s 
“Desert Sands” and several rollicking Ellington numbers. 
Today there are probably more jazz violinists than at any 
time in the history of the music. From Leroy Jenkins and Billy 
Bang to Regina Carter, Mark Feldman, and Mat Maneri, you 
can think of them all as the children of Stuff Smith. & 


other younger players whose music became known as bebop, 
he never lost his feel for song, the blues, or the theatricality of 
popular music. A broadly comic singer who was very much in 
the Armstrong vein, Smith was also a prolific, if not always 
memorable, composer of popular songs — 27 of the 57 
tracks in the Mosaic box were written or co-written by him. | 
He was the least pretentious innovator you can imagine. 
The two trio sessions on the first CD, inexplicably unis- 
sued until now, are vintage Smith: rhythmically extroverted, 
unfailingly lyrical improvisations with flashes of harmonic 
daring and flag-waving double-stop finales. The session with 
pianist Jimmy Jones (best known as an accompanist of 
singers like Sarah Vaughan and Ella Fitzgerald) holds the 
edge for Jones’s sophisticated chording and his rhythmic 
simpatico with Smith. On several quartet sessions, backing 
trios offer a lighthanded, spacious, rhythmically strong foun- 
dation for Smith’s flamboyant swing. His down-home feel- 
ing and mustardy-sweet blues inflections mesh especially 
well with pianist Carl Perkins on two 1957 dates that are |

And then 
of course there’s Ally McBeal: the ultimate 
prime-time product of years of white cultur- 
al fantasy and repressed desire, complete 
with its own Asian dragon queen and DA 
negress in heat. 

All of this falls under the ambitiously 
wide net British music critic and composer 
David Toop casts in his new book, Exotica: 
Fabricated Soundscapes 
in a Real World (Ser- 
pent’s Tail). Toop assem- 
bles a lush and often 
frustrating hodgepodge 
of travel writing, pseudo- 
fiction, micro-essays, 
and magazine profiles 
that in their own differ- 
ent ways try to navigate 
the vaguely drawn terri- 
tory of exotica: that sticky web of fantasies, 
desires, and cultural longings that for cen- 
turies has structured the way the West 
craves and repudiates inventions of other- 
ness. 

Toop spends plenty of time on the ’50s 
aural primitivism and tiki-taboo-tambu 
fetish fests of composers like Martin Denny 
and Les Baxter, but Exotica tries to be 
something more. The author juggles 
Herman Melville and Bill Laswell, Joseph 
Conrad and Yma Sumac, Paul Gauguin 
and Dr. John, not just to flip through post- 
cards of barbarism and tribalism but to see 
how his own obsessions with the imagina- 
tive powers of the exotic fit in as well. At its 
best (the book’s second section), Exotica is 
dazzling interdisciplinary thread weaving 
that connects the dots between Alice 
Coltrane and the birth of the bikini; at 
worst (the final section of half-baked fic- 
tions), it’s self-aggrandizing new-ageism 
masquerading as important,  well- 
researched theory. 

Toop knows well that fictions of exotica 
— primordial villages, naked Indians, jungle 
drums — have always been utopias of white 
escape, and he’s open about his own 
Gauguin tendencies. He even locates his 
search for exotica in his wife’s suicide — a 
personal meltdown that, like a redo of 
Rodger Kamenetz in The Jew and the Lotus, 
sends him searching for truth in imaginative 
landscapes made real by their inauthenticity. 





There are moments when you can feel 
Toop grappling with his ambivalence as the 
explorer writer/explorer listener who jour- 
neys to faraway places to learn about him- 
self (a self-consciousness I found missing 
from the way Wim Wenders shoots Ry 
Cooder driving through Havana on a 
motorcycle in Buena Vista Social Club). At 
least Toop tries to figure out how to write 
about a body of work — an entire tradition 
of knowledge — that gives him pleasure 
and that he’s comfortable in and yet is one 
that remains racked with 
problems. 

The entanglement of 
Toop the critic of exotica 
and Toop the participant 
exoticizer gets even 
messier with his own 
electronic contribution to 
post-Denny and post- 
Baxter musical utopias, 
Museum of Fruit (Cai- 

pirinha), which he composed for Itsuko 
Hasegawa’s Japanese dome complex of the 
same name. With its squealing aquatic 
exhales and translucent shells of membra- 
neous sound, Museum may be more disso- 
nant and abrasive than the breezy frolic of 
standard exotica fare, but the architectural 
logic behind it (it’s the third installment in 
Caipirinha’s Architettura series) still dove- 
tails with Toop’s own writings on the 
importance of ruins and spaces to the 
exoticizing mindset. It makes you wonder 
how far Toop’s sonic geography, with its 
flickers of Asian wind and string instru- 
ments, really is from Denny’s fantasy music 
for fantasy savages. 

These tensions flare up on the pages of 
Exotica in a productive way that exoticizers 
never count on: the natives talk back. “For 
years I had been collecting stories from 
narrators in many different countries,” 
Toop writes early on, “I had made their 
tongues into my story.” But in a string of 
isolated pieces on artists like LA Samoans 
Boo-Yaa T.r.i.b.e., Ornette Coleman, and 
former Yellow Magic Orchestra member 
Harumi Hosono (who flips the lens by call- 
ing American film and rock and roll “exot- 
ic”), their tongues tell their own stories. 
Such reversals are necessary reminders 
that, in the end, exotica is all about where 
you’re at, what you need, and how much 
power you have to make your dreams come 
true. Ld 
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international new-music scene; when he died last year, he 
left a hole in its musical and personal heart. Supplementing 


his cello with pedals and effects that let him 
mutate its sound and play along with loops 
of himself, he was a spectacular musician 
and collaborator. Hallelujah, Anyway: 
Remembering Tom Cora (Tzadik) is a love- 
ly double-disc farewell from his collabora- 
tors and friends, which means it’s got a 
stellar line-up — the players include the

It’s appro- 
priate that Hallelujah is more of a wake 
than.a funeral (there’s even a brass-band 
version of his piece “The Gospel of Gone”) 
and very much in Cora’s spirit: celebratory, 
wry, varied, and perpetually surprising. 
Electronic-music pioneer Max Brand’s 
loss isn’t felt quite as keenly any more — he 
died in 1980, at the age of 84, and most of 
the contributors to the two-CD In 
Memoriam Max Brand (Rhiz) hadn’t yet 
started making music then. 
In fact, he’s little enough 
known now that most of 
the first disc is devoted to 
his own work. The central 
idea of his compositions 
was to use electronics to 
enhance other sounds — 
radio advertisements, chil- 
dren’s songs, “found” 
recordings — and turn 
them into musical art, in 
the same way that visual art incorporated 
and enhanced non-artistic artifacts. It wasn’t 
a popular idea at the time, but it’s become 
the bread and butter of a new wave of elec- 
tronic musicians, particularly the Austrian- 
based scene that put together In Memoriam, 
using late-’"90s equipment to pay direct 
homage to Brand’s recordings and methods. 
Radian, Fritz Ostermayer, and Dorninger- 
Androsch continue his “commercial,” “frag- 
ment” and “French folk-song” series; others 
simply make use of his luminous, vibrating 
analogue tones. 

At the opposite end of the art scale, 
Florida’s Harry Pussy pulled off five solid 
years of sonic terrorism. Their specialty 
was music that was way more high-concept 
than it seemed. In the band’s final incarna-

xxx The Pretenders, VIVA EL 
AMOR (Warner Bros.). It's been 
more than five years since Chrissie 
Hynde last convened her 
Pretenders for a full-length record- 
ing, and a lot has happened in the 
meantime for women in rock — 
from litte things like Liz Phair and 
fiot grrr to big ones like Alanis 
Morissette and Lilith Fair. But 
Hynde, who's managed only eight 
albums in 20 years, seems 
untouched by time or trend on Viva 
El Amor, even if an occasional trip- 
hop-tinged beat and subtle wash of 
electronic interference poke 
through the chiming Fenders and 
double-tracked vocals of the new 
disc. Like Tom Petty and, well, not 
many others, Hynde's an idiosyn- 
cratic-yet-accessible enough front- 
person to have gotten away with 
sticking to the same basic pop-rock 
formula without necessarily incur- 
ring diminishing returns. 
Everything, from the sound of her 
voice to the style of her songwriting, 
iS SO recognizably hers that you 
have to wonder why she hasn't dis- 
carded the Pretenders trademark 
and taken on Chrissie Hynde as a 
brand name, particularly since 
drummer Martin Chambers is the 
only surviving original Pretender. 
But even Hynde’s love of the four- 
piece-rock-band dynamic remains 
unchanged. 

Viva El Amor opens with Hynde 
talking her way through a “Brass in 


| decades without feeling nostalgic. 


Pocket’- or “Back to Ohio’-style 
tune in which she comments, “They 
don't make ‘em like they used to” 
(and rhymes Kylie Minogue with 
Vogue for extra credit), coasts 
gracefully into bittersweet “Talk of 
the Town” terrain for “Human” (one 
of two tracks she didn't write), and 
goes on to refer to everything from 
the harmonica-biown grit of “Middle 
of the Road” to the wistful, weath- 
ered caress of “Back on the Chain 
Gang.” In other words, Viva El 
Amor finds a way to touch on just 
about every Pretender peak from 
the last two decades without feeling 
overly nostalgic. Hynde knows they 
don't make ‘em like they used to, 
but she’s clearly just talking about 
people, not songs.

If Miracle 
Legion singer Mark Mulcahy’s pop 
instincts have evolved since his 
band's brilliant 1984 debut, The 
Backyard, he's kept it secret. 
There's still a bittersweet edge to 
his lyrics, still chiming guitars at the 
fore (even on moody numbers like 
this CD's ennui-consumed “As 
Usual”), still the same simple per- 
suasive rhythms, and his breathy 
voice out front. Here disguised as 
Polaris — the name under which 
they've served as house band for 
the Nickelodeon kids’ show The 
Adventures of Pete and Pete for 
several years — Mulcahy and com- 
pany turn back the clock with the 
opening chords of “Hey Sandy” to 
deliver one of the better ‘80s pop 
albums of the '90s. “Recently” even 
recalls the days when Miracle 
Legion were laboring in Murmur- 
era R.E.M.’s shadow as Muicahy’s 
vocal phrases take distinctly Stipe- 
like twists. Nostalgic, yes, but 
there's enough Velvet Underground 
beneath these numbers — espe- 
cially crashers like “The Monster's 
Loose” — to keep Polaris from 
being kids’ stuff.

Behind him the Suicidal 
posse nail the patented thrashy 
break, their calling card since the 
now classic hardcore/metal hit 
“Institutionalized.” It's 1999, but on 
the band’s latest, Freedumb, it 
might as well still be 1983, only 
with a slightly more sophisticated 
and less cheesy guitar tone than 
was their style back then. There's 
an overdriven warmth to these 
songs — the kind of crackly charm 
you found between the grooves of 
Black Flag and Circle Jerks singles 
— but Freedumb isn't an exercise 
in comfy nostalgia. The funk is 
fresh in the jackhammer bass slaps 
on “Scream Out’ and the ven- 
omous wah-wah drips on “Half 
Way Up My Head.” The thrash is 
unbridled and free of mature musi- 
cian’s machismo on “Cyco Vision” 
and “We Are Family.”

The latest project 
by the Auteurs’ Luke Haines (who 
most recently masterminded 
1996's creepy, funky Baader 
Meinhoff) is more often than not 
almost painfully understated, 
marked by a crisp, spacious sound 
but not a whole lot of inspiration. in 
muiti-instrumentalist John Moore 
— ex of Jesus and Mary Chain, 
Expressway, and Revolution 9 — 
and cautious vocalist Sarah Nixley, 
Haines has found collaborators 
sympathetic to his Victorian para- 
noia but not quite sure what to do 
with it. England Made Me often 
seems made up entirely of treble 
sounds — fragile, thin, and not ter- 
ribly filling. Nixley — sounding like 
a more on-key version of Mazzy 
Star’s Hope Sandoval — doesn't 
quite convey the slyness that 
Haines brings to the lyrics, which 
means much of the album feels like 
a single entendre, a collection of 
statements that couldn't have any 
other meaning behind them. It's too 
bad, because in spots you can 
hear these tracks peer out from 
behind the disaffection draped 
upon them, and they're vintage 
Haines — tuneful, compelling, and 
a little menacing. Black Box 
Recorder just can't get up the ener- 
gy to meet the challenge of their 
own songs.

xxx Todd Terry, TODD TERRY 
RESOLUTIONS (Astraiwerks). 
That Todd Terry, one of the origina- 
tors of deep house, has moved to 
the Astraiwerks label tells fans the 
bad news: he plays in the trip-hop 
electronics garden now. But there is 
also, in this 14-track CD, some 
good news, as one might expect of 
a master rhythm cutter like Terry: 
the beat always comes first. 
Whatever buzzes, blips, Jamaican 
toasting, or club-cut voice samples 
may turn up in tracks like “Todzilla,” 


“Yo,” “What’cha Know,” and “I'm 
God (and there are plenty of sound 
effects piled and looped, like Art of 
Noise's Trevor Horn gone stir- 
crazy), the beat hits your face 
before any of it. Terry's beats stand 
close to the mike, like skin, a hun- 
dred hair and hive details touching 
it. But you can also taste that beat, 
its depth and animus. And if some- 
times, as in “Buzzsaw,” the beat- 
work merely repeats the Chemical 
Brothers’, tracks like “Blackout,” 
“Technic,” and “What'cha Know" 
have a much more lowdown growl 
than the Chemicals are ever likely 
to make. Terry overstates his get- 
downs — big-time. That's what 
counts, even if he’s no longer work- 
ing the satin disco darkside that 
made his reputation.

A highlight of last year's clev- 
erly titled Anglo-indian dance com- 
pilation Untouchable Outcaste 
Beats Vol. 1 was Badmarsh and 
Shri on “Dancing Drums,” eight 
minutes of pitch-shifting tabla, rub- 
bery bass lines, and fractured flute 
loops. Nothing on the duo’s full- 
length debut quite matches the 
intensity of “Dancing Drums,” which 
opens the disc. Nevertheless, they 
rise above the clutter of raga-tinged 
dub thanks to Bombay-bom multi- 
instrumentalist Shri. Whenever he 
comes to the fore — bowing his 
fretless. bass over the dark 
drum 'n' bass of “Lament,” singing 
and playing double-time tabla pat- 
terns on “130 Steps,” or blowing 
breathy flute improvisations on 
“Parallel Crossings” — he brings 
with him a sense of tradition, pas- 
sion, and most important, melody 
that separates Dancing Drums from 
the work of any number of club kids 
with samplers and crates of Ravi 
Shankar records.

**1/2 Boom Boom Satellites, 
OUT LOUD (Epic). Like Godzilla 
in the nuclear age, the Boom 
Boom Satellites have risen from 
the dark waters of Japan, 
spawned by Western technology 
and club culture. British big beat is 
fused with monstrous breakbeats 
on Out Loud (Epic), a somewhat 
unwieldy conglomeration of 
chunky guitar riffs, space-age 
bleeps, and frenetic scratches lay- 
ered over schizophrenic grooves 
The duo, Michiyuki Kawashima 
(vocals and guitar) and Masayuki 
Nakano (bass, drums, and DJ), 
aren't confrontational in the abra- 
sive Japanese noise-rock tradition. 
Rather, heavy punk guitar and 
occasional hoarse vocals are 
blended into seductive, ever-shift- 
ing electronic washes, producing a 
smooth yet startling fusion of sam- 
ples, live instrumentation, 
drum 'n’ bass, and straight 
rhythms. Like a more experimental 
Asian Dub Foundation or Beck for 
the raver set, the Satellites follow 
the increasingly familiar electro- 
tock third way, using a pastiche of 
yesterday's revolutionary sounds 
to communicate, with rhythm and 
texture rather than words, their 
vision of the future. Strains of jazz 
and hip-hop can also be heard 
throughout, but the album is most 
effective in the way it serves up the 
simple pleasures of beats and 
ethereal clutter, techno and other-

Like the Kralahome 
(voice of lan Richardson),-an evil 
royal adviser/magician who wants 
arriving British schoolteacher 
Anna (Miranda Richardson) to 
report the King of Siam (Martin 
Vidnovic) as a “barbarian” so the 
Brits will kick him-out and, the 
Kralahome can step in.

A worn, faintly crimson vio- 
lin goes up for auction in 
Switzerland — the legendary, 








long-lost “Red Violin” made by 
the master craftsman Nicolo 
Busotti (Carlo Cecchi) in the late 
17th century (this is all fictitious), 
and in the tense minutes as the 
bidders scramble to possess it, 
the history and the peregrinations 
of the object they covet unfolds in 
flashbacks, including the tragi- 
comedy of a 19th-century orphan 
child prodigy with a weak heart 
and the chilling travails of those 
trying to preserve the violin from 
the Red Brigades during the 
Chinese Cultural Revolution.

Shea’s stark, South Boston 
GoodFellas wanna-be, every- 
one’s either a dick-scratching 
hood or a distressed woman teth- 
ered to one. Former New Kid on 
the Block Donnie Wahiberg is a 
sympathetic Danny Quinn, the 
fallen son who returns home to 
patch together his deteriorating 
family structure. His mother 
(played with warm grit by Anne 
Meara) suffers from a stress- 
related coronary condition, his 
brother can't hold a job and has a 
mounting gambling habit, and his 
sister (Rose McGowan showing a 
surprising ability to emote) is a 
hard-drinking alcoholic. Worse, 
Quinn's buddies are deep into the 
local mob faction for setting up an 
“after-hours” club, an old rival has 
an ax to grind, and a turf war 
hangs heavy in the air. The 
eclectic, energetic soundtrack 
commingles punk, rap, Celtic folk, 
and rock, provides a poignantly 
subtle energy, but novice director 
Shea, in his rush to paint “his” 





Southie as a dark and foreboding 
underworld, aggrandizes each 
scene with looming tragic circum- 
stance and overheated conflict.

* * x SOUTH PARK (1999). A 
new Canadian film opens in 
South Park: “Terence and Philip 
in Asses of Fire.” The South Park 
children learn naughty language: 
“f*#k off you donkey-raping s#@t- 
eater.” Terence slaps Brooke 
Shields on Conan O'Brien: “I fart- 
ed once on the set of Blue 
Lagoon.” The South Park moms 
form M.A.C. (Mothers Against 
Canada) and become militant: “I 
just don’t trust anything that 
bleeds for five days and doesn’t 
die.” Kenny goes to Hell and dis- 
covers that Satan and Saddam 
Hussein are lovers: “Rub my nip- 
ples while | terture this little 
piggy.” South Park plans to exe- 
cute Terence and Philip: “Horrific, 
deplorable violence is okay as 
long as nobody says any dirty 
words.” Canada declares war: 
“This-is aboot democracy, it’s 
aboot freedom of speech... ” 
The children band together to 
save Terence and Philip, and 
Cartman gets all sensitive: “Kyle, 
every time | said you were a big 
dumb Jew | didn't mean it — 
you're not a Jew.” The army and 
the kids face off: “Stand down, 
children. You can still see fart 
jokes on Nickelodeon.” Kenny 
removes his hood, stops Satan 
from taking over the world, and 
brings peace to South Park.

* * STAR WARS: EPISODE 1 
THE PHANTOM MENACE 
(1999). After all the hype, 
George Lucas's prequel looks 
like the Empire’s new clothes. 
The story is an unmythic tale of 
trade routes and tax disputes, 
with Jedi knight Qui-Gon Jinn 
(Liam Neeson, more dispirited 
than detached) and his appren- 
tice’ Obi-Wan’ Kenobi (Ewan Mc. * 














Gregor as the younger Alec 
Guinness, more sour than tart) 
sent to rescue kabuki-coiffed 
Queen Amidala _ (Natalie 
Portman, lost in ornate cos- 
tumes) from the nasty Trade 
Federation. Naturally their 
escape attempt takes them to 
Tatooine, so that nine-year-old 
Anakin Skywalker (Jake Lloyd, 
more Dennis than menace) can 
bail them out and impress Qui- 
Gon as “the Chosen One” who 
will restore balance to the uni- 
verse. All this leads to a climactic 
confrontation with bad guy Darth 
Maul (Ray Park, whose red-and- 
black-patterned face and horns 
make him look like Satan or a 
cheap carpet). In the first trilogy, 
the Force had the pull of the 
Dark Side — the enigmatic 
charisma of Vader, the Oedipal 
ambiguity of Luke’s lineage. 
Here, the dark side is the down 
side. The movie has no heart, 
dark or otherwise, only state-of- 
the-art accouterments. Cheri, 
Fresh Pond, Chestnut Hill sub- 
urbs. 

* 1/2 SUMMER OF SAM (1999). 
Spike Lee had a bold, provoca- 
tive idea — how David Berko- 
witz’s 1977 rampage in biue-col- 
lar neighborhoods of Queens and 
the Bronx instigated and illumi- 
nated the intolerance and vio- 
lence underlying those communi- 
ties. But his treatment is at best a 
rehash of Martin Scorsese’s 
Mean Streets and Taxi Driver. He 
almost succeeds in drawing a 
parallel between Berkowitz, who 
blamed his crimes on Satanic 
messages from his neighbor's 
dog, and his characters, who 
seek out scapegoats for their 
own vices. If only the director's 
writing were as effective as 
Berkowitz’s: the letters the killer 
sent to the police and the media 
provide some of the film’s creepi- 
est moments.

Disney 
finally gets around to the primal 
myth of the titled noble, Lord 
Greystoke, who is also a beast, a 
hunter, a provider, a protector in 
a savage, post-Darwinian world, 
our link to the apes from which 
we descended. Like Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’s original, this Tarzan 
moves like a gorilla (with some 
skate- and surfboard moves 
thrown in) but thinks like a man. 
Glenn Close voices his gorilla 
mother with grace and tender- 
ness; Minnie Driver gives us a 
sly, animal-loving, Julie Andrews 
sort of Jane; Rosie O’Donnell 
provides wisecracking contempo- 
raneity and a mean mohawk as 
young Tarzan’s best gorilla pal;

It’s 1930s Florence, and 
little Luca, the directorial alter 
ego in this piquant film that 
expands on a chapter of Franco 
Zeffirelli's autobiography, spends 
much time nestled under the col- 
lective wing of an eccentric crew 
of art-loving English and 
American women that includes 
Maggie Smith as the haughty 
hatter of an English aristocrat 
who has tea with Mussolini; Judi 
Dench as an aging, Isadora- 
esque protector of art; Joan 
Plowright as Luca’s surrogate- 
mother-in-chief; Lily Tomlin as a 
cheeky, weather-beaten lesbian 
archeologist; and Cher as a 
Jewish-American ex-showgirl 
who deals in wealthy husbands 
and modern art. Zeffirelli’s film is 
in part a valentine to the mafia of 
English-dowager expatriates 
known as the “Scorpioni” who 
ignore every indication that the 
party between Italy and England 
is over and end up under house 
arrest in the tower town of San 
Gimignano. Even with World War 
ll in the margins, his memoir can 
seem slight, and the events of 
the film are sometimes muddled.

Restored to its director's-cut 
length, 11 minutes longer than 
David O. Selznick’s American 
theatrical release, Carol Reed's 
film seems cheekier and more 
vital than ever. As the title sug- 
gests, the nature of identity is the 
big question here, and Selznick 1 
inadvertently added to the murk 
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voice of Joseph Cotten, who 
plays protagonist Holly Martins.

Harry Lime (Orson Welles) has 
died under circumstances more 
mysterious than the police — or 
any of the unctuous black-market 
types involved — will admit.

(1999). Paul Quinn's film stars 
James Caan as frustrated 
schoolteacher Kieran, who sets 
off for Ireland to trace the identity 
of the father he has never known 
and get a new lease on life. He 
takes along his peevish, likewise 
unsettled nephew Jack (Jacob 
Tierney), and together they jour- 
ney to a remote Irish village, 
where they unearth the story of 
their lineage and in the process 
experience life-affirming epipha- 
nies. But This Is My Father is 
less about Kieran’s spiritual 
odyssey than it is about his 
father’s romantic quest; in flash- 
back we learn that dad (a thick- 
necked Aidan Quinn) was a poor 
sod farmer involved in a “Romeo 
and Juliet” love affair with the 
fiery daughter (a sparkling Moya 
Farrelly) of his landowner (an 
angular Gina Moxley). Tragedy, 
romance, and realization lie at 
each toggle of the story’s 
chronology-hopping framework, 
and though the craftsmanship is 
at times stunning, there’s too 
much going on across time and 
distance.

(1998). Along with taking its 
name from an obscure Bowie 
tune, Todd Haynes’s rock drama 
is inspired by the rise and fall of 
Ziggy Stardust and the Spiders 
from Mars, the glammiest of all of 
David Bowie’s many mutations. 
But Haynes is much more inter- 
ested in metaphors and surfaces 
than in depth or naturalism — 
which makes him the perfect film- 
maker to attempt the story of 
glam, a stylized musical move- 
ment that was all about elaborate 
veneers and logic-defying fan- 
tasies. After hinting that Bowie 
may be a time-traveling Oscar 
Wilde (the original pop idol?), the 
film turns into postmodern Citizen 
Kane. Brian Slade, who, give or 
take some eyeshadow, is Bowie, 
serves as this film’s Charles 
Foster Kane; Arthur Stuart 
(played by Christian Bale) is the 
reporter digging through a murky 
past to uncover the truth about 
him. Like glam rock itself, the film 
doesn't bother with heavy char- 
acter or plot development — 
which makes Velvet Goldmine 
more compelling as rock criticism 
than as entertaining cinema. It’s 
an argument in favor of music 
that reaches recklessly for the 
stars, of theater, of androgyny, of 
spiders from Mars.

John Ford was still winding down 
from his 1948 masterpiece Fort 
Apache when he shot this enjoy- 
able but hardly challenging tale of 
two cowboys, Ben Johnson 
(Trooper Tyree in both She Wore 
a Yellow Ribbon and Rio Grande) 
and Harry Carey Jr. (Lieutenant 
Pennell in She Wore a Yellow 
Ribbon), who agree to lead a 
Mormon wagon train bound for 
Utah. As in Long Voyage Home 
and How Green Was My Valley, 
Ford relies on the group rather 
than individuals to make his 
point; he’s moved by the
